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' ridiculous vato mezas itis ſerdowne in the chro- 
nicle of Ho/lnd: I would rather hold: with them 
which maintaine that the whole countrie hath 
taken his nameof Gtldwayza towne in old time 
ſcated vpon the Rhee, wherof Tacitus makes ho- 
norable mention, bur at-this day thereremaines 
no memory thereof: Munſter holds it for moſt 
cerraine , that the firſt Lords of this country - 
(who long aſter carricd no higher title then of 
\duocates , then of Eatles , and in the end of 
dukes)were two brethrE,ifſuedfrom the French 
wuyncard and-Lupold au Pont , who built a Caſtell 
called Pont-Gelder, which ca(tle hath long retai- 
ned that name of Pont, andis now ioynedrto the: 
2Waec.of Ge/dre, Which hatch giuen thename to 
the 1 hole Prownge , hailing atthis day towards 
the North-rhe councric of Fr:/{and., to the Nor- 
weſt the Zuyderzee: vpon the South the riuer of 
Meuſe ioynes vpon it, and diuides it from the 
Duchie of Brabant : to the South-eaſt is the Du- 
chic of /u/{llers.” Towards the Eaſt is a part of the 
river 6f Rhzxe,and rhe duchic of Cleues,the which 
diuides it into two very vnequall parts : &to the 
Weſt is Holand andthe ſiegneuric of Yrecht. 
| This Prouince is plaineandota goodly ſcitu- 
ation, hauing few:moutitames, but maine heaths, 
& jaws 2e of woods , which-areboth pleafant 
and profitable : among the which is that of Ech- 
termald, Al their foile or ground for tillage is ve- 
ry tetilein.gorae : and the paſture farfor cattle, 
ET Yi > eſpecially 
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eſpecially that which lies vpon the bankes of the 
riuer of &hine, Wahal, Iſſel and Meuſe. Lewis Gui- 
chardin andother writers of our time,confound 
the'Earldome of Zutphen with the Duchie of 
Gelares, as wewill ſhew in the particular deſcrip- 
tion, and not confound it with that of Gelders. 
The Duchie of Ge/ders and the Countic of Zut- 
phen, containe the townes of Arnhem , Zutphen, 
Nymegen,and Rauremond , which are the toure 
chiefe of the whole country , making the foure 
uarters of theſe two Prouinces, & are ſcituated 
(as we will ſhew) vpon foure diuerſe riuers , and 
| areſubie@ ro foure ſeuerall! Biſhops. Then are 
the townes of Yezlo vpon the Meuſe:Geldres:Sty a» 
len: Wachkendonck and Erkelens in the champian 
country. Then there is Hatter vpon the 1/24, 
Elbruch, and Harderwyck vpon the Zuyderzee,W a- 
geninzenvpon the Rhine, Tyel and Bomel vpon 
the Yahal.Thereare many townes which in anci- 
ent time were walled in, but through diuerſe ac- 
cidents and diſaſters they are now wholy or in 
part ſpoiled,& in thete laſt warres ſome haue bin 
vtterly ruined: yetas touching thar little which 
remaines they doe ſtill cnioy their ancient priut- 
ledges of townes, as Keppet, Burch,Ghenat, Baten- 
barch, Montfort & Eche with others, whercof we 
will make mention comming to their quarter, 
with the which there are aboue three hundred 
villages, hauing ſtceples & the rights of pariſhes. 
TheEſftates of this Duchic conſiſts vpon three 
B 3 chicte 
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chiefe-members of the Barons , whom they call 
Fry Herenzof the Nobles whom they call Red- 
deiſchap, and of the foure forelaig chiete rownes. 
which Eſtates ſo farre as they are fallen from the 
Princes of Auſtria, hold their Colledge in-the 


towne of Arzham , whereas in like manner the' 


Chancerie and the Chamber of accoumprs re- 
maines; as well. for the Duchie as the county of 


Zutphen. Wherefore although it may diſpleaſe 


Nymegenas the laft member added to the Duchy 
of| Gelders, wee will begin with Arzham as the 


chiefe rowne, and deſcribe all the other townes 


in particular,according to their dignities. 
| Ar nham. 


His towne was in old timecalled Ar»acam,it 

isa good towne and ſomewhat ſpacious ,ſea- 
red vpon the right banke of the riuer of Rhix: : 
halfea league from the which is Fo//a Druſiana, 
which is now called 1/el Dort : whercas Druſmus 
(tg keepe his ſoldiers from idleneſfe)cauſed them 
ro begin to diga channell, which drawing the wa- 
ter out of the Xhzxe,it fell into a little river called 
Jſſel[neere vnto Dousbonrg inthe countic of Zut- 
phen,the which hee did build , and called ic by his 
owne name,that he might haue aſhorter paſſage 
by water to 0 and make warre againſt the Fr:- 


Jorw which channell'or lictleriuerdid ſo increaſe 
ina ſhort time, as at this day it is growne very 


great,& is called 7/*1,paſling before the rownes 
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of Dousbonrg , Bronchorſt, Zutphen , Dexenter and 
Campen, where it falls into the Zuyacr ſea . This 
towne of 4r#ham is the chiefe of the Eſtate and 
ſiegneury of the Ye/uwe,which is one ofthe foure 
quarters of the Duchie of Ge/aers: vnder which 
towneare the townes of Hattem, Harderwyck, El- 
bruch & Wageningen ,all walled; with many villa- 
ges,burrowes and caſtels,with their iyri{diftions 
and particular officers,ſubietrotheuſtice of the 
Dreoſſart ox Lieutenant generall of that quarter, 
compalled in by the Zuyderzee,the Rhime,and the 
river of 7/e/, tor which cauſe fiſh abounds there, 
and is very good cheape: belides there is great 
ſtore of woods, vnder-w oods and buſhes , full of 
game for the pleaſure of hunting.Neere vnto the 
ſaid towne of Ar7ham, is an other member of the 
duchy,called Yelwe Zoom,the which extends neer 
vnto Zutphin on the one (ide, andon the other it 
reacheth neere to Vageningen:: in all which ſoile 
thercarc nothing bur meades, and very pleaſant 
and fertile paſtures : which quarter hath a parti- 
cular officer, which is the Indge of 4rzham, with 


fourc 2fiſtants : and as for theYVeluwe the Droſ/art 


hath ten affiſtants or -councelilors whereas hee 
keepe his courts of pleas. But touching the ſpiri- 
tualtie,the towne of A4r»ham with the whole iu- 
ri{diction;beforethe troubles was ſubiect tothe 
Biſhoprick of Ytrech?. In this rowne the Dukes 
of Geldres did in former times make their reft- 
dence, and there they were intombed in the 
great Church before the marker place , from 


B 4 whence 
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whence they go vnto the Port which leads vnto 
theriner of #hine . The Chancery & the councel 
of Gelders were eſtabliſhedthere by the Emperor - 
Chzrles the fift inthe yeare 1543. when as hee. 
conquered it from #://:am Duke of Clenes, who 
maintained himſe!fto be trrue and lawfull heire 


| to Charles of Egmont laſt Duke of Gelders,which 


councell-did {erue as well for the Duchy of Ge/- 
ders as the County of Zurphen,ioyntly conſiſt- 


-ing'ofa Chancellorand ren councellors,rhar is, 
foure of the Nobility of the foure quarters a- 


boue tnentioned,and ſixe Lawiers or others, the - 
which adminiſter Iuſticewih great aut} ority, 


- having an Attorney generall, a Regiſter and 0- 


ther Officers', from whoſe ſentence there is-no 
appeale . In which towne the: Chamber of ac- 
counts was alfo placed by Phil;pthe ſecond King 
of Sp1ine and Duke of Geldres, ſucceeding the 
Emperor Charles his Father inthe yeare 1559. 
whereas all the 'Officers of Gelares and Zutphen, 
as well of Tuſtice, as of the treaſure; muſt yeeld” 
an account of their-charges and offices. This 
rowne Within theſe thirty yeares is wonderfully 
changed", as well'in fortifications and Boul- 
warks,zs otherwiſe: ithath be-ne often threat- 
nedandarteinpredro be furprized by the Spaniſh 
fa&ion , burit was fruit-leſſe; the which might 
ſeeme ſtrange,confidering the ealte acceſle they 
had, when as they held che rownes of Dewenter 
and Zutphe hs | 

Nyme- 
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Nymegen. 

T is a free towneanda fee of the Empire,of 
& 2ncient foundation:Ofthe which we read that 
Magus King of Gaule,the Sonne of Diz,had beene 
the firſt founder,who called it Maga,by his owne 
name * And that afterwards Batto King of the 
Catthes( as we will ſhew more amply in the def- 
cription of Holland) comming into that quarter, 

leaſing himſelfe inthe ſcituarion,and in the re- 
markable antiquiry,cauſed it to be repaired,and 
did both amplefic and forrefie 'it with new 
walls, wherevpon ic was called Nouzomagum the 
which in the country ſpeech,anſweres to Nyer- 
megen,vnleſſe that in fauoring the little town of 
eMegen ſeated vpon the river of Menſe,prefer- 
ing 1tin antiquity,we will maintaine that Nyme- 
gen hath beene built ſince vpon the riuer of /a- 

al, by the ſame Magzws , or his ſucceſſor: the 
which I l:aue doubttull. He//e/ Sonne to Batto 
fauored this towne of Nymeghen, for that he was 
borne there, anddid fo inlarge it , as thelower 
part of the towne is called Heſſe/-marckt vnto 
this day . Amongall the fingularities and an- 
riquities of chis to ne the caſtle is yer ſtanding, 
vpon the toppe of alittle hill, and over Tookes 
the towne , the which ſome affirme was builr 
and re-edefied by Julrus Ce(ar, to diſcouer the 
Country there-aboutes, and to commaurd itz 


Neither 
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Neither is there any place in all that quarterto 
be found , which yeelds ſo goodly a proſpeR of 
the country, riuers , townes and villages, as this 
Fort doth, the which vnto this day they call Des 
wallicks Hoff,which-is as much to ſay,as the Gaules 
' Cort , the which' is a probable —_—_ , that 
ſz245 or ſome other of the Gaules haue built it, 
They haue found in this towne & about it with- 
in few yecares,memories ofthe Romans antiquity, 
| as medals and goodly ſtones of ſumptuous buil- 
dings and ſepulchers,with inſcriptions and Epi- 
taphes of ſome Captaines & famous men.There 
are alſo many.ruines of the Romaines time along 
the riuer of #2hal, where as ſome thinke they 
planted their campe,and placed their garriſons: 
ſo as the paſlage which is neere vnto the towne, 
is at this day called in the country -language 
Reomſche Vort,which ſignifieth a Romarne Fort,So 
as they hauefound grear ſtones inthe wall of the 
chiefe Port, which they call Heſſelt Port,whereas 
theſe words are grauen; Hes pes Remant Imperit : 
Hetcis the foete of the komaine Empire. And on 
the other fide 3 Hic fins regni Stawrie,Here is the 
endofthecommand of Staurizs, whereof we will 
ſpeake here-after in the deſcription of Fr:/ard. 
There was alſo found in S*.Szephens church-yard 
a great ſtone, on the which theſe verſes were

This was when as the Enipetor Frederick cauſed 
theold ruines to be repaired. Vnder this towne 
are comprehended(as making one quarter ofthe 
Dutchie of Gelders) the townes of Bomeland Tyel 
which are walled in,and Ghenat which lyes open, 
buryet it enioycsthepriuiledges of atowne.The 
iurifdictions are firſt that of the Bour zr ane that is 
to ſay,the Vicont of Nymegen,& of the officers of 
the ſaid two rownes,and of Bomelweerd:then that 
of the higher and lower Betwwe, and afterwards 
they that lye betwixt the rivers of wahal and 
Meuſe.In the yeare 1248. this towne came vnder 
the ſubieRion of the Princes of Gelders by the 
meanes which follow . Ozzo Earle of Gelders did 
lend vnto am King of the Rom:ines, Earle of 
Holland, Zeeland, ec. the ſumme of 21000, 
markes of pure ſiluer , vporr condition , that if 
within a certaine time limited hee did not pay 
Ea 1s 5 Rm the 
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the ſayd ſumnie , hee ſhould inioy the ſayd 
owne with the turiidition as his owne pro- 
Qer inheritance. The which the Emperor Roav/- 
bus did continue ſince , & did augment the con- 
ditions for the Earles aduantage. And withall the 
aid money was not fatisfhed : whether it were 
through the negligence of the Princes of the 
mpire , or that they had not meanes to-pay 
itzwherby the V icontieand Seigneury of N, me- 
phen hath remained incorporated vpon certain 
conditions to the Duchy of Gelders, reraining 
me juriſdiction , ſoueraignty and prerogatiue 
to coyne money, as an Imperiall Towne. In the 
reare 15 89, Collonell Martin Schencke of Ny- 
deck , made an vnfortunateenterprize vppon the 
owne,who retyring vnto his boate beeing ouer- _ 
aden,it ſunke and he was drownd : Sincethe vni- 
xd Eſtates hauing built a mighty fort called 
notfenbourg on the other banke ofthe River of *7. 
Yahal, oppolite vnto the Towne, the which did 
inder their nauigation and much anoy them 
ith their Canon , the townſe-men didpreſle 
the Duke of Parmato free them from this Fort, 
and to beſcege it : But Prince Maurice commin 
chether out of Frieſe/and , and hauing defeated 
me of the Dukes men, hee was forcedto raize_. 
His ſeege , and to retyre with his Army into Bra- 
ant,he him-ſelfe going to the Spaw : The Prince 
eing him retyred , madehaſte to beſeege the 
ydtowne , which he ſoone forcedto yeeld vn- 
| 0 
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ro the vnited Eſtates. In the yeare 1 59 2.vnder 
whoſe obedience it hath euer ſince continued.

1H is areaſonable good towne, ſeated vpon the 
Riuer of Meuze, ioyning to the mouthof that 
of Ruoer , For Monat inthe duch rongue ſignifies 
mouth or entrance,and foof that word wh of Ru- 
er the name ofthis rowne is compounded,as ma- 
ny others are found in the Netherlands of the 
like definitions , as De-dermonid in Flanders , 1//el- 

Holland and others: in Latin it is called 
Anuremunda,fiue leagues from Maiſtricht.& three 
from Yenl5o: Atownewell peopled, rich & well 
builr, ſtrong both by nature and by art of forti- 
fications of rampars and bulwarkes. Ir is one of 


the foure chiefe Townes of Gelders,chiefe of one. 


of the quarters,vnder whoſe Turiſdiio are com- 
prehended the Townes of Yeplo , Gelder, Stralen 
Wathtendonct and Erckelans , al walled and ſtrong, 
with three ſmall Bouraughes, Montfort, Yacht 
and Nyeuſtadt,one a league diſtant from another, 
which are vnder the Iudges and Officers of the 
ſaid townes , as alfo they of Xe/ſe! , Mrdzeler and 


Crezkenbeeck: Within ſixty yeares this town was 


appointed to be the Biſhops Sca for the whole 
Duchy of Gelders: And thereare at this day more 
Prieftes and Monkes in i: then in any other 


Towne in the Country, They haue had theic 
ſhare 
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| ſhare of troubles in theſe laſt watres , butnot in 
| ſo greata meaſure as many others, | 
| A gcodleague from Ruremond is the goodly 
| Village of Keſſell,with a ſtrong Caſtle built vpon { 
| a Mountaine,belonging to a private Lord,from 

| which Village there is a little Angle of the 

| Country,called Lazat-van-Keſſell,which is ofthe 

| demaiaes of the Duchie. This place of Keſſel 

| was ſometimes a towne of great importance,che 

| which Prolomey calleth Caſtelleum, & makes it the 

| Metropolitaine of the Menapians, This rowne

ſeconded, the Burgers hauing taken armes and 
recovered their Ports , it ſucceeded not;foas he 
was forced to retyre, with the loſſe of two of his 
Captaines. In this Towne YY{l4am Duke 'of 
Clenes, hauing loſt all his Duchy and a good part - 
of Iutllers and Clenrs, came in the yeare 15 4 3. 
and ſubmitted him-ſelfe to the merey of the Em-

In this Iland there are many fayre Villages 
and Caſtles , among others Ro//em , whereas 
Martin van Roffiem Seign ior of Puydroyen Was 
borne; a famous Captainein his time , hauing 
beene Marſhall of the field ro'the Duke Charles 
of G:lders and William of Clewes , who in the 
yeare of our Lord, 1534. did terrifie the 
Towne of Antwerp , and thinking todoe 
the like to them of Lovuain was forced to 
retyre. 

In the yeare of our Lord 15 98. Arch- 
Duke Albert of Anitria beeing| gone into Sparne 
to fetch his ſpouſe, the /xfanta 1/abella, daughter 
to King Ph-lip the ſecond, and fifterto King 
Philtp che third aow raigning zdetr ( during his 
ablence) Cardinal Andrew of Auſtria to gouerne 
the Netherlands, which were gtuen inmarriage 


tothe ſayd //abe/la , and Don Franciſco de Aen-. 


doza Admirall of _trragen, for generall of his 
armie: the which hee ſent vntothe frontiers of 
Germanie to make warre againſt che vnited Ef- 
rates that way , where hauing done what hee lif- 
red , and taken from the Eſtates by ſeege the 
rownes of Rhynberch and Deutecom. , _ then 
the Fort of Creaeceur , hee palt to the ſaid Tland 
of Bommell, with an intent to beſcege the rowne, 
the which by reaſon of their workes at the

all ſpeed , and aſſured ic with his preſence

Ir is the mightieſt fort 
that.hath bin made in al the Netherlands , for the 
building whereof the Admirall of 4rragon diſ- 
furniſhedthe w hole Iland oftrees:It is compre- 
hended in fiuc Bulwarks , after the forme of the 
Citradel of Antwerp,wherof three are vppon the 
bankes of Mcuzer and #4hal, and thetwo others 
C4 towards 
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towards Haerwerden,cither of them hauing a ca- 
valier or plat-forme ro defend it,with broad aiid 
deepe ditches , withoutthe which is a counter- 


| ſcarpe, the which bath alſoa ditch round about 


it and ſmall forts ro warrant it, eſpecially wher- 
as theſe two rivers imbrace one an other , to- 
wards Tyler-weerd, whereas the Fort of Naſſau 
is ſct oppoſite to that of Saint _Aarew,ina cor- 
ner,which is alſo made an l{land by art , heein 

called Yoorne, and is heid by the Eſtates - which 
two Forts did daily ſalute one an other with 
their Ordinance. The Admirall hauing fyniſhed 
this Fort .thinking thereby ro keepe the riuers 
of Vahaland Meuſe and the whole lfland in ſub- 
ieion , left a garriſon of 1500. men in it, 
with ſtore of arrillerie and munition, and then 
retired with his army to refreſh it in Brabant. 
Bur Prince Maurice did not diſſoluehis armie, 
bur kepr ir rogither all rhe winter, as well in the 
towne of Zommcl ,as inthe rrenches and ſhips 
which he had1ying by : The ſpring time becing 
come,hauing recouered the Fort of Creueceur, 
he went to beſecge that of Saint Amarew,the 
which through want. of victualls , was yeelded 
vnto him, withall the arrillery and munition, 
the ſouldiers being about 1100. and ſome 400, 
out of Creueceur remained in the Princes ſer- 
uice, who afterwards at the battaile of Vzeupore

A Lthough this towne(at this preſent ruined) 
and the caſtle, bee within the limmirs of the 
Duchy of Gelares, ſeated vpon the banke of the 
riuer of Meuſe,whereby the Barron of that place 
makesa great reuenew of the toule and cuſtome 
which is paied. by all the ſhips that paſſe that 
way : yet the ſaid ſtgneury is merely held of the 
Empire, asi/liam of Brenchurſt did take it vppe 
of . Maxim:lli;iam the Einperour : His Sonne 
ſucceeded him , and dying withour heires, 

Alaxts 
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HMaximillian of Bronckhurſ# his couſin Ger. 
maine did inherit , andis now Lord ofit. This 
place isof very great antiquity. The Chronicles 
of Holland afftirme , that it was the firſt Caſtle 
which Prince Btt#s ( of whome Batauia or 
Hollend tooke his name ) did build vppon the 
Meuze in the Countie of Sicambrians , which 
now 1s Gelgers.

T'His Towne is neither a fee, nor ofthe terri- 
tory of Gelders,bur a little country of it ſelfe, 
which holdes of the Empire , 2h hon ticle 
of an Earle with great Iuriſdiction , a largeter- 
ritory and many Villages , and yer\ſhut vp inthe 
lymits of the Duchy of Gelaers. 

This place is ſeated neere vnto the riuer of 
Lingen, vppon alittle Brooke which in old time 
was called the ditch for muſcles , a league from 
T4zit is not very bigge , but hath a very ſtrong 
Caſtle ioyning vnro it, where there is an ordina- 
ry garriſon for the vnited Eſtates. That valiant 
and famous - Prince Maximilian of Egmont 
was Earle of this-place , who for his great ſer. 
uices done vato the Emperor Charles the fift, 
(whereof diuers hitories make mention ) lefr 
his memory immortail to poſterity : Dyin 
at Brs/els-in the yeare one thouſand four hun. 
dred &nine,to whom ſucceeded his only daugh- 
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ter the ſole heire by her mother of the houſe 
of Lannoy : Who was the firſt wife of /i//iamof 


Naſſas Prince ef Orange,by whom ſhe left a ſon 
anda daughter, that is Ph:/ip i1l;am of Naſſau 
now Prince of Orarge,Earle of Buren , Seignior 
of Lannoy &c. Andthe Lady Mary of Ara(/au 
widdow to Cont Phi/ip of Hohen!o. 

This may ſuffice fo the deſcription of the 
Townes and chcefte Forts comprehended in 
the Eſtate of the Dutchy of Geldexs. 

The people of this Prouinceare valiant and 
warlike, from wh-nce they were wont to draw 
a good part of then! at Armes and Archers 
of the bandes of Ordinance of the Low-coan- 
frees. 

Thefe were the lait among the Belgick Gawles 
that ſubmitted them-ſelues tothe yoake of the 
Romane Empire,& the arſt when this Monarchy 
began todecline , that freed them-ſelues from 
their ſubietion. Afrerwards they were made 
fubiero the French : yet imbracing the occaſi- 
on when it it was offered , they did ſhake of this 
yoak,and began to be gouerned by priuat Lords 
of the country it ſelfe : the which hapned in 
the time of the Emperour Chalres the bald 
King of France : Which Lords were ſimply 
called Tutors or Aduocats of the country: 
The v hich according o their vertucs and merits 
were choſen & create< by the people, the firſt of 
which was #rizchard(as we haueſhewed before) 
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to whome ſucceeded his fonne Ger/ac) in the 
yeare-9 10. ſoas there were ſcauen Lords or 
Feofes ſucceſſively iſſued fromthis familie, 


thelaſt whereof wasalfo called #7xchard , who 


left but one daughter called Aleydor 4lzx, mar- 

ed to Otto Earle of Naſſau : who was the firſt 
which carryed the title of the Earle of Ge/deys 
given him by the Emperor Henry thethurd,in 
the yeare 1079. 

But the ſayd _4leyd beeing dead hee marryed 
with the daughter of Ge:r/ach Earle of Zutphen, 
who was {laine in a batraile giuen betwixt Con- 
rard Biſhop of Yerecht and Thzery the ſixt Earle 
of Holland, Where-vppon (as wee have fayd) 
the Earldome of Zutphen was alſo vnited vnto 
the Duchy of Ge1ders. Orto left theſe Earles after 
him, Gerrard , Henry , Gerrard & Ottothe ſecond, 
ſurnamed the ſtump-foor. Ir was he which did 
purchaſe the Seigneury of Nymeghen , as wee 
haue ſayd before, which hee did wall in with di- 
uers others,which were but Burroughs, as Rure- 


 mond, _1rnhem , Harderwicke , Bemmel and Wage- 


ninghenall in the Prouince of Ge/ders, and aboue 
it Goch in the country of Clexes: to the which he 
gaue good)'y priuiledges,as to great Cittics. 

To this Oxto ſuceeded his ſonne,Rexald, and to 
him a ſonne of his owne name, who obtained in 
the yeare 1 3 2 9. thedignity and titleof Duke 
of the Emperour Zewts of Bavarizin an imperis 
all Dyer held at Frazefort: Asin like manner the 


County : 
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Countie of 1ui/liers was by him ereted into a 
Dutchy. Af.er this Regino/authe ſecond; Geldres 
was gouerned by Arnold & Edward his two ſons, 
but not without great contentions , Borh of 
themdying ; Arnold lefr two daughters of di- 
uers beddes, /oane and 1/abe!l, who continued 
the diuifion which hed beene betwixt their Fa- 
ther arid Vncle : but 1/abei/ dying without chil- 
dren, /oare remained ſole and peaceable Dut- 
cheſſe , to whom ſucceeded w21/:ams her ſonne, 
who was the fourth duke of Geldres, but dying 
without heires , Reynold his brother the fourth 
Duke of /«///:ers ſucceeded him, and was the fift 
Dukeot 6-ldres, who dying withour iſſue male, 
the ſucceſſion went to his only daughter, marri- 
ed ro Arno/dof Egmond, iſſued from a daughter 
of the firit Duke of Geladres, by which meanes 
the ſayd Arnold came vnto the principality, 
whoſe Sonne called Ado phe, ( who is numbred 
for the ſeauenth Duke ) repyning that his Fa- 
ther liucd 10)ong , by the Rk We of his own 
Mother, cauſed him co bee ſeazed on in a night, 
and to bee pur in priſon1n tne caſtle of Buren, 
where hee detained him many year«s. Pope 
Paulthe ſecond and the Emperour Frederick the 
third ,nor able co ſuffer fo great an impiery, 
gaucauthoriry ro Charles the warlicke , Dake of 
Bonrgongne to free this miſerable Father by 
Foxce of armes.out of the hands arid tyranie of 
-his fonne :; The "which: Ado/phvadertifandig, 
Pitt 5 2.157 Þn:iig 3g), +21), wan A and 
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and ſeeing that the Pope and Emperor did im- 
brace the cauſe, and that he was not ableto reſiſt 
Duke Charles his forces, he drew his father our 
of priſon , and hauing obtayned a paſport from 
the Duke, he came vnto him with his father to 
Dourlans in Picardy : before whome the fa- 
ther caſting his gloue, defied the ſonne: But the 
Duke who loucd this '_4doþh, laboredrto per- 
ſwade the father to reſigne the Duchy vnto his 

Sonne, andthat being now very old, he ſhould, 

; retire to Graxe, and content him-ſelſe with that” 
peece and three thouſand florins rent, where- 
vpon Adolph like an vnnaturall and barbarous 
ſonne hearing this propoſition made by Duke 
Charles of Bourgongne, anſwered , that he had ra- 
ther caſt his father head-long into a wel,ant him 

ſelfeafter,then accept of that compoſition. 

That it was reaſon , ſecing his father had 
an: , forty foure yeares, thathe ſhould al- 
focome in his rancke tothe Principality, and en- 
toy itas his father had don. Adding that he was 
well content his father ſhould have 3 000 florins 
yercly for hiz entertainment,but he muſt depart 
out of the country and fiegneury of Ge/ders , and 
neuer enter more into it 2 Puke Charles hearing 
theſe ſpeeches and noting the cruelty of aſonne 
towards his father, ſeemed ſo much incenſed 
thereat, as Mo fearing his fury, fled in a 
diſguiſed habit , thinking to ſaue him-ſelfe 
in Gelders ; but becing knowne, necre vn- 
to Nemar hee was taken and put in priſon

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at Y:lleverd,8& from thence carried to Courtrey, 
where hee remayned till after the death of Duke 
Charles.In the mean time the farher to be reuE- 
ged ofhis ſon, ſought todiſ-inherit him ; reſig- 
ning his Duthcy of Gelders & County of Zutpht 
vnto Duke Charles vppon certaine conditions. 
By which reſignation the Princes of the houſe of 
Asftria haue iſo much pretended vntatheſayd 
Ducchy , as in the end after the death ofthelaſt 
Duke C harles of Egyznt,they have inioyed it,al- 
though by right it ſhould deſcend to YYVilliam 
Duke of Clexes , whome the Emperor forcedts 
yeeld it vnto him. And to returnto Adoſphhe 
was freed from his priſon at way by the 
Ganthois, who made tim thejt Generall againft 
the Frech king Lewis the 11, where this vngrate-- 
ful ſon was ſlainc before Tourx2y, receiuing the 
fruirs ofhis deſert, haning bin ſo cruel! to his fa- 
ther.

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all the intereſt they had or might hereafter pre- 
tend vnto the Duchie of Gelders.| This.done hee 
ſent Charles and Php the ſons of Adolph whome 
he hadby a Princeſle of the houſe of Bourboy,, to 
be bred vp in Fizrders ; and by that meanes the 
Duke of Bowrgongne remained inquiet poſſeſhon 


of the Eſtate of Ge/ders, and dying lefcthe ſucce(- 
ſion to his onely. daughter and heyre , who was:

Geldrois refuſing to obey him, he raiſed a mighty 
Army,and came to Boiſleduc , where-with the E\- 
tates of Gelders being terrified , they acknowled- 
ged himfor their Prince in the right ofhis wife, 
and did ſweare obedience vnto him. And ſo 
Maxtmillian gotte the quiet poſſeſſion without 
any effuſion of blood, the which he inioyed vatil 
that Charles the fonne of 1do/ph ( who had bene 
taken priſoner with the Earle of Naſjas in an in- 
counterneere vnto Bethune by the French, and 
afterwards by tcaſdn of his Allyance by the 
mothers ſide, ſetat liberty)with the helpe of the 
French King and his Kinſmen and triendes, retur- 
ned into Gelders with a ſmall Army, where with- 
out any reſiſtance or difficulty, hee was recciued 
by the people,as their lawful Prince , and num- 
bred for the eight Duke of Gelders. 
This Duke Charles of Eemont was in his time 
a valiant and warlike Prince:making war againſt 
all his neighbors,eſpecially againſt Aber duke 
of Saxony teudatary of Freezland & of Groning: 
Gouergor 
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Gouernor of a part of the Netherlands for the 
Emperour Maximillian , and the Arch-Duke 
Philip his ſonae , who marrycd the Lady Joane 
of Caſtile, and was afterwards Queen of Spazne, 
after the death of the King Dex Ferdinand of Ay- 
ragon and of Queene 1/abelle of Caſtile, her 
ther and mother-: whereby the Realmes of 
Spaire came vnto the houſe of Auſtria , and haue 

cuntinned vnto this day. 
The ſaid Duke had alſo great warre againſt 
the Lieutenant of the Emperor Charles the 
fift, ſonne and ſucceſſor to the ſaid Arch-Duke 
Philip: \o as in the end there was a peace made 
berwixt them at Gorcum in the yeare 1528. 
and afcerwards in the yeare 15 3 6. there was 
an other generall peace made in the Towne 
of Grawe : The conditions whereof were in ſub- 
ſtance that Duke Charles of Exmont ſhould hold 
the Dutchy of Gelders and the County of Zat- 
phen in fee of the Emperor or Duke of Brabant, 
and Earleof Ho/land,for him and his lawful heirs: 
Bur if hee dyed without iſſue , his Eſtates and 
Seigneuries ſhould accrue vato the Emperor 
and his heirs, This duke died without children in 
the yeare 15 38. And fo according to the faid 
Accordandranſattion, and the righrs which his 
great grandfather the Duke of B:rgongxe had 
gotten, theſe countries ſhould deſcend vnto the 
faid Emperor : But John Duke of /«il:zers preten- 
ding an intereſt by reaſon of their ancient rights, 
D (renounced 
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(renouncedand ſold as we haue ſaydby his An- 
ceſtors)) was not receiued by the Eſtates , ſo 
that after the death of Duke Charles of Eemone 
the Cleyois had laboured to draw ſome by loue 
and others by force vnder the ſubicion of the 
King , and to make them his vaſſals , where.yp. 
pon they tooke armes againſt hifh, And wore 
ſhipping the ſunne riſing more then the ſunne 
ſeting , negleting the old Duke , they did 
choſe and recciue his fonne #1/[;iam., who was 
made ſure tothe daughter of the Duke of 4/brex 
and heire to the Crowne of Nawarre : which 
ele&tion was confirmed and better eſtabliſhed 
intheyearcofourLord 15 3 9. by the death of 
the ſaid Duke hz : at which time neither the 
Emperors title nor authority could preuaile any 
thing tomake him to be acknowledged Lord of 
this Prouince. But this was notall , for the Em-. 
peror being in Spazre , his countries were fo- 
dainly' inuaded by the French King and this 
Duke #iliam : Where-vppon the Emperour 
beeing returned from his laſt vnfortunate yoy- 
age of Africke , hee went into the Netherlands 
with a mighty army , and fodainly ſubdued ina 
a manner all the rownes of the Dutchy of Clenes 
and 14/ljers,and among others thoſe of Duren & 
Sittant, Where-with Duke #:1/:am being aina- 

zed , and fearing this mighty enemy , + the 
erlwaſton ofthe Princes of Germany, his Allies, 
ewentand humbled him-ſelfe.varo the Empe-- 
ror 
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ror inthe towne of Yen/o,to whom he was recon- 
ciled,yeelding abſolutely vnto him the ſaid Dur- 
chy of Ge/ders and Earldome of Zutphern,renoun - 
cing alſo the league which hee had with the | 
French King and his pretended marriage with * 
Joane of Albret Princeſſe of Nawarre, and marry- 
ing with the daughter of Ferdinand King of Ro- 
maxes, the Emperors Brother. In conſideration 
wherof all his other Countries which the Em- 
perors men had taken from him were reſtored 
againe. To which Accord the Eſtates of Ge/ders 
did willingly conſent , vpon certaine conditions 
conteyned in their pattent. And fo Gelders and 
Apepoen returned againeto the houſe of Auſtria 
vnder the Emperor Charles the fift in the yeare 
1543-and inthe yeare 1549. there was receiued 
for Prince and homage done vnto Phz/ip of _Au- 
fr:ia Prince of Spazre, the only ſon vnto the Em- 
erour, as future and lawfull Lord of the faid 
uchy & Earldome:who gaue the gouernment 
thereof vato Charles of Brunen Earle of Meghen. 
Vntill that in/thelſe laſt wars the ſaid Prouinces 
hauing entred into the general vnion of the Ne- 
therl nds by the pacification of Ganat they haue 
(notwithſtanding the diſ-vnion of them of 4r- 
thois, Henauit os others)continued alwaies con- 
ſtant inthe ſaid vnion,and fo remaine at this pre- 
ſent, hauing taſted the birter fruires of the ſaid 
wars , as the hiſtorie of the Netherlands makes 
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The Ear/dome of Holland and of 
VVeſt-Frieſland. 


Efore I vndertake to deſcribe Bataui4 (which 

is now called Holland ) in old time the mo» 
ther ofgood horſemen , and the miſtreſſe of 
martiall diſcipline , not tributary , but com- 
panions and allyes to the 'people of Rome, 
I thinke it fic in the relacing the originall of 
the nation to make a repetition of that which 
hath bin colle&ed of their antiquity by ancier re- 
cords,& redeeming them from forgettfulneſſe to 
reſtore chem to their ancient glory and honour, 
To which effeas I hold it very abſurd to abuſe 
the reader with fables and lyes, ſo will TI not al- 
together reiec that which hath becnedcliuered 
by our Anceſtors. I know that the curious rea- 
der affe&s new things more then ancient , the 
memory wherof is almoſtextin& : but I will in- 
treat them to giue mee leaue to remember the 
honour which the Batqu/ers haue purchaſed by 
armes,regiſtred by al ancient writers, whereof 
wewil preſently make mention. 

Firſt ofall it is well knowne that the Brteurans 
are Originally deſcended fromthe Cattes a peo- 
ple of Germany , whoe driuen from their na- 
tiue"ſoyle by inteſtine diſſentions , hauing paſt 
the Rhyxe ſought a new habitation , and ceazing 
vppon. the borders of Belgia which were 


inhabited 
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inhabitcd , they planted thenr ſelues in the Iland 
which the Rhyne doth enuirs, The which Tacsims 
a Knight and a faithfull Romaine writer doth 
witneſſe in his booke which hee hath written 
of the manners of the Germains. Ommium ( ſaith 
hee) harwm gentium virtute precipuiBataui \, non 
multum ex rips , ſed inſulam Rheni amnis inco- 
lent, Cattori quondam populus,et ſeditione domeſ- 
rice in eas ſedes tranſgreſſus , in quibus pers Romant 
Imperii fueriit:manet honos & antique ſocietatis 1n- 
ſiene &. Thar isro lay:of al thenarios (meaning 
the Germaines) the Batauianare the moſt valiant 
not farre from the bankes , butinhabiting of 
the Iland ofthe riuer of Khyze.

To conclude who wil know the manners, faſhi- 
on of liuing and military vertue of the ancient 
Batauians or Hellanders , let him read for the an- 
cient, perticularly Cornelius Tacrtus , and for the 
moderne Hadrianus Inns a Phiſition of the 
towne of Horne, in his Batauia : wherein I doubt. 
not but he ſhall find much to content him, 

Concerning their vertue and military difei- 
pline, I dare afficme that the 4o/landers at this

Here are great diuverſities of opinions about

Forum Claudiznow called Ta- 
rentaiſe, Forum Iulir, Forum Linii and others,and 
ſo by that reaſon Dwrarecht ſhould haue its 
name from ſome certaine man called Dwyer ; yet 
the t_47:»als of Holland make but fmall mention 
of any ſuch. The ſame may bee ſaydof Haes- 
Frecht three thouſand paces from Tergoudt , 
hereroforea tone that had three Caſtles; and 
two Monaſteries , now a Village in the middeſt 
of the Earldome of Blows, between the townes of 
Schoonhouen and Goude,whichthree townes were 
the proprietary inheritance of the Earles of 
Blois,as you may more amply read in the general 
hiſtory of the Netherlands. 

The ſame may likewiſe be ſaid of Aoore-drecht, 
Papenarecht Suynarecht,Barendrecht,and Slyarecht 
all Villages of Hol/axd not farre from Dordrecht, 
which is alſo witneſſed by the old ſeale ofthe 
ſaid rowne ; the circumſcription is . Sigillans 
oppidinorum in Durdrecht: The ſeale of the rownſ. 
men of Darareckt. | ; 

It is alſofound in records, & amongſt others in 
the Bull ofthe Emperor Henrythe fourth, Thure= 
Drecht, Be as it may be in regard of the ancients

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This Towne is long in forme of a compaſle*

His deluge hapned by the wickedneſſe of a 

country-man that enuying the proſperity of 
his neighbour, aſſayed to drowne his iand that 
hy necrethe Sca,or at leaſt to ſpoyle it,not thin- 
king what would follow : and to accompliſh 
this his curſed reſolution , he wroyght a hole 
through the carch and made a'gutrer, that the 
water of the Sea might drownehis neighbours 
Jand;but the vehemency of it was ſo great , that 
ofaliccleſtreame, the Sea gayning m« regit made 
(ucha gap,ihar it was vopoſlible ro be ſtopr, yr d 
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ſoall the country about Dordrecht , as itis yet to 
bee ſcene was loſt. Notwithſtanding ſince by 
little and little Adrian Cornellis vander Myler 
a Bourgue maiſtet of the ſaid rown and his chil- 
dcenhaue recouered , and -yer:dayly doe reco- 
ner a good part of it, by vertue of agrant 

iuen by Charles the fifth Emperour to the 


'faid 7 Bourguemaiſter, ſo thatat this, day there 


are fayre feeldes, in firme a 
] 


_ to the fayd Towne , with the lictle Caſte 


of Cracfteyne , belonging to the ſaid Yander 
Mylen. ; 

This Towne eſpecially the ftreete called 
Den Laxgen-dike hath the moſt fayre: and lofcy 
buildings-that are ro bee found in all. Holland, 
with their ſtore-houſes' and caues for Wines 
all vaulred, ſo that they neuer ſee neither Sunne 
or Moone. There 1s a fayre great Church 
where there had wont to bee a Colledge 
of Chanons. The hiftory of Holland ſets downe 
ccrtaine fooliſh fables of the foundation cfrhis 
Church , which I forbeare to repeat for thar 
they are too ridiculous. 

A Faucon ſhorte from that- part of the towne 
towards Papenarecht; there are high and eminent 
reliques of the Caſtle of Aferwe neere to the 
dicch where before. the Inundation was, 
as alſo of the Village and Barony of Merwe , 
from whence the Lords of _ſeren and 
Lengueracck haue their Barony , inioying yet

In this drown'd land and in the CIfrrwe 
there are great ſtore of Selmens and my - 
ons taken , beſides it abounds in ſundry other 
fort of fiſhes , the water becing for foure or fiue 
leagues ſweete.

The. priuiledge and right of the ſtaple 
for all ſorts of Marchandiſe , as Wine, Corne, 
Wood and other commodities that paſſe b 
them comming out of Germanie , Gelderland, 
Cleges and 1uilliers belongiag to this towne of 
Dordrecht. 

VVell ſecing wee haue made mention of 
this word Staple, it followes neceſlarily for the 
rue vnderſtanding of it, that we ſay ſomething 
both for the name and vie ofit, _ 

The word Eftaple is a French word , deriued 
from the lattin word Stabulums,ſo that the word 
Staple is a market or publicke place inatowne 


ordained for the beſtowing of VVine, Corne, 


Y Vood and other Marchandife that comes fro 
other countries zeuery Towne hauing thcir ſe- 
uzrallpriuiledges,according to the. gtaunt of the 

| | Prince 
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- Pririce. Not without great greefe and vexation- 


to others both Marchants and Marryners that 
bring them thether. As for example, The towne 
of Arras is the Staple for Arthois,and Valenciennes 


for Henault, for Wines that are broughtout of 


Frante by land into the Low-Countries : Sothat 
the Marchants or Carryers arc conſtrained 


to bring them thether before any other place, 


and there to bee ſtayde a certayne time 
in the Staple to ſee who will buy in the 
Market , the which beeing done they 
may carrie them away whether chey thinke 
beſt. 

The towne of Middlebourgh in Zealand is 
the Staple for Vines that come from France, 
Spayne ,Portuzal and other-Countryes brought 
thether by Sea. But the priviledgesof rhe rown 
of Dordrecht are more ſtrickt and compellingsfor 
they are of fuch force and vertue,that what-ſouer 


is brought either by the Rhyne, or Meuze, bc it 


4-745 Wh Se or any other Marchandife 
paſſing by them , they are compelled ( vppon 
paine of forfeyture of all , if they bee taken, 
not hauing payedtheir duty ) to diſcharge their 
boates or barkes in their Hauen , and to paie 
allrights , cuſtomes ', -impoſtes and other 
dutics what-ſocuer , and alfo ' to diſcharge 
their Marchaundiſe in Shippes of the towne 


or of the Cittizens and free Marryners: or 
eiſeto make ſome agreenienc with them and ſo

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they may paſſe them in. thoſe that belong to the 
cuſtome-or. impoſt. And notwichſtanding that . 
the priuiledges are at this preſeft diuers , and 
vary one from another , according to the nature 
of the marchandiſe and condition of the townes 
; ro whome luch prion sare graunted, yet they, 
haue euer from rhe. fiett- beginning beenecalled- 
by the nameof Efaple. : The which( being ſome- 
times in one towne, ſometimes.in another,cither 
for the ſcituagtion or ſome orher occation. )cauſe 
a great commodity. and benifir to the country 
both in generall and particuler, and afaire reue- 
new and large profit tothe Prince of the ſame. 
This towne as the firſt in rancke hath power 
to coyne both {yer and pold,a priueledge deni- 
ed.to any othertow9eof Holland what-ſo-cuer, 
In this towne the Princeor Earle of Hollandis 
put in poſſeſſion 'of this county , taking his oth to 
the ſlates of the country , and receiuing their ho- 
mage andfeallty. . ;

T* He ſecond towne of Holland in rancke and 
S -pretpgatiue is thetowne of Harlem, which 
within this thirty yeares, before 4-7/terdamn was: 
made greater., was the greateſt andfaireſt of all 
Holland , as well-1n-faire buildings,as ſweete and 
good temperature iof ayre, hauing neither the: 
e4non. Marſhes orFenstorannoy riffeared li 
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the middeſt of a'igoodland. fit both for tillage 
and for paſture, enuironed with faire country 
houſes, Farmes, little woods and many caſtles 
and villages, andto conclude ſeated reaſonable 
high, and very pleaſant: It hath one very great 
Church with-a high ſteeple ſupported with 
great columnes orpillars,and much longer then 
any other inthe Low-countries. There paſſeth 
now through ita riuer called Sparre, which falls 
out of a lake of freſh water into the chanell that 
runnes towards the townes: of _£Hnſterdam 
and Leyden; whichis called the ſea of Harlem, 
which riner hath bene dravyne with great labour 
and charge from that of Tye by the Go of Sp4- 
rendam,about halfe aleague from thence: before 
the towne on that fide towards Leyden there was 
heretofore a very pleaſant wood which during 
the ſeege of the Spanzaras was cut downe by the 
_Allamaines that were quartred on that fide in 
the village of Hem#ed ; But withinafew yeares 
after the Magiſtrate of therowne cauſed it to be 
replanted,foas inaſhorttime it becameas plea- 
ſantasit was before, ſeruing the inhabirants of 
the rowne for delightfull walkes for the excerſiſe 
of their ſpirits, andkeeping many people of the 
rowne from the Taucrnes and ſuch other places, 
in paſſing their time there. There is there like- 
wiſe made very great ſtore of fine white linnen 
cloth, much deſired and ſought for from Spazze, 
ely,and other countries, and alſo good wollen 
E 3 cloth, 
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cloth,which for the dye equalls any other coun» 
zry, andis like-wiſe tranſported into forraine 
regions. | | 
Touching the Etymology or deriuation of the 
name, I may not rely vpen Lewis Guichaydine, 
who hath followed the old Dutch chronicle of 
Holland, but rather follow thatlearned Phiſition 
and Hiſtoriographer of Horne , DoQtor Adrianus 
Junius, who 3” uns” that the Harlemors are il- 
ſued from the bloud of the Kings of Freezland, 
who firſt built both the their towne and caſtle in 
the yeare of the natiuity of our Saujour leſus 
Chriſt five hundred and fixe. The caſtle was 
ſeated vpon the chanell that runnes towards 
Egmont, not farre from Heimskirk, all built of 
greatand large bricke , us yerar this day is to be 
ſeenc by the ruines and ground worke of the 
walls. The demoliſhment whereof ſome attri= 
bure to the tyrany of the Lord of the place, 0- 
thers to the fury of the people, who ſought to 
extirpe androote outthe Nobility. This caſtle 
alone at this time was not demoliſhed, bur like 
a violent thunder they threw downe all to the 
ground , Seeing wee are ſpeaking of this 
caſtle, I thinke it not amiſſe {although it be ſec 
downe in the hiſtory of the Netherlands) to re- 
late a memorable accident that then hapned, as 
a ſtrange.note of true coniugall loue, Andthus 
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Thel ord of the place having by his exaQion 
and cruelty made him-ſelte odious to all his peo- 
ple, and he and his wife being beſeeged, and ſo 

reſtfor want of viualls, that he was compel- 
i (hauing no other meanes toeſcape) to enter 
into treaty for the rendering of the towne. His 
wife(atrue mirror of piety and louc towards her 
husband ) among other articles for the ren- 
dring of the rowne, capitulated that ſhee might 
haueas much of her moſt pretious mooucables 
as ſhe could carry out at one time,the which be- 
ing graunted , ſhee ( with the helpe of her cham- 
ber-maide) carried her husband lockt in a cheſt 
out of the caſtle, leauing all her rings and iewells 
behind her : In imitation of the wite of Grz/phe 
Duke of Bauaria,who in the like neceſſity prayed 
the Emperor Conrad, that ſhe and ter Ladies 
might carry out that which they held moſt deare 
and pretious : the Emperor imagining it was no+ 
faing but their rings and iewels, thee( and all 
the Ladies after her example) rooke her hus- 
band on her ſhoulders and her little chil- 
de in her armes and ſo iſſued forth , But 
let vs returne to Harlem ; to the which ( and 
that iultly ) wee may attribute the noble in- 
uention of the Art of printing , although ſome 
( to ſelfe-willed) maintaine that ic came from 
Mogunce ot Mentz,, an imperiall and eleQorall 
towne of Germeny;but it is for certaine confir- 


medby many notable and auncient perſonages 
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of the ſaid towne of Harlem that from father to 
ſonne they haue held, and yet to this day doe | 
hold ir,that abouta hundrerh and ſeauenty years 
agoe there dwelt in the. ſayd Towne ina. very 
fayre houſe , which is yet co bee ſeene ſtanding 
right againſt the -royall Pallace:, one: Laurence 
lans ſurnamed- Sachriſtain ( which was a good 
and honourable hereditary office in his family ) 
to whome this place of honour (: which ſome 
other heretofore haue robd them off) belongs. 
This man walking forth for his recreation into 
the Wood of Harlem(as it was the cuſtome the 
of beſt Burguers after dinner & ſupper) began to 
cutte in little pceces of wood the letters ofhis 
name, printing them on the backe of his hand, 
which pleaſing him heecuttethree or tour lines, 
which he beat with Inke and printed them vpon 
paper,wherewith beeing much ioyd (as it js ſaid 
the worekman delights in his worke)be determi- 
nedto find out an other kind of inke morefaſting 
and holding,and fo with his kinſman Thomas Pe- 
terſe , who lefcfoure ſonnes;who al came to the 
place of Burguemaiſters(which I ſpeak to that end 
that [ would haue no man thinke that ſo noble 
an inuention could haue beginning from low- 
ſpirited and mechanical men)found out an other 
way to print whole ſheetes, bur of one ſide only, 
whichare yet to be ſcene in the ſaid towne, and 
beſides a booke in Flemiſh called/the mirrour of 
health;which hee did 'in the inſtancy of rhisacr, 
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no inuention being brought to perte&ion at the 
firſt aſſay ) and aſlaying to print the ſheet on the 
other fide , the _ {ide tooke nor, and ſo hee 
ſpoyled the impreſſion. Afcerwards he changed 
his #ewn85 of wood into lead, and after that into 
tinne to make them more firme, leſſeplyant and 
more darable,the remainder of which CaraReers 
are yettobe ſcene in the houſe of the ſaid Zau- 
rence *, ſince poſleſt and dwelt in by Gerard 
Themas an honourable old Cittizen , who died 
within this bfty yeares. This new Act neuer ſeen 
before made cuery one ſoinamoured of itzthat ir 
yeelded him much profit,and his buſineſle ſo in- 
creaſed that he was conſtrayned to take ſeruants 
to helphim,but in the choyce of them he was fo 
curious , that hee intertainednot any , but hee 
took an oth ofthE nor to diſcouer the art to any 
body , becing very deſirous to keepe the princi- 
pol ſecretsto him-ſelfe; yetnotwithſtanding al 
is care , one of his ſeruants called /ohx of his 
owne ſurname, who hauing learnt to compoſe, 
caſt theletters, and other things belonging to 
this Art,ſpyed his time and oportunity to runne 
away,the which he did vppon Chriſtmas day at 
night when euery body was at Euen ſong, and 
his maiſter abſcar, taking away the CaraRers & 
other thinges belonging to this Act, running a» 
way like a Domeſtique theefe with the goods 
and honour of his maiſter to Amſterdam , from 


thence to Cologne, and afterwards to Mogunce or 
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Mentz where he might liue more ſafe and keepe 
open ſhop of his thett. Laurens 1anſe printed the 
Dodtrinall of _Alexander,a grammar then much 
in vſe, and the treatiſes of Peeter of Spaine. Be- 
hold then what hath beene affirmed from time 
to time by many ancientand honorableperſona- 
ges of the firſt inuention of it, beſides the good 
and ſufficient proofes that they of Har/em hauc; 
wherefore itwere a great wrong to robbe them 
of the honor of this inuention , as that theefe did 
his Maiſter , to make his name famous in the 
towne of Mentz. 

Polidore Virgill inhis treatiſe of the inuention 
ofthings,attributes it to one /ohn Gutttenbergh a 
gentleman of Germany . I muſt necds grant that 
theart by ſucceſſion of time was brought to a 
greater perfection then in Heard , but they like 
infants {uckt their milke from Laurence 1anſe of 
Harlem the firſt inuentor. Well wee ſee. that it 
was ſufficiently diuulged, for in the yeare one 
thouſand fiue hundred, fourty eight,one Conrade 
(2 German allo) carried this art into Jtaly and 
ſo to Rome. After him Nzcholas Tohnſona French 
man inricht it meruelouſly ; but aboue all A/- 
dis Manutins 4 Roman, a man well read and very 
learnedin the Greeke andlatin rounges, brought 
this art to perfeCtion,by his extreame dilligence 
& great trauail , never ſhrinking at any charge or 
erouble but only reſpeQtinghis honor & the pub- 
lique good,fo that euery man deſired his bookes

two ſtrong Towers from one 
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of : aldus edition 5 they wereſo neateand exactly 
printed, hee becing the firſt that cuer ſette vp 
a printing preſle forthe Greeke tongue. 

The people of this towne of Harlem had the 


' honour ofthe taking of Pe/yſium (now called Da- 


mictte a famous towne in e/fegypt ) which the 
Chriſtian princes had long time beſeeged, 
among whome was #i/;am Earle of Holland: 


While the Princes were . conſulting how they 


might firſt getthe hauen ofthe town, wnich was 
ſhut vp with 2. great chaines _— , faſtned ro 

idetotheother, 
they of Harlem cauſeda hulke or two bee armed 
from the roppe to the bottome with ſawes made

This town was greatly afflicted an\ diſtreſſed -

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inthe yeare 15 7 2. the Spaniards lying before it 


eight monethsto their great loſle, yet in the end 
by reaſon of famine it was conſtrained to yeeld 
to the mercy of the the Duke of A/ua , the vio- 
lent fury of whoſe ſoldiars brought it well neere 
to ruine. During this ſeege there was obſerued 
in the Bowrgers and inhabitants a meruailous re- 
ſolution vo defend , and conſtancy to maintaine 
them-ſclues;the garriſon ſoldiers & they neuer 
diſ-agreeing , whichigaue examples to the 
other rownes of Ho/land to arme them-ſelues a- 
gainſtthe Spaniſh fury, as we will ſhew hereafter 
in the deſcription of the towne of Alcmer.

'T He Towne of De{f( heretofore renowned ) 
( but now much more) for brewing good 
beere which they tranſporte through all 7o/- 
land, Zeeland and other neighbour countries, 
notmuch inferior to that of England)hoides the 
the third ranck and ſuffrage inthe ſeſſion of the 
Eſtates for the County of Holland. This Towne 
hath his name from his ſituation , being ſeated 
vpon a chanell that comes from the Hage, and 
falls into the Riuer of Meuze at Delfs-Hanen, 
which chanel cut in aright line coſt a great deal 
of labour and charge before it was made. 
This town was firſt founded by Godfrey called 
the crooke-backe Duke of Lorrazne, who beeing

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| called in and affiſted by the Biſhoppe 'of 
' Yrrecht,chaſed outof Holland Earle Robert the Fre- 
d ſon,cthe Lady Gheertruyd his wife and hir little

- This Duke of Lorraine inioyed the ſaid Earl- 
d dome aboue foure yeares, during which time he 
- buile the rowne of Delf. 

bs But thelittle ſonne of Geertrayd being growne 

- ſomewhat bigger with the helpe of —_— 

E Princes, both Germazines ( in regard ofhis mo- 

- ther)and others , re-entred witha goodly army 
s into Holland to giue him battaile,where he ouer- 


threw him,and hauing chaſed him out recouered 
al his covitry:But ſhortly after one of his ſeruants 
as hee was atthe priuy run him into the funda- 
ment witha Iauelin, of which hee died inthe 


) town: of Maeſtriche. 
This towne of De/f was ſtraightly beſeeged by 
Count Albert of Bauaria ( as you may _ more 


| amply inthe hiſtory of the Netherlands) fo as be- 
ing conſtrained to yeeld,the Earle cauſed a great 
partof the wal! ro bee throwne down. Yet not- 
withſtanding ſhortly after they did him great 
ſeruice in the warre: hee had with the 
Friſons ( the other Townes refuſing ro ayd 
him ) and couragiouſly releaſed certain Eres 
liſh ſoldiers engag:d in a Fort beſeeged 
by the Fr/ns , for which duty and valour of 
theirs 5 the Earle conſented to the re-building 
*1.3 ; HP of 
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oftheir walles. There befell 2 pitrifull a ccident 
to this towne in the month of 2faze 1536. being | 
ſer on fireby caſualty & the fire ſodiſperſt that 
it was almoſt burned before there could bee any 
helpe , yet they wanted not water, for it hath twa | 
chanels that paſſe through the rowne. 

But the wind being very vehcment,ſo diſperſt 
the fire, that there ſcarce could any thing be ſa- 
ued;yet like the Phenix renuing out of her aſhes, 
this Towne was built againe. more fayre and 
magnificent then euer before, remedying their 
ercor in the firſt building (which was the cheefe * 
cauſe of their ruine ) by not ſuffering one houſe 
to bee thatcht with ſtraw ;buthigh and ſtare- 
ly buildings without , with their inwardor- 
naments and furnitures ſoneat and fitting that 
in the whole Netherlands it is not to beparraleld; 
the ſtreets likewiſe ſo cleane and well kept, that 
notwithſtanding the greateſt rayne there is no 
durtto touch the ſhoo,ſo as indeed they ſeem to 
be alwaies waſhr. 

In this fire there hapned ſo memorable an ac- 
cident,that (happily ) the like hath not beene re- 
corded in antient or moderne ſtorries: It is moſt 


'erue that Ply and other authors ſet downe 


(as a matter of notable and great conſ1derati- 


on)that the young |Storkes when the old ones are * 


rowne in yeares and paſt helping of them- 
ſclues ſupply that want by feeding them , and 
when their winges fayle in paſſing the o_ 
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the young ones take them on their backes: 
But that which hapned ofthe ſame birds in the 
cowne of Delph is of greater conſequence and 
more remarkeable. 

This towne is ſo ſcated for the feeding and 
bringing vp of theſe birdes that it is hard to ſee 
any houſe vppon the which they arenot neſted 
ro breed in: This fire hapned vppon the third of 
Maie in the yeare aforeſaid 1 5 3 6. at which 
time the young 5zorkes arc growne pretty and 
big,the old ones perceiuing the fireto approch 
their neſts, attempted to carry them away but 
could not they were ſo waighty , which they 
perceiving neuer ceaſed with their winges 
ſpread couering them , till they all periſhed 
in the flames. Gaſpar Yeldins ( an author of 
reuerent-cſteeme ) in -his booke of Storkes 
recountes the ſame, and alſo D. Adrianus Iu- 
»imhs in his hiſtory of Hollend , from whom 
I haue drawy theſe. lattin verſes follow-

ſoas in the end, JhnEarle of Holand, hauing 
conceiued an irreconciliable hatred againſt them, 
cauſed it to bee razed to the grounde, and plow-

The houſes of this 
towne are very faire, being newly built within 
foure and-thirtic yeares.; For the Duke of Alus 
meaning to beereuenged of the Hs/{anders , (who 
were for the moſt part reuolted, by reaſon of his 
tyrannie, ) he ſent Dor Frederick his fonne thether 
withan armie: who approching neere vnto the

Y Otterdam 1s ſituated neere vnto the Meyſe, 
vpon the mouth of the channell which they 
call Rotter, where-vnto adding Dam ( which 15a 
Scluſe) it makes Rotterdam, the Scluſe of Rotter. 
Of that which Guzhirdin and Sebaſtian Munſter 
write of the foundation-a:1d anuquitie of this 
towne, I beleeue no more then | ocor _AHaria- 
aus Innius doth : for ir is a matter withour all 
doubt or controuerſie , that the place where as 
the towne now ſtands, was hererofore an arme 
of the ſea, without the riuer of Mexſe, which 
the remainder of the bankes doe yer witneſle, the 
which extended from the caſtle of Honingen(be- 
longing to them of the houſe of 4/endelfe Jvn- 
to Croeſwicke,which was a caſtle vpon the Rotter, 
and fo went on vnto the village of Ouder/chye,and 
ended at rhe ditches of Schiedam . Rotterdam is 
augmented more then a moitie within theſe two 
and twenty yeares, hauing- remooucd the port of 
their hauen ( which they haue made of goodly 
Free-ſtone) from the old ſeate, at theleaſt a hun- 
dred paces necrer vnto the mouth of their hauen, 
I and 
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and tothe point: Neere vnto which porte is 2 
goodly Bourſe for Marchants with three galle- 
ries , which ſtand ypon. pillers of free-ſtone. The 
rowne doth dayly increaſe in wealth, Firſt {by 
their fiſhing with their grcat ſhippes, called Buſ- 
ſes , the which are ſtrong and/well appointed both 
ro incounter an enemy, and'to reſiſt the violence 
of the ſea : and of late yeares by their trade tothe 
Eaſt and Weſt Indies, and ſeeking their fortunes 
againſt the Spaniards,trom whome rhey have ma-« 
ny times taken great prizes :; The hauen is long, 
builtall of a blew ſtone., which doth reſi{t the vio- 
lence of the water, in which hauena great number | 
of ſhipps may ſafely lye. 

Every ycare there are goodly great ſhips builc 
ih this towne for theſelong voyages ,and galleys 
where there is any nced of them for the warre, 
vpon the coalt of Holland and Zeland. Some fiue 
and thirty or fixeand thirty yeares ſince the:Earle 
of Boſ/u hauing ſurprized itby the Dube of Aluas 
command ( where ſome Bourgers were ſlaine ) by 
the negligence of ſome inſolent ſoldiers, it was 
fired, the which by the meanes of a great tempec- 
_ſtuouswinde, did conſume aboue nine hundred 
houſes,and ſome ſhips,where there.weremen loſt. 
The lofſe was grear,but it-was ſoone repaired,and 
the houſes built fairer and higher then before, che 
moſt of them being of blew ſtone. That great light 
of learning and knowledge Deſiderius Eraſmms Ro- 
terodamms was borne in this towne, almoſt right 

_ 


vnto the market place, of which rowne hee doth 
often ſpeake honorably in his writings. There is 
ouer the doore where he was borne being a little 
houſe, where I haue ſcene a Taylor dwell , a ſmall 
round circle, whereas his face onely is drawne, 
with an inſcription in Latin and Spaneſh, ſaying, 
Heere that great Eraſmus of Rotterdam was borne : 
and in.the Market place looking towards the ha- 
uen, his piQture is planted at length with a booke 
in his hand . Hee hath deſerued this honor and 
much more for his great knowledge, whereof hee 
hath given good teſtimonie, by ſo many Bookes 
which hee hath put forth to the honor of God, 
and the inſtructions of Chriſtians : yer all men 
ſpeake not equally of him, bur enuie never dyes. 
Hee had beene an ©422%uſtine Monke,, and there- 
forethe Monkes were his greatelt enemies : yet 
he was held in good reputation, and had aliuin 
from Pope Leo the tenih . Hee died at Baſil in 
Swiſſezland, and is interred in the Cathedrall 
Church,wnerelI haue ſcene his Sepulcher cntring 
into the Quier. b

S a towne fituated vpon a current of water, 
which comes not farre out of a countrie called 
Schre : from whence it rakes the name, as if one 
would ſay the Sluſe of Schze. Ic hath a good haven 
vpo the Mexſe.lt is apparent by the ID of 
£ o 
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the ſaid rowne , that it was made a towne in the! 
yeare 1274. and had their priuiledges granted» 
from the Earle of Hollard, with power to adminis». 
ſer Iuſtice,with many good lawes, wkerof menti- 
on is made inthe foundation & of the building of 
the ſaid towne,, which was then called Nyeuwer- 
Dam,that is,the New Scluſe,which name it carryed 
vatill the yeare 1300. and ſince it hath beene al- 
wayes called Schredim.. Inthis towne there is an 
hoſpicall , which for antiquitie is equall with the- 
foundation,the which rhey called the Hoſpitall of 
thenew Dam, which hath this priniledge, thata 
Bourger or avy other dying, eyther within the 


rowne , Or-in the liberties rhereof, the beſt gar- 8 


ment hee leaues, doth belong vnto the ſayd hoſ- 


tcall. 
The chiefe trade of this towne is fiſhing for her- 


ring,to which end they do cuery yeare ſend forth 


ag od numher of Bſes into the North ſca, and 
from thence they tranſport and ſell them farre and. 
neere. Iris a rich marchand.ze and much deſired 
m France and the Eaſt countries as at Dan/ich, 


Conixbergen, Hambonrg, Lubeck , Bremer, and ge--| 
nerally through-out all Germane . It is a com-? 


mon ſaying , that the herring is a little fiſh , but 


playes with his tayle, that is to-lay, when hee ſells 
not , but when the fiſhing and the vent is good, 
it, makes them ritch . Beſides this fiſhing , they 
commionlic lend forth eucry yeare many great 


ſhipps,

ſtrong enough to ruine his Maiſter.., when hee \ 
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ſhippes, which traffick through-out all the ſras 
of the world; ſo. as there are many good maiſters 
of ſhippes, Pilots , and expert marriners in the 
cowne .

uor and chamber of accounts apart : True it is 

they haue ſubiced themſelues to bring the mo- 
ney which riſeth of contributions and taxations 
thecher,and todeliuer itvnto the Receiuor gene- 
rall,and to be accountable vnto the Treaſorer ge- 
nerall ofthe vnited Prouinces, and to the Excle- 
quer of the generall Eſtates. InthisPallace is yer 
remayning that great and royall Library , which 

was gathered rogether by that famous Chanoine 
Tokn Harrie aboue mentioned . About three ſcore 
ard*en yeares ſince Martin van Reſſen came with 
his G-ldreis of the grrr!ſon of Yerecht , at noone 
day co ſpoile this goodly Bourg , all the councel- 
lors and Aduocates flying away and abandoning 


theirhouſes to the {c ialolent ſouldiars , who _ 
| ryc 
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ryed away their ſpoile in boates to /recht, with. 
out any oppoſition. They ſaid that if this good- 
ly Bourg had beene walled in, they bad not beene 
ſubie& to calamitie . Within theſe fix and thircy 
yeares they had attempred it, but by reaſon ofthe 
turie of the Spaniaras it was not held fit: for ſuch 
as were oppoſite vnto it , ſayed, that comming to 
bee beficged ir ſhould bee quite ſpoiled and ru- 
ined : whereas GR openand the people fled, 
they did bur lodge there ſometimes as they paſt, 
and ſometimes they ſtayed there, whileſt they did 
ouer-runne the villages of weſt-hollaxd . Inthis

An example of the like child-birth is to bee 
found in the _Awnales of Brunſwyck: with whom 
eMbertus Crantzins , Hiſtoriographer to Erneſtus 
Prince of A»hatt doth accord in his Comentaries 
of YVarndalia , who writes that ſeauen and thirtie 
yeares after the ſayd child-birth,the like happened 
to the Lady Margarrite daughter to the Earle of 
Holſtein,che which were all baptized.

Alltheaboue named townes alchough they bee 
not ſo great as thoſe of Brabaxt and Flanders, yet 
they arenot much inferior, beeing for the moſt 
part om by the halfe , ſtronger and better 
peopled then they were thirty yeares fince: fo as

in Amſterdam , will not' know it . Of all theſe 
townes there are five which ſhould bee held for 
Bourroughs , whereof wee will preſently ſpeake 
ſome thing : that is to ſay , the Hage, (which de- 
ſerues well the name of a towne) YVlaerdinghe, Se- 
wenbergh, Muydenand Yoorn : yet there is another 
towne not walled in,calted.

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But I cannot but lament, that ſo many great , no. 
ble, riche and mightie families, are now extin&t, as 
well by their inteſtine warres againſt the Fri/oxs, 
as againſt ſtrangers; for which conſideration the 
heyres males fayling , the ſucceſſions fell to the 
women ,and ſo came to other families : beſides the 
faricof Gerard van Velſen.had many companions, 
all which were put to death,and their neereſt kin(- 
men purſued tothe death, euen vnto the ninth de- 
gree (a moſt cruei] reuenge) and ſuch as could 
eſcape,were forced to become vagabonds in for- 
raine countries, ſuchas had hidden themfelues vn- 
till chis furious reuenge was paſt, were afterwards 

forced to take borrowed names of other families, 
and to leaue their owne. To come then to thar 
which remaines,and to thoſe which are paft. We 
will fay that the houſe of 4//enare (as wee haue 
ſaid elſe-where') was the moſt ancient of Holland :

The memorie of the houſe of Brederode ma 
eaſily be found in the Annales of Holland, being 
eometrom-Ziphard the.ſecond ſonne of Arnulph

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the third Earle of He/lardand Zcaland, who to a- 
uoyd his fathers wrath, retyred into Freeze/and, 
and there without his priuity he marcyed the Po- 
teſtars daughter ofthe country,by whome hee had 
ewo ſonnes, Thierry and Simon: Being afcerwards 
reconciled to his Father, he had certaine land alot- 
ted him for his portion , which was\meaſured by 
the greatrod, the which in the country language 
is Brederode , tom whence they tooke their name. 
His fathcr gaue him alſo the Caſtle and Territory 
of Theylivgen; the which Zyphard at his dearhdil: 
poſed to his two ſonszto Threrry he gaue Bred+ro:{ 
and to Simon Teylingen,from whence are iſſued the 
ewo families of Breaerade and Teylinee., the which 
ended by the death oftwo bretheren, who were 
flaine with their Prince Y7//Lam King of Romans 
in the warrc againſt the Fr:ſons. As for that of Bre. 
derode we bauec ſcene foure bretheren of the righc 
lyne dye alſo in the warres againſt the Freach in 
few yeares, ſo as it fell by a collaterall linevnto 
VValzauen Lord of the ſaid Brederod*, Vianen, 
Ameyden,&c.who hauing notany children,and nor 
likely to hauc any by-rcaſon of his age and his 
wiues ; all muſt returne toFlores of Brederode his 
Brothers ſonne, who may raiſe vp the houſe being 
now halfe extina. | 
The beginning of the houſe of Egmunz is 


_ doub:full , forthe Lordes thereof cannot eruly 


ſhewe a continuance of their d-ſcent for thiree 
hundred yeares: yet they ſay they arc iflued from 
290, Radbod 
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Radbed (1 know not which ) King of the Frifons, 
but] thinke ir.would bee a tedious thing to finde 
out this pedigree. Such: as contradid it fay, 
that they are deſcended from. a Receiuer of 
the Abbay of Exmond , which Office hadbeene 
called due ; and vnder thistitle hauing inrich- 
ed them-ſclues with the goods of this Abbaie, 
by lictleand little they atrained-.to great wealth, 
and. thereby co great allyances,which hauec aug- 
mented,their-houſe ,, as well :in poſſcſſions , as 
degrees of honour , ſoasinthe end they marry- 
edadaughter ofthe famous houſe. of Arcke/ , rhe 
which was heire. to the Dutchie. of Gelares: 
Whereas Arnold of Egmond the firſt Duke of 
that houſe , hadone ſonne called Adolph +, - who 
did- much trouble his father., yea bee detained 
him in priſoft , vntill that Charles Duke of Bur- 
gongye fette -him free; Adoiph: retyring into 
France, marryed.a.Lady of the houte of Bozrbor, 
who having one ſon named Charles hee was after- 
 terwards flaine being Generall of the Ganthozs be- 
fore Tournay : Aﬀter whoſe death :theEmpercur 
.Charles-the fift vnder coullor of ſome: cranſport 
which hee pretended, that Duke 4rn/dhid made 
vnto duke Chorles. of Byrgangnebecing,indillike 
with his ſon, hee {cazed vppon.thewhole Duchy:

led the diſtre& lyne of this houſe of Egmona': The 
Seignicury of Egmond falling to the yonger houſe 
whowas father to /2hzthe firſt Earle of Egmond, 
which John had one brother Maxima of Egmond, 
Earle of Buren, Lordof I/e/ſtezne , whole daughter 
being iſſued ofa Lady of the houſe of Lawnoy and 
the onely heire, marryed with william of Naſſau 
Prince of Oranze, ſo as the poſſeſſions of theſe rwo 
houſes of Buren and Launcy are diſcended to 
Prince ?hilzp eldeſt ſon to the deceaſed Prince of 
Orangeas wel by his grandfather, as by his father. 
Somedo account next among the moſt ancient 
and Noble families, thatof Yander Merwae as del- 
cended from AMeroxee King of France,in honour of 


whome ſome belecuethat in that place the riucr of 
#ahall was changed into Merawe:but this Original 


is farre fetcht: There is yet ſome remainder of a 
Towerin the midſt of Merwvue , which in old rime 
was the place where they payed toll, the which is 
now receiued in Dordrect , whereas the Baron of 
Meruve,wha is alſo Lord of 4ſpren , hath one day 
inthe.yearc all right of ſuperiority and power to 
pardon murthers and atother'offences. The houſe 
of Arckel did tora long time command inſ5lemly

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hal and the L*c&,che which the river of Linge doth 
croſſe, and paſſing through Gorcom ic fals into 
the Meruve. In this County there are mar.y other 
Townes then G-!chorm with the Caſtle;as Leerdam, 
Henkelom, Haer ſtricht, 4ſpren,Enerſfteyn, Hageſteyn, 
2nd Gaſprien, wherot the three laſt and Haar#recht 
hauc beene burnt and ruined: Ir ſeemes that all 
the neighbour Princes haue conſpired againſt this 
houſe for their great'pride : For Frederick Biſhop 
of Ytrecht hauing taken Gaſpren, Hageſtern and Exey- 

en, he ruined them quite. The Lord of Yianen 
wreſted Rhynſtein from him. Arnold Duke of Gel- 
dres tooke Leerdam and Steenvoerd. Albert Duke 
Baxaria Earle of Holland took Haeſtrecht from him 
and ruinedit. Afterwards the ſaid Duke bought of 
Thnthelaſt Lord of ſo many townes, and Seigieu- 
ries,that of Gorichomz , with conſent of his ſonne, 
and vnder his hand writing, who notwithſtar:ding 
ſoone after difavowed the contra, the which hee 
brake after his fathers death, and found meanes to 
ſurprize the ſaid towne. The Counteſle /aquelire 
went thether with an armie,beſteged it,and cook it 
by aſſaulre, whereas the ſaid young Lordreceiued 
the reward of his diſloyalty, for he was ſlain there: 
Theſe Lords of Arckel were fo mighty ,as beſides 
the County of Teyſterband ( in the which arethe 
townes aboue mentioned) they had living in Bra- 


bart, Lembourg,Bar Ytreckt ,Gelare,Hollandard Ze- 
lard, which poſſeſſions made them proud , arro- 


gant & hatefull \ ntotheir neighbours, ouer _—

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they didinſult , vntill they cameto the end which 
we haue ſpoken of. | | 

The houſe of Batenbourg is without al queſtion 
oneofthe moſt ancient : taking their name from 
Prince Batto , from whome Battawia is come 
whereof there were of great fame for their ver- 
rue ſome fiue hundred yeares ſince, Albert, Redol- 
phus and Thierry Lordes of Battenbonrg, as of 
late Thierry, G:/bercht, and YVVilliam, who becing 
Lieutenantto the Prince of Orexge , leading an 
army to vicuall Harlem , beſeeged by. the Duke 
of Alua,was defeated by the Spaniards; This 
Towne of Battenbourg was afterwards burnt, 
andthe Caſtell held long by the Spaniardes. The 
ſfayd Ghiſbrecht had befides william three other 
ſons, wherof one was traiterouſly {layne at Co/- 
logne , Ghiſbrecht and Thierry beeing taken priſo- 
nersin the Warre by the Earle of Arembergh, 
hee deliuered them to the Duke of A4/us , who 
cauſed their heades to bee curte off at Bru//zlles, 
with other Gentlemen of their religion : But 
it wasnot long before this Earle recejued his due 
puniſhment , for before a yeare paſt hee was 
{layne in Bartaile in the fame Countrie where 
hee falſified his faich to theſe two young Ba- 
ons. 

The race of the Lordes of Hirlemsis alſo very 


ancient, andnoble , who they ſay tooke their be- 


pinning from the yy of Freezeland , which 
had built the Caſtcll of Harker according co 
| ' theit 
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their name inthe yearea thouſand ſixe hundred, 
The rumes of this Caſtell arc yet to bee ſeene 
not farre from Hemſkerke, It appeares by the 
Annales of Holland that one 1/brandt of the 
houſe of Harlem , did: accompany the Ladic So- 
phia Princeſle of Holland , and Prince Otto her yon- 
clt ſonne in. a-Pilgrimage which they made 
through deuotion vnto /eru/alem. Some Knights 
of this houſe vnfortunate in the warre-2gainſt the 
Friſons , haue loſt their liues there. Ofckis houſe 
was Simon of Harlemknight,who conuerted a faire 
houſe which he had within the wals of the towne, 
intoa Cloyſter of Carmelztes , in theyeare 1 2-4 9, 
Of which-houſe by changing of the name, 
they of the houſe of Afendeffe haue obtained 
the inheritance and the Armes vnto this daic. 
Nicholas Lord of .4fzndelfe was wont to ſay , that 
his father having builr the Caſtell of #exburch, 
had repented him a hundred: times thathee: had 
not ſet it yppon the ruines of the Caſtell of Hay- 
em , to preſerne the honour of antiquicie. This 
' houſe of 4//endelfe takes his name from the Vil- 
lage which is richer , the which inancient time 
ſas at appeares by old Charters) was called 4/6- 
maunadeife.

We read that the houſe of Hes/den(where there is 
a towne and Caſtle) is iſſued ſome eight hundred 
yeares ſince from the Earles of Clewes, hauing car- 
ryed the armes as well of Edmpnd King of England 
whoſe daughter Baldwin Lord of Heuſden ſtole a- 
way and marrycd her , who hauing many children 
by her,would haue his nephewes to carry a wheele 
of Geules ina field Or.

Dole Yoort, that is to ſay , aduance , which word as 
a good preſage, remained to the younger houſe, 
where>fare come by corruption ofthe word, rhe 
Siegnior of Daywenvoort . This '\name was firſt 
giuen to Phil;ppe the ſecond ſonne of Aldewyn Vi- 
cont of Leyden Lord of Waſſenare and of Rhinlinat, 
who alſo gaue him libertie to carrie his armes, 
which were three Cro//ants. Or in a field Sables. 
Philippe Curat 'of 4aſſenare doth report it ſome- 
what otherwiſe: hee ſayth chis Phil/zprehad fine 
ſonnes, whereof the eldeſt being heire of the name 
and arines,was called Thierry, the ſecond Philippe 
Signior of Duyuen-Voorde: the third 7ohn Lord of 
| Polanen,who carried ina field Argentthree Croil- 
ſants Sebles : the fourth called Sandrhorſt who re- 
mained vnknowne, and the fifth Arnold of Groene- 
velt, who carried Sinople, and the Croiſants(tluer: 
of which houſe che Signior Arnold of Groenevelt 
is yet lyuing, becing Colloneland Gouernor of 
Nymegen tor the vnited Eſtates. In the yere 1353. 
William of Duyuenvoorde Signior of Ofterhout was 
ſo ritchas hee knew no end of his welth , who ha- 
uingno children, he would not make his kinſfolks 
partakers thereof, but did build rewo Monaſteries 
or Cloiſters , neere vnto Gheertruydenberghe, 
the one of Chartreux Monks , the otherof Saint 
Clare.

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the foundations of this Arcenall were deſconered 
aboue twenty daies together, from whence the 
people there-abour drewe many thquſands of 
ſtones. Ir hath beene deſcouered againe of late 
yeares,but the ſand ofthe ſeahach buried much,

\ 1 O man can denie; but the'Daxes and Normans 
haue ouerrunne theſe Iflands, as well as Hol- 
landand other farther Regions; who ( as it is the 
cuſtome of conquerers to impoſe new names to 
places which they haue conquered, eſpecially the 
names of countries and townes from whence they 
arc come )ſome thinke haue giuen this name of 
Zeelandt of one of their chiete-Iflands fo called; 
im the which is the royall rowne of Coppenhager. 
But admit it were: not {o : and let vs drawe their 
beginning from the ſignification of the worde 
it ſife. Zee ſignifying the ſea,and Zara countrie; 
which is, a countrie of the ſea, as in truth it 1s. 
There is no 'neede then to make anie further 
ſearch for the Et/motorre , but- wee will content 
our ſelues with it . The countie of Zeelande 
which hath now more power and authoritie 
then it euer had, is for the moſt part compre: 
hended in ſeauen principall Iflands , the which are 
Walchrenwhere Middlebourg ſtands ; Schoven and 
there is Ziricxee : Zuytbeuelandt where Ter Goes is; 
Tertolen, where there is the towne of Toleny Noore- 
TM 7s benelanss 
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benelandt recouered from the Sea within' theſe ten 
yeares: Duyuelandt and Wolferſdick:there are other 
{mall ones , whereof we make no mention. 

Thoſe of walchren and Schournlye moſt open to 
the ſeaonthe Weſt part,on which fide they be na- 
turally defended with theſe ſandie hilswhich they 
call Downes 3 and where there arenot any, they 
haue made good and high bankes , ſtrengthned 
with thicke turffes and wads of ſtraw,which binde 
them firmely together, the which they call dikes: 
True it is that the ordinary charge to'repaire and 
entertaine them, is very great , and the time and 
toyle they imploy greater. But they obleryea 
good order , with ſuch proportion,as ſuch as haue 
the PONY ofthe land adioyning |, beare the 
charge for the entertaining of theſe dikes , cuery 
oneaccording to his portion. Allthe country gf 
Zealand is fatte and fertile, for all kind of Tylage, 
but eſpecially for faire white wheat,and of a grain 
to die red, which is arich commodity , anddiſtri- 
buted through all Europe: There is alſo acerten 
kinde of turfte for fyring , which they call Dary, 
the which they are forbidden tocuttenecere vnto 
the dikes, for that it is their foundation and defece., 

Ther arenone but the poorer ſort that vſc ir, for 
that it yeelds a ſtinking ſmoake. There is generally 
as pleaſant and fat paſtures for cattel,as in Holiang: 
Bur the better toknow the whole country, we muſt 
begin to deſcribe the Ilands , and the particular

fro the one to the other:but God knowes when al 
this voide place ſhall bee filled with buildings. 
The ramparts. of theſe new workes are but of 


earth , with mightice bulwarks flanking one ano- 


ther , where there isalwaies ſomething to repaire. 
Act theſamertime when as.theſe workes were made 
the Magiſtrate cauſed the Steeple ofthe: Abbaic 
Church to bee:new built vp , whereas they now 
keepe the Court of Zealand, they haue drawne a 
hel] vppeinco this ſteeple. of cightcene thouſand 
lat fl pb waight 
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waight to ſtrike the houres on, and ſome 24. ſmall 
ones , which ſerue for thechyme ; bur this ficeple 
is fallen crooked, elſe it were one of the goodly- 
eſt peeces inthe whole country.

Thetowne is good of i ſelfe, faire and 
neate and of great traffticke , which the Gallies of 
Spaine which came to Scluſe vnder the commaund 
of Dom Frederic Spinola reſtrained for atime : But 
ſince they hauevndertakE long voiages to the Eaft 
& Wecſt Indics as wel as the Hellanders,fro whence 
they draw great commodities , & withal ſince the 
raking of che Sc/uſe,the ſaid galleis being falne into 
the Eſtates handsthey areno more anoied, neither 
haue they any more teareon y fide: this town alone 
hath the right ofthe ſtaple for all wines 5 comefr6 
Frace,Spain, Portugal,Candy,y Canzries,& other pla- 
ces by lea:not many years ſince they purchaſed the 
2 Towne 
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Towneof 4r#emuyden(being then but a Bourg ) in 
regard of their roades and the Salt-pits, the which 
they had good cheap from the Proprietary. Bur 
this fale was afterwards changed as we wil ſhew in 
the deſcription of the rowne of Arzemaydey. In

Veere or Camp-veere, 


V Eere or Camp-veere is a good Sea-towne, one of 
.VF the foure of the Iland of #walchrer, itretaines 
this name of the paſlage it was wont ro haue vnto 
the Village of Cempe in the Lland of Northbenelanadt 
right againſt it :VWhich Village within theſe'ten 
yeares with the whole Iland, hath beene recouered 
from the Inondation which happened in the yeare 
one thouſand fiue hundred twentie foure. This 
rown Was in the yeare one thouſand three hundred 
ſixtie eight walled in by the Lord of Borſe/l :Being 
ſince made greater , it was endowed with goodly 
priulidges , ſo as inthe time of XMaximllian of 
Bourgongne their Lord, itwas madea Marquiſate, 
And for the commoditic of the feat,the goodneſle 
of the hauen and of the road; it was frequented by 
many nations. They were the firſt that ſent vnto 
the Canaries , from whence they broughtin the 
yeare 1 508. a (hippe laden with ſugar. 

They haue trade into Frexce , where they 


' haue priuiledge of Franche Grue,thar is to (ay, free 


lading and vnlading: In like manner into the E/t- 
conntriesthey had liberty totraffick,before that the 


townes of Antwerpand Amſterdam had any trade 
M 3 thether 
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therher : As alſo into Scotl:rd ; the Seoriſhmen ha. 
wing many yeares ſince held their ſtaple there, for 
diuers ſorts of Marchandize,as they do at thi: day 
for their cloth and frizes , and for thetr Salt-fiſh, 
Thi: towne hath alſo the fiſhing for herring wher- 
of there isa ſtaple, and the marke is well xnowne in 
divers Kingdomes , where the Borgers trafhicke 
moſt,as to Spazne,France and other countries , and 
of late yeares they haue trade to the Ea? & Y7e/t. 
Indies. This townewas intheoldtime honouted 
with. the Reſidence of the Admirall General! and 
the Admiraltie of the Netherlands. [To which end 
the King of Sparze, as Prince of the ſaid countries, 
cauſeda goodly Arcenall or Magafin for munitien 
to bee built intheyeare 1 5 68. wherein they laid 
all their prouiſion and furniture belonging to the 
ſea. The Inhabitants of this rowneare growne 
ciuill and.curteous by.thedaily frequentation of 
their Lordes and their Attendants , keeping their 
Court within an arrow ſhotte ofthe Towne at the 
goodly caſtle of Saxderbarg, which is quite ruined 
in theſe laſt trroubles,as being tooneereancighbor 
vato the trowne. This Marquiſat was ſold by de: 
cree for the debts of the faid Marquis:M 2z:m1/{iar, 
which Phi/zp King of Spazne cauſed'to he bought in 
his name:But when the creditors were not paid , it 
was ſold again and bought by the Prince of Orange: 
who to the great: contentment of the Burgers and 
all'cthe ſubiees, receiued the poſſeſſion in the 
Feare .one thouſand fiug hundred cighty--one, 
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giuing them goodly priuiledges, with high and Fo 


baſe luſtice in nine Villages —_— thereon: 
whereof Oe# capelis one. By thedeath of which 
Prince , and by his Teſtament the moſt-worthie 


Prince Maurice of Naſſau Gouernor,Captaine & 


Admiral general of the vnited Provinces his ſon, 
was left heire of the ſaid Marquiſat, and put in po{- 
ſion in the yeare one thouſand five hundred eighty 
cight,and in the yeare after of that of F/i/{inghe.Be- 
Gdes other particularities,one thing is ſpecially to 
be noted,thatthe Magiſtrate of rhis towne neuer 
ſhewed any rigor againſt them of the refor- 
med relig.on , yea hath alwaies fauoured and ſup- 
ported them as muchas he might, ſo as inthe be- 
ginning of the wars and troubtes fince, the yeare 
one thouſand five hundred ſeauenty rwo,they haue 
with a'l their meanes both of bodies and goodes, 
with them of Fl//inghe more then any other of 
their neighbours,repulſt the tyrannie ofthe Inqui- 
fition of Spazxe-in divers exploits and enterprizes 
of warre both by Land and Sea : Andeſpecially 
with their braue Captainesart Sea , in the begin- 
ning of che yearc 1 5 7 8. they did before Bergen 
vp Z20m , aid, todefeate that mightie Spaxiſh 
Fleete in view of the great Commander of Caf- 
tille , which went to victuall Middelbonrg , beeing 
ſtraightly beleeged by the Prince ot Orange, 
ſo as this vittualling fayling them , they were 
forced to-yecidz vnto the Prince. Afterwardes 
their Captaines did in the like manner heipe to 
M 4 contound 
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confound that fearcful and inuincibke ſea-armiefas 
they did writeit ) which the King of Spazxe ſent in 
the yeare one thouſand fiuc hundcedeighty cight, 
ro inuade Ergland. |

()* Vliſſinghen is the third town of the Iland of 


walchren., tight againit Flanders, and a league 
from Mzadelbourg. It is alſo a Marquiſate, belong- 
ingto Prince Maurice of Naſ/au,as La Vere not that 
they are two Marquiſats,but one onely, euery one 
apart carrying diuers armes. F/iſſnghe was in old 
time bura country village, and did ſerue onely fot: 
apaſſage into Flarders. Bur withintheſe hundred 
ycares, Adolph of Baurgongne, Lord of L1Vereand 
Fuſjineh cauſed it colle walled in, and then it be- 
gan to take the forme of a good towne. So as inthe 
eare one thouſand five hundred ſcauenty one, the 
Duke of A/uapretendingto build a Caſtell on the 
ditch fide towards Ramekins , which ſhould- alſo 
commandthe hauen : After that the Prince of O- 
r2xge Gouernor of Helland and Zealand,had by the 
Earle of Harche Lord of Lumay his Lieutenant ? 
ſurprized theIlandand cowne of Bryel,when as the 
Seignior of Fakenes, the Vice admiral] pretended 
to puta Spaniſb garrifon. into the towne,, beeing 
fauored by the Magiſtrate,the people diſcouering 
ir,fell ro armes,forced the Arcenall, and chaſed a- | a 
way the Burguemaiſters and Aldermen, andbeing | , 
maiſter ofthe Ordinance and ofthe rowne- pare vl | 5 
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they ſhotte ar ftue or fixe ſhippes full of Spaniards, 
which thought to enter into the Towne , who by 
reaſon of the contrary tide , ſent a-man ſwim- 
ming to land, to intreatthem that they would not 
finke them,promiſing them to retire vpon the firſt 
floud,as they did;going towards Berghen vp Zoom, 
whereas they could not be entertained. This town 
being thus freed from the Spxn:ſhyoake , it was in 
a ſhort time fortified, and in a ſhort time with the 
helpe ofthe Prince of Oramge ( who preſently ſent 
them a garriſonof #allons) they made ſharpe wars 
with them oof Le Vere againſt Middelbourg and Ar- 
nemuyden,whichwere held by the Sparrards: going 
to Sea With their ſhips of warre,tbey brought in 
ood prizes, and many good priſoners,among o- 
thers the Duke of 4/uas Coulin,who notwithſtan- 
ding any ranſom that he offered, could nor redeem 
him-ſelfe from the gallowes , ſo hatefull the Span:- 
erds vere vnto the Fleſſingers inthe firſt warres,as 
al that they cook,they either caſt them ouer-boord 
or hung them at land, wherein the women andchil-- 
dren tooke great delight, They had an Admirall 
called Captaine #0, who did continually annoy 
them of a4ntwerp and Sc/uſe , and did ſer vppon all 
ſhips going vp to A#twezp; oneday he incountred 
a SpaniſhFlcetc , in the which was che Duke of Me- 
dinaCelt , who came to gouerne the Nether/ands in 
the Duke of 4/zas place. The combat was very fu- 
rious regre vnto S:/uſe , but inthe end che Duke 
was forcedto lcaj into a boat andto faue him-ſelfe 
in 
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in Suſe , lt is infinit to tell what the capraines both 
by ſea and land, that were at time in Fli/znghe, 
did againſt the Spaniards. They beſieged the 
ſtrong caſtle of Ramekzen , ( called Zeebowrg) both 
by ſea and land, ſtanding vpon the Dyke betwixt 
FlifSinghe and the head of AMiddelbourg , the 
which they tooke in leffe then tendaies, Atthe 
battaile of Berghenand in all other incounters the 
Fliſſinghers were alwaies the formoſt. Snce they 
baue much. inlarged their towne,eſpecially on 
that ſide where as the Duke of A4/ua had. begun.to 
build the caſtle, where there are three goodly 
Bulwarkes, two towardes the land , and one rathe 
ſea,which defends the hauen on that (ide,flanking 
it at the port, In this inſargement they haue 
drawne ina new hauen and a Sluſe,capable for ma- 
ny great ſhippes , where they have alſo builta 
new temple for the Eng/:ſhnation : within theſe 
twelue yeares they Rane buik a faire towne-houſe 
vpon the marketplace, not in greatneſſe, bur in 
building much like to that of _Artwerp + To con- 
clude the towne,as wel in fortifications,as in buil- 
dings is now ſochanged, as hee that hath not ſeene 
it theſe thirty yeares, would not nov know it. It 
is ſecond to AMidgelbourg in marchandiſe , but it 
excecdes it in herrings, where they are barreled 
vp, andinarked, and from thenceare tranſported 
throughout all Chrifteadome . This importante 
towne(to ſpeake truciic) nay rightly be termedehic 


Key ofthe Netherlands tor the (ca; for at all cimes 
it 
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itcuts off the navigation from Azrweyp ſo as no. 
thing can come vnto them by ſea; whereforethe 
Duke of 4/44 ſhould haue beene more carefiill 
tokeepe it intime , and not tohaueeſteemed it ſo 
licile , as hee did when the newes of their reuolr 


came vnto him: anſwering onely . P:tcilingo(lo. 


he called it )es »ades. And ;ntruth the Emperor 
Charles the fift, knowing better the importance of 
that place then the Duke of —4/ua, going laſt out 
of the Netherlanas to returne into Spaine where 
hee died,vpon his departure , hee did fectetly and 
ſeriouſly recommend this towne vnto the Kirg 
his fonne Burt as they ſay.

£ Y Ld Arnemuyden( which was wont to be fitua- 
%-/ ted in an other place,not far from that where 
itnow ſtands) was a-goodly village witha good 
caſtle, well peopled with ritch Bourgers & Mar- 
chants,hauing a good commodioushauen,wher- 
as many great ſhippes mightlie ſafely, where ar 
that time there was greater'traffick then at M4- 
delbourg itſelfe . This old Armemuyden is by Inun- 
dations quite eaten vp by theſea, ſoas there are 
noreliks to be ſecae, neither canthey conieure 
that it ſtood in:any other place , but berwixt 
the haven of Myddelboure and new arnemunaen, 


vpon the plaine which is berwixt S.{oes Lanap,and

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the right chanel of 4rnemayden,as it is at this day, 

The greateſt breach which happened to old 
Arnemuyden, was inthe yeare 1438 inthe time of 
Gyles of Arnemuyden the Lord of that place, who 
cauſed all the Bourgers and the Inhabitants to go 
with their families vato the Dyke out of thedan. 


er ofthe ſea,whereasnow the town of Arnemuy. 


den ſtands.The which as well for the comodity of 
Roads and Deeps, as for the ſituation vpon the ſea, 
hath and doth retaine vnto this day , the trade of 
many great ſhippes which arriue there daily lai- 
denwith diuers ſorts of marchandiſe, and from 
thenee istranſported into the other Prouinces of 
the Netherlands , except ſalt comming from 
Sparne , Frence and other places, the which re- 
maines there to bee refined: for the which there 
are many falt-pannes? built along and vpon the

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artie : Soone after the Spaztardls ſurprizedir, 
ſpoiled it,ſlue ſome, and the reſt fled wandring vp 


 anddowne,, vitill chat in the yeare 1 574. the 


towne of Midde/bou g being forcedtoyeeld vnto 
the Prince of Orange, Arnemuyden was alſo com- 
rehendediathe Accord,ſoasthe Ile of /a/chrer 
bis then freed , euery man returned to his 
houſe, ſo as by little and little the towne was for- 
tefiedas you ſeeit at this day . For the recdefy- 
ing whereof the Prince gaue it goodly priuiled- 
es andfreedomes , beeing exempt from the ſub- 
iction of Yaſ/tlage , bring ſubiet to Middelbowre 
dy vertue of their contra: and cauſing itto bee 
walled and ditcht, hee gaue them the rights and 
prerogatiues that belong toa good rowne, go- 
verned by their owne Magiſtrats , Baylife, Bour- 
guemaſters, Aldermen andother Officers, which 
they of Middelbourg were accuſtomed to choſe: 
but now they diſpoſe of all matters concerning 
Iuſtice and gouernment themſelues. The rowne 
of Arnemuydes had for many yeares a particular 
Lord, carrying the title of Stegnior of © 4rmemuy- 
den; the laſt was called Gy/es of Arnemuyden, who 
in the yeare 1418. was made Knighr,and'married 
the daughter of Wolphart van Borſſelle , by whom, 
hee hadtwo daughters, the one Mary, the other 
Merguerite.of Arnemuyden :. Mary married with 
Nich. lus of Borſſele Siegnior of Brigdame , Conde - 
kerke , Soeteland and Saint Laurence; from whom 


is iſſued the houſe of LaYere. Marguerite married

N Latin called S;h:/aia, a Flunio, Schaldi, of the 

riuer of Eſcawlt , in old timea great Iſland, but 
the tempeſts and breaches of the ſea haue won- 
derfully dyminiſhed it. Ir.hath yer at chis day a- 
bouecight leagues incircuit : and irwas inthoſe 
caics ſonere vnto the Iſland of North-benelandt, 
as the Inhabitants did talke together from one 
banke vato the other z wliereas fince there hath 
beenea great diſtance. Bur within theſe rwelue 

ears that the ſayd Iſland of North-becelandt hath 
LO recouered, they areneerer. This Iſland is 
as fertill and plentifull of all things, as any other 
in pop ry therefore it holdsthe ſecond ranke 
at the Eſtates of the ſayd Prouince, in the which 
the ſoueraigne Iudges of the Eaſt of Zeeland do 
commonly reſide, whom they callche Recciuer of 
Beoofterghelt , who hath all power of cryminall 
caules 
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cauſes inthat quartet;the cheeſe towne whetecofis.

F His towne is held for the firſt and moſt ancient 
ofthe countie of Zeeland, and as ſome ſay, it is 
found in the Annales of the Netherlands that it 
was built in the yeare of our Lord84g. by one cal- 
led Zyringws, whoſe name ir carries : in ancient 
time very tamous for the trade of Marchandiſc, 
wherevnto it was veric commodious by reaſon of 
their goodly port, which the marchants did viſually 
frequeat ; Bur the ſands hauing in trac of time 
ſtopr vp the hauen,it is now leſſe frequented: with- 
in theſe twelueor fourteene yeares the towneſmen 
haue madea newe hauen which goes dire&tly vnto 
the ſea, the which is faire, large and commodious, 
notwithſtanding ſince that Mrddelbourg grew fo 
famous, it cannot recouer the accuſtomed trafficke 
rouching nauigation , yet is it good ,faire and 
ſtrong , retayning their ancient trade for ſaltand 
graineto die withall , with the fiſhing for herring. 
In this towne the Receiuer of Beooſterſchelt Fs 
commionly remaine, who is(as I haue ſayd )chicfe 
Tuſtice for the countie of Zeeland, ro whom ( as to 
him of the Bewver#erſchelt at Middelbourg, ) all 
comnuſſions are direted, comming from the ſu- 
periors,to put them in- execution euecry one in his 
juriſdiction. [n this rowne was borne that famous 
Amandus Ziricxeus ,a relligious man of theorder 
of Saint Francis , who hath wricten many goodly 
N Poems, 
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Poems, as may be feenc inthe Library of Cornelins 
Geſnerus . From thencealſo came Leu Lemnins 
Dodtor of Phiſick,& a man of great knowledge,as 
his workes do witneſle: whoſe fonne ca'led #1/{;am 
of rhe ſame profeſſion was called to be Phifition to 
the King of Swed-7.' Pe!1us Perkins was allo borne in 
this rowne, a man of rate learning, who hath wrut- 
ren many printtd bookes. 


BROWERSHAFVUEN. 


N this Iflard of Schowe? two ſmall leagues from 

Zi icxee , is that great Bourg of Browerſhauen 
more inhabited by fiſhermen then any other : and 
ye: there was borne one Petrus, carrying the ſur- 
name of hiztowne, a learned man, who writ many 
bookes in diuinity , This towne did ſome-times 
belong io Maximilian of Bourgogne , Lord of Be- 
weren Admiral of the ſea: thus baving fallen vnto 
him with many other goodly Siegneuries by the 
Ladie ne his Grand-mother iſſued from the 
Noble houſe of Bor//ele: which familic hach fay- 
led long fi5ce for want of 1zxtull heires 3 which 
HMaximiliam died alſv without children in the 
yeare 1558. whoſe ſucceſſion fell rothe children 
ofthe Earle of Boi , who had niarried one of the 
Siſters of the Lord of Beweren , and to the chil- 
dren of the Siegnior of Cramenghen, who had mar- 
ricd the other'Siſter,, from whome is iſſued the 
Siegnior of Cruminghen, who keepes commonly 
at the Hage in Holland, 
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'In this Iſland of Showwves , thereare many caſtles 


and villages, belonging to certaine Gentlemen and 
other private perſons, amongſt the which is the 
village of Bomene (cated at oneendof (it, verie fa- 
mous for the great loſe of Spaniards which the 
great Commander of Caftille had entring into the 
ſayd Iſland , the which in the end hee rooke by 
force, andlucall that were inthe fort, except one 
man who eſcaped dangerouſly , but let vs paſſe ro

F His {land is fo called for that before it was 

rampared with Dykes , it trembled ( for Beuex 
ſignifics to tremble , and Bexe/anat a trembling 
country) as if it had no firme feat and foundation, 
This Ifland is the greateſt of all thole of Zeeland, 
and at one time it had twenty leagues circuit: but 
by reaſon of the tempeſts and inundations of the 
ſea, and the contynuall flowihg and ebbing of che 
river of Eſcault , which runnes with a violene 
ſtreame betwixt KRemerſwael and Berghen wp Zoom, 
it is halfe confumed.

pars., and goodly bulwarkes, there is reaſonable 
good-rrade , eſpecially of graine for diars , where- 

with the countricabounds. There growes alſo the 

beſt wheat of all Zee/and , more then they need for 

their owne vſes, tranſporting the ſurpluſage into 

the other Iſlands . Their hauen 1s long and ſtraight, 

at the mouth whereof there are two forts, one of 
either ſide, ſo as nothing can paſſe without deſco- 

uery .

Cats,the villages of Camper,wele,Emeliſſe , Haemſte 
and others , becing alſo the parrimonie of the 
Prince of Orazge , which Cont Philippe of Ho-

daie it is a good countrie both for tillage , and 
paſture , likelie ro bee foone built againe with 
goodly villages,as it was wont to bee.

CO called by the name of the Lord wolphart,as

There are moreouer in Zee/and ſome other ſmall

rite by little and little and to beare grafſe,they fend 


their ſheepe ouer to feede 1here, whereas the ſhe- 


-pards' haue lirtle lodges, and for their cattell they 


make great barnes or (tables, where they lie drie in 
foule weather, and there the owners prouide them 
haye before winter, i: 41 
It ſeemes alſo that theſe Iſlands of Zeeland baue 
beene recouered from the ſea, long before Charles 
Martel Duke of Braba't, father to King Peprnne 
of France: wherein the Daxeslaboured much; who 
in.thoſe.daics had continua: war againſt the French 
and great, Brittante:. for they did<liooſetheſe ſand- 
hills, as a fate retreat for their Incurſions vpon the 
neighbour countries, which they made their Rex- 
dezvous making, it the magaſin oftheir ſpoiles.Firſt 
they ſeazed vpon the. Ifle-of #alchren, the which 
they did fortefie as well as they could againſt the 
violence of the fea : before which enterpriſe 
they made many high mounts of earth as are 
yet 
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yet robe ſcene, heere and there, which remaine vn- 
profitable , ſome neere vnto townes, appliedtothe 
vſe of Gardens:vnto which mountes(being any e::- 
traordinary tids)they did driue their a. and re- 
tryred therherthem-ſelues , vntill the waters haue 
falne , and then they returned to their lodgings. 
Theſe Danes or Noortmans hauing thus recoucred 
the country,began to Tille it, eſpecially after the 
deſcent of their great Captaine Duke Rollo : who 
was head of the Norman Nation in Fraxce: But in 
the end the Dares being expelled out of great Bret- 
taine,they were chaſcd alſo out of theſe Tlandes:the 
which in ſacceſſicn of tinſe were peopled and made 
ciuill: And ſo'after nirany Accidents,reuolutions & 
quarrels in theſe watery'parts,in the end they were 
by force made ſubieRo the Earles of Hol/:nd,be- 
igg given vntothem-long before , & madea Coun- 
ty by che Eriperonr Bews the gentle: as the Empe- 
ror Charles the baldhis father had made Holland a 
Connty and giuen 1t to Threrry the firſt Lord of 
theſe two Earldomes. But afrer that the Emperor 
Henry the third of that name\, had giuen vnto Ba/d- 
wiz Earle of Flanders, this Wand of PPa/chren and 
other ſmal neigbour Ilands , thete fell-great warres 
betwixt the F/emings and the Hbllapders: eſpecially 
thatfurious batratle in the yeare one thouſand* two 
hundred fifty three : wheras F/ori#brother to Cont 
VVilliamKing of Rimazxes,and the Prince of Clewes 
defeated the [adic Maruerrt Conteſle of F /andeys 
neere vnto PValchren' before the King came , in 


which 
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which defea' (as hiſtories report ) there were fifry 


thouſand Flemings flaine,as many drowned , and 
almoſt as many priſoners, whom the vicors intrea- 
ted ignominioully tripping th& naked :amonrg the 
priſoners were the rwo Commaunders, /ohnand 
Guy of Dompierre, ſonnes to the Conteſle Aargue- 
rite;with Thybault Earle of Guiſe , Geffrie Earle of 
Bar,andaboue 2 3 o. Noble men, Knighes and men 
of accoumpt.: King #i//zam being puft vppe with 
this vitory,hauing ſuch penoner nat giue 
careto any conditions of peace,but ſuch as he pro- 
pounded to:the Conteſle ', which ſhee would not 
yceld vnto. But theKing becing ſlaine two yeares 
after in Freezeland , a peace, was-made betwixt the 
Conteſle and F/or7s Brother g9 the deceaſed King, 
Vncle and Gardien to his fonne, who was Earle of 
Holland and Zealayd,named Florens the fift. By the 
which peace it was ſaid that all priſanersſhould be 
ſer atlibertie,paying great ranſomies: And that the 
young Cont Florers ſhoulde marry Beatrix Neece 


tothe Conteſle Mareverite, Daughter to Cont Guy 


her eldeſt ſonne. By which Accordand marriage, 
the Flemrags did tranſport and giue inmarriageto 


the ſaid Bearrix all ſuch rights and pretenfions as 


they might haue in the Conties of Zealandand in 
the Conty of 4lo#. But this was bur acountertet 
peace, and of ſmal continuance:for that Guy of Dom- 
pierre,being Earle of F/2ders,could nor :indure that 
the Earles of Holland fhouldinioy this Iland of wal- 


chren,but beganto make warre to his great diſho-* 
Nour 
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nor andpreiudice; the which'could neucr have any 


end vntill that all the Scigneuries of Henavlt., Hol- 
land, Leland and Friſland telto the houſe of Burges- 
x#e,at one: inſtant 'in aminner-withthe Dutchy of 
Brabant,under the good Dake Philtp, - 
The Eftates of the conty,of Zealend, which wee 

hauec deſcribed,conſifts ofthe Nobilitie,and of the 
townes-.of the Ilands of #akhrer, Schounen, Luit: 
Beaelandt,Tolen,Noort beuelanat ( newly recouered 

from the Sea )Duyuelanat YVolferſdick,and Philiips- 
Limndat;wherofPrince Maxrice is Gouernor & Admi- 
ral general : which Eſtates hold their general Afle- 
blicinthe cown of Mzdde/bourg,wheras commonly 
thecolledge of their Deputies do refide who Aſſe. 
ble cuery day to treat and determine of all occur- 
rents touching the Eſtate, or otherwiſe in ſtead of 
the Court of Zelard,in the ſaid town-the which was 
wont to be the Abbay of S. Meriin: At which Col- 
ledge doth firſt appeare by his Deputy the ſayd 
Prince Mawrzce,in quality of Marquis of Ze were,the 
firſt Gentleman ot Zealand ſpeaking for the whole

Although that this cowne andrhy, 
Iuriſdition therof be numbred for the third meyy- 
ber or quarter of the Dutchy of Gelares , it hath yet 
a longtime beene a Conty ot it lelfe, hauing aparti- 
cular Earle,tke laſt whereof wasthe Earle Ger/acby, 
who leftno other heires butone Daughter , the # 
was marryed to OttoEarle of Naſ/auand of G:/ares, 
who brought him the ſaid Earldom of Zurphen for 
her Doury : by meanes whereof he augmented his 
Demaines: Since which time the ſaid Towne with 
the Iuriſdiftion hath been incorporate tothe Dut- 
chy of Geldyes,ſubie& to one Chancecie , Goucrn- 
ment , Chamber of Accoumpres,and making one 
member at the generall Eſtates of boch Countries, 
which as we haue ſaid before are held in the cowne 
of Arnhem: whereas they of che ſaid Towne and 
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Contic have their Aſſiſtants and ordinary Depu- 
ties, who afſut in the Aſſemblic of the general El: 
rates of the Vnited Provinces, that is to ſay of eue- 
ry. ane of the ſaid quatters and of the Nobility of 
Geldres; who change as the Eſtates of the Prouince 
ſhall czi1-ke ir fir. rote 

The Townes and Iuriſdiions of the ſaid Con. 
tie are theſe which follow. , after the cheefe 
Towne 3 Deesbourp , a league and a halfe from 
thence , Dotccomre, bebo , Lochors , Groll, 
Bredeuoerd, Keppel , Bourg , Sherenbourg , which 
areor haue beene heretofore walled Townes, 
beſides many good Villages.

FTRECHT. 


WWAs firſt ( as ſomewriteit) called 4»tonis or 

. Antonins , of one Antony a Romaine Senator, 
who (flying Neros tyranie) retyred into that quar- 
ter, and did begin this place. Others ſay that 
Mare Antony was the founder,from whomeirt tooke 
the name : Some alſo maintaine , that ic was fo 
called of Antoninus Pius. But be it what it may : ir 
is moſt ſure (as many affirme,and as ic may bee ga- 
thered by Medalles and other Antiquities ) that 
this towne of Yerecht was for a long time called 
Artonina, Whereof there are yet ſome markes tobe 
ſcene vpon the Town-houſe, Afrer thatthe #2/tes 
had taken and ruined it , they built aFort which 
they call Yiltenbourg , the which was taken by Ds- 
gobert ſonneto Clotaire King of Fraxce,who did for- 
tific ic more then before, and called ic TraretFum, 
for it was atrauers or paſſage whercas an Impoft 
Was paid{which in many places in Francethey call 
Le aroit de Travers, the due or right of traucrs 
or paſſage Yfor all Marchandiſe, that was carry ed 
__ recarried on cither fide: and it retaines at this 
day the nameof Traze#am. Ir ſtandes vppen the 
head of rhe Rhyne , the which paſt diceRly there, 
before thar they forced it $ in making a S:luſe 
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at Wicter-duyrſted ſome eight hundred yeares 
ſince) to caſt it ſelfe intotbe river of Lect :paſling. 
through which towne, it did pierce through woe: 
den,Oudwatcy ard Leyden, and didingulph into the 
Seaat Catwick; yealince it had ah —_ courſe:the 
waters and chanels uw hich paſle by the ſaid townes, 
are at this day cailed the old Rhyn:Itis an admirable 
thing , that this rowne is ſofituared that they may 
goto what towne they pleaſe of fiftie, which lye 
round about them in a day,the which being ſhewed 
viſible to Phi//pthe 2. King of Spaire, being vppon 
the place,he tooke a wonderful delight, And itis 
molt certaine that there vere ſome Noblemen 
which layed great wagers for the tryal thereof,and 
found it true. Moreouer in one of the longelt daies 
in Summer, if one parts early ina morning from 
trecht,he may dine at any one of 2 6. townes,where 
hepleaſe, & return to his own houſe to ſupper:the 
Emperor Charles the 5.inthe yeare I 5 4 2. cauſed 
acaſtle to bee builtneere vnto S. Catherinsport,to 
keep the town in awe, when as by.the ceſſion of the 
Biſhop of that place, he was put in temporal poſle(- 
ſion of the ſaid rown & the dependances:the which 
hee called Yredenboure that is to ſay a Caſtleof 
peace. The Cirttie is great & mighty,wel fortified 
with ten good Bulwarks flanking one another, with 
their counterſcarps auddichesal of Maſons work, 
and the rampars in like manner:ſome Bulwarks are 
alſo of ſtone, the reſt only of earth: there are goodly 
buildings furniſhed with caues & yauted ſellers. 
There 
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Thereare alſo goodly churches, among'the which 
there are fiue, that haute chanoins:Thefirſt which is 
the cathedrall church , is called Saint Martins, the 
ſecond Saint S4u/owr neere vnto it, but now pulled 
downe:the 3.Saint Petey the 4.Saint 7-hn,and the 5. 
of our Ladies, founded by the Emperor Frederic 
Barberoſ/a, hauing bin enioyned therevnto by the 
Pope,to cxpiate the fault which he had committed 
m ruining the towne and all the churches and mo- 
naſteries of Man : Burt aboueall, the cathedrall 
church is ſtately,having a faire high goodly tower, 
tranſparent:in the which the ſayd Emperor Charles 
the 5. did celebrate the order of the golden fleece, 
in the yeare 1546. the old temple was pulled dawn 
by the biſhop Aae/bold,for that he held it to bee too 
little, and did reedefic it inthe eſtate wenow ſee it. 
This new temple was conſecrated in the yeare 
1023.in thepreſence of the Emperot Henry the 2. 
by 12.biſhops. There are alſo inthe ſame towne 
rwo commanders , one of the knights of Ma/ta,and 
the other of the order of the Textons, vnder the 
great Maiſter of Pry4,both hauing churches and 
very ftately lodgings, either of them hauing his 
commander.Hee of Malta is called the Baylif of S; 

Catherins ,and the other carries the name of com- 
mander or great Prior of the Prouince, by reaſon 
that he hath vnder him many ſmall commanderies, 
and great poſſcihons in many places of the Nethey- 
lands. They hold an honorable ranke and doe good 


to many whichare entertained by the bounty of 
theſe 
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ing ast 


theſe men., as chanoins, abbayes and monaſteries 


which are in theſayd towne ; who( alchough there 


| be no other publicke exerciſe then ofthe reformed 


religion.) hold their prebends and entertainmenes, 
the cloyſters within precin@of the towne ſtand. 

bo did,except the houſesof begging Friars 
which are applied to other vſcs : Of which abbaies 
and cloiſters there is that of Saint Paul of the order 
of Saint Benet, and two of gentlewomen. There 
wercalſo three of gentlewomen without the town, 
but theſe laſt warres hauc beene the cauſe of their 
ruine, fearing to leaue lodgings for their enemies, 
beeing roneere the rowne, but the Nunnes enioye 
their entertainement:; and when any Monke or 
Nunnedies,thc Eftates of the Prouince put-others 
intheir places, to caſe the poorer ſort of the gen« 
crie. The citizens of this -cictic are courteous, 
ciuill , induſtrious and ricche amongſt whome 
there arc, and haue alwaies beene men that are ver« 
ruous at:d of great valour;zand above all Pope £4: 
drian the {ixth of that name, firſt of alla Doctor 
of both lawes, whereon hee hath written good- 
ly workes, and withall hee was a great Matheme- 


Fician. Heeobrained inthe yniuerſitic of Lowaine, 


( where hee ſtudicd long ) withour ſeeking it, 
diucrs degrees of honour , and not without pro- 
fir; and ſo ſparing his reuenues, hee founded and 
builr a colledge which at this day doth honour 
his wemorie : whoſe fame was ſo pleaſing to 


all men , as hee was choſcuto bee Scholemaſter 


to 
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tothe Emperovr Charles the fifth in his Infancie: 
by whoſe Maieſtic hee was ſent Ambaſſador into 
Spaine , to the King Don Fernando of Arragon, 
-whofor his merittes made him biſhoppe of Tor- 
toſo. Becing afterwardes recommended to the 
Pope by the Emperour Haximilian thefirſt hee 
was made Cardinall. The King Dor Frrnando 
and the Archduke Philippe his Sonne-in law bee- 
ing dead, cardinall _A@rian was choſen fora time 
—_ Gouernor and Viceroy of Spaize inthe name 
of Prince Charles who was ſoonerafrer Empe- 
rour. 
In the end on: the ſixth day of Tanuary in the 
yeare of our Lord 1 5 22. hee was choſen Pope, 
the newes, whereof being carried him into Spazre, . 
hee made no ſhew of ioye; becing anoynted hee 
would not change his name as others did; hee lin- 
ed bur twentie monethes and ſome daies after,in 
continuall trouble of-minde and griefe : Amongft 
all his Epitaphes this agrees beſt with him. Ha- 
drianus ſextus hic ſitus eſt , qui nihil ſibs infeli- 
£118 in vita duxit , quam quod imperaret. Heere 
lics Adrian the ſixth who thought nothing had 
happened vnto him more vnfortunate in all his 
life, rhen that hee had commanded , Hee cauſed a 
goodly. houſe to bec built in Yerecht the place of 
his birth , which they call at this day the aria 
of Pope Arian. 
In thiscirtie reſides aProuinciall councell to the 
which all the appeales of: the rowne , country and 
Siegneury 
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Sicgniory of Ferecht do reſort: In which councell 


there is apreſident and nine councellors, arecei- 


uer of the Prouince, Regiſters, and other Officers, - 


This Siegneury was ; py in the time of King 
Dagobert , who ioyned che| temporalty to the ſpiri- 
tualty , giuing it to Saint #il/ebrord, who wasan 


Engliſh man borne, a2d the firſt ws ,to whome 


ſucceeded Box#face , in whole times this cittie was 
in great reputation, hauing the title and dignitie 
of Archbiſhop , but Boniface hauing beene marti- 


red by the Friſons , this preheminence and au- 


thority, was with the conſent of the chapter (then 
much afflited by the Danes, and Norman)confer- 
ſed to the biſhops of Cologne who hauc cuer ſince 


retayned this dignity : notwithſtanding Pepin and 


Charlemayne apy of Frexce reſtored this citrie, 
who not onely eſtabliſhed the Epiſcopal! dignitie, 
butto the end the biſhoppe might detend himſelfe 
from his aduerſary,hee did ſoaugment his iuriſdic- 
tion, as his Siegneury did extend it ſelfe in a man- 
nerouer all the councry ofthe Battauians : Andal- 
though the my Danes and Nortmaxs did ſpoyle 
and burne it often, yet they did ſoone recouer their 
former eſtate and gather new forces: Toconfirme 
that which wee haue ſayd, it ſhall nor bee from the 
purpoleto inſert here ſome Latin verſes though ill 
polliſhed ſauoring of the harſbneſſe ofthe ſtile in 
thoſe daies, the which were written in two great 
tables of wood, hung vpon two pillers before the 
Quier of the ſayd cathedrall church, written in

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Brear Letters, halfe worne out by continuance of 
time,thoſe of the right fide were.

The reft of theſe verſes were fo worne as it was 
not poſſible to read them. 
WTCK-TER-DV YTRSTED, 
T appeeres by the ancient Hiſtories , that this 
towne of #y5ck-ter-Dayrſted , hath in ancient time 
becneagreatand ſpatious rowne,inthe which they 
write were 32.pariſh churches, It was before this 
rowne-that the &hine was dambde vp, and forced 
(ſome 8 + o, yeares ſince )to lcaue his right courſe 
and tocaſt jt ſelke into the Lecke, as we haue ſhew- 
ed before. Putthey ſer not downethe cauſe oy 
they 
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they cut it off inthis place, and made it take the 
courſe it now holds. The which happened, for that 
when a3 the winde was at tie Norwell, and blew 
hard,the riuer cf &h:ze being driven backe,and noc 
able to: paſſe our by: his. gulfeat Carmrzet into the 
Britiſh ſea, was forced to difperce tt ſclicouer all 
the conntries of Hollaxd, Virecht and the Betave, 
which is of the Dutchy of Geldres . The which haps» 
pened often , whereby they ſuſtained great lofles, 
wherfore the Eſtates of theſe 3. Prouinces aſſemb- 
ling together,they.conſulted how they might.pre- 
uEr it,& in the end reſolved to turne the &h:xe from 
his right courſe, which was to the Norwelſt, and to 
tuc it an other which ſhold fall, crokedly into the 
ea,as it doth atthis preſent:for the efteing wher- 
of they dambd it vp,drawing it by lirtle & little in- 
to the Lecke'which is nere vnto it making high 
bancks of either fide,ſo as in ſucceſſion of time iris 
become a good navigable riucr , falling intothe 
Meuſe beneath Dorarecht, and.ſo enters into the 
Ocean ſea before Bryyele . This towne of yk 
is verie ancient; Vhereoan Cornelius Tacttns a 
Knight and Romaine Hiſtoriographer makes hono- 
rable mention , calling it Batawodurmn . It was 
ruined by the Danes and Normazs., but afterwards 
built againe: yet nothing ſo bigge as atthe firſt, 
notwithſtanding it hath alwaics beene , as it 
isatthis preſcut, for the commoditie of the ſitua- 
tion',agood and a ritch towne , hauing a verie 
ſtrong caſtle, whereas the Princes, Biſhoppes of 
| irecht 
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Ptrecht didtor along time keepe their court, when 
as they would lie inthe lower diocele , as they did 
atthe caſtle of Yollenhof Gheelmuyden in Oucryſſel,a 
league from Camper,when as they kept inthe high. 
er Dioceſe. This rown hadin former times a priuar 
Lord, who was alſo Sicgnior of Abcoude; Bur the 
biſhops of Ytreche would neuer be quiet vntill they 
had gotten it, this houſe declyning as wee haue 


ſhewedin the chaprer of the Nobility of Holland... 


CAMERSFORT. 

T His towne was in olde time buileat wiſe, for 
there isa little cowneal walled about in the ve« 
ry mideſt of an other greater,the which ar this pre. 
ſent is verie ſtrong with rampars andibulwarks 
flanking one an other,andlarge dirches. Ir isthree 
leagues from Yrrecht ſtanding vpon a little riucr 
which they cal Do.It hath beene ofren taken and re- 
taken by rhe Gelarozs,the laſt was inthe yeare 1543. 
when as MartinwvanReoſſen Marſhall of the Duke of 
Geldres army tooke it by force: bur he ſodenly yeel- 
ded it againe according tothe accord made in the 
towne of Yenlo , 'betwixt the Emperor and the 
ſayd Duke. To ſpeake the truth it is a faircand a 
good rowne, well peopled for aland rowne; the in- 
habitants arc courteous and of good converſation, 
among the which there are many learned men and 
louers of mulicke, who in certaine daies of the 
weeke meet togither in honeſt coinpany to make 
muſlicke: for the which they haue certaine gardins 


and faire chambers of the {worne companies, as 
plea- 
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leaſant in ſommer as can bee ſcene in anyplace 
wherſoeuer , and in winter they make Choiſe 
of ſome of their houſes: Maiſter /ahn Fonck Proucft 
of our Lidies church in Yerecht , was borne in this 
ro«ne,he was honored with ocher degrees and Ec- 
cleſfiaſtical dignities,a learned and vertuous man, 
and therjorc he was called by the King into Sparne, 
and there made Prefident of the councell of the 
Netherlands. for the affaires of Flanders. In this 
towne was alſo borne that great perſonage, /ohnof 
Oldenbarnexelt Knight, Sicgnior of Tempe/ and Gro- 
excaclt,firlt councellor andaduocate forche county 
of Hollend and #eſ{-Friſland, a man of great Iudge- 
ment and experience,vpon whom the affaires of E- 
ſtate do chicfely depend,not only for the ſaid coii- 
ty, but alſo of the generallEſtares ofthe vnited 
Pcouinces, which remaine notatthe Hage in Hollad, 
RHENEN. 
Ocalled for that it is ſituated vpon the banke of 
2 rhine five good leagues from Prreche,8 as much 
from Arnhem in Geldres, whereas they doc moſt 


- commonly dine , goivg or comming from one of 


theſe tworownes vnto the other, which isa great 
paſſage towards Dewenter , Zutphen , ng. ran. and 
other places,as well in Gelares,as Clewes,orto Colog- 
ne or any place wherethey pleaſe in Germany. This 
trowne hath towardes Ytreche alarge country, the 
{oile whereof is fit to make turfes to burne, butnor 
ſo good and durable , neither make they ſo good a 


cole as thoſe of Holand: Anda league fro thence, 
P there 
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there hath beene withintheſe 60. yeare $, a village 
buile,more for the making of theſe turfes, then for 
any other reaſon . There remaines yet ſome forme 


of a caſtle in this towne, the which is little and of 4 
ſmall importance, if this great paſſage were nor, 

which makes it to be frequented.It conliſts moſt of C

Y Yom Biſhoprike and Eſtate of Y7recht was in for. 
mer times very great and powerfull, the which 
Charles the Bald King of France did with the tempo- 
ralty make an Earledome, wherevpon there grew 
great and long warres , betwixt the biſhops of /- 
trecht & the Earles of Ho/land, for thatthe biſhops 
ſought ro recouer by fauour of the Emperors, all 
their ancient demeins,granted vnto them by Dago- 
bert,and Charles the Bald: And the Earles of Holland 
ſeeking to maintaine, yea to augment that which 
had bin newly giuen them, were ſupported by the 
Kings of Frazce. I ſay thatthis Eſtate was inold 
time ſo great and their territories ſo large, as e/£- 
neas Siluins otherwiſe called Pope Pixe the 2. doth 


write)as the biſhop or prince therof,might atneed, . 


put 40000. armed men of his owne natyurall ſub- 
ies to field. And although they had continuall 
warres againſt theirneighbors(w herof they them- 
ſelues wereeuer the firſt motiues)asthe He/landers, 
Friſons and Geldrois,yet they made head againit thE 
all,as well as they could, as appeered by Godfrie of 
Rhenen.But inthe latter ageCharlesof Egmondduke 
of Gelares,a proud Prince, warlike and fierce,made 
ſuch ſharpe warres againſt the Biſhops of Yerechr, 
as he reducedthem to great extremitie,& eſpecial- 
ly Henry of Banaria, brother the the Cont Palatin of 


Fhine from whom hee tooke a great part of his

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Siegneury , as well of the higher as the lower dios 
ceſe. Moreouecr the cittizens of Yrreeht were grown 
{o proud by reaſon of.cheir freedomes and preui. 
ledges , and ſd infolent by reaſon of their welth,as 
they grew into factions among themſelucs,cauſing 
many diſorders in their rowne, andattempting a- 
ainſt their biſhops ; they did often reuolrt againſt 
them,& it they were not choſen according to their 
humors,they would not accept them, but did them 
athouſand indignities,yeakilling their Officers,8& 
raking ſome priſoners before their faces, not with. 
out danger tothe biſhoppes owne perſon,who was 
forced to eſcape their fury ) to fly to his caſtles of 
wckor Horſt.Thelaſt reuolr and affront which they 
did vnto their Prince and biſhop , was vato the a- 
boue name Henry of Bauaria.yho had enioyedthis 
dignitic foure yeares,becing incenſed againſt him, 
hauing beene one day abroad inthe country , and 
returning home ar night,they ſhut the gates againſt 
him, and would nor ſuffer him to enter into the 
towne: and ( which was worſe){oone after they re- 
ceiued Martin va" Rofſen, Marihall of the campe 
to the Duke of Gelares, into the rowne with a gat- 
riſon of Gelarors, who from thence did wonder- 
fully annoy the Hollanders, and ar one time made 
an incurſion as farre as the Hage , the which 
they ſpoyled, and retired ſafely with their boo- 
ticto Ytrecht, Biſhop Henry ſeeing himſcife thus 
braued by the Gelarors, and by his owne ſubiedts, 
reſolucd. to cait himſelfe inro the armes of the 
Emperor 
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Emperor Charts the fifth and to tranſport vnto 
him all that he held of the temporaltie : ro.the end 
hee might ſuccor. him, to preſerue that which be 
longed vato the ſpiritualtic in this rowne and ſtare. 
And for that the Emperour was then in Spazne,hee 
did impart it 'to the Lady Maregwerite his Aunte, 
who was Douager of Sawoy and Regent of the Ne- 
therlamds: fo as inthe end it was concluded, thaton 
the 15 ot Nouembe: 1527, he ſhould come in per- 
ſoa to Schoonhouen, whether the Emperor ſhould 
ſcad ſome men of account oa his behalfe * amongſt 
which were the Earles of Buren & Hochſtraten,the 
chancellor of Brabant and the Preſident of the Pro- 
uincial councel of He/{and: where being arriued at 
the dayappointed , after many conſultations , they 
concluded that the Biſhop ſhould 7eeld vp, refigne 
&tranſport,all the rights, intereſt and pretenſions, 
which hee had co the temporall iuriſdiftion in the 
diocele of Ytrecht , and the country of Oxery//el,to 
the benifir & prohir of rhe ſayd Emperor,of which 
right&he did put his Imperial Maiteſty in poſſeſſion, 
as Duke of Brabant & Earle of Hol/and,(nor in qua- 
lity of Emperor)as well for himſelfe,as for his ſuc- 
ceſſors deſcended of his bloud:whervpon the Earls 
of Burenand Hochſtrat-n, the chancellor and other 
depuries,did promiſe vnto the biſhop in the Empe- 
rors name their maiſter and did bind th:mſelucs to 
make war againſt his cnemies , and to ſettle him in 
his Epiſcopal ſeat,and make him duly to enioy his 
ſpirituall dignity .

In the meane time Pope Clement the ſeauenth ha- 
uving ſeene the ContraQs and Inſtruments of the 
ceſhonandtranſport made by the Biſhop Hexry of 
Bauaria tothe Emperour of the temporalrie of /- 
trecht,and the appourtenances, having had therein 
the aduice and conſent ofthe Colledge of Cardi- 
nals,theydidapproueand ratifie all,decrecing that 
this ceflion and tranſport ſhould be of force, and 
take full effet. Bur for that this Eſtate and Seig- 
nieury is afee ofthe Empire, and doth hold ofthe 
Imperiall Chamber , the Emperour was forced to 
demand the Inueſtiture of the ſaid Chamber in his 
owne priuate name, as well for him-ſelfe as for his 
ſucceſſors lawfully deſcerided from him.

The Eſtates |of which Prouince of Yerecht con- 


ſiſt at this day,as in former times,of three mem- 


bers; the Clergic of five Colledges that haue Cha- 
noins,the.Nobility,and the, townes:Of which Col 
ledges the Deputics are indifferently choſen,to,al- 
ſiſt daily intheir Aﬀemblies,with them of the No- 


bility and rownes; - who haue their Secretaries and

' This Seigneury of Yereeht hath(as we haue ſaid) 
a Prouincial Councel , from which atthis preſent 
there is no LA" 06 Ns had bin-heretoforec tothe 
Imperial Chamber at Sprer, at ſuch time as it was 
meecrly a member of the Empire: but ſince thar the 
Emperor Charles the 5. did-vnite it to his demaines, 
excluding the ſaid Imperiall Chamber,hee wade ir 
ſubie& to.the great Councel at Mack: vntil that 
the Eſtates ofthe ſaid country and of Oxery//e/, ha- 
uing within theſe thirty yeares recouered their li- 
bertie,it hath bene diſcontinued. Notwithſtanding 
in caſe of remiſkon they may haue their recourſe 
ynto 
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vnto the Eſtates of the Prouincezwhere as rhe regi- 
ſion is made by the ſame Aﬀs:In which Provincial 
.Councel there is a preſident,fix Councellors, an 
Attourney general,and a Regifter. The Chamber 
of accoumpr, is kept by the colledge of the Eſtates, 
wheras the Treſorers as well generall as particular 
arc bound to come: and yeeld vp their Accoumpr.

Fhe 
gouernment and Religion is generally-tnamrained 
as in other Proninces their confederats. Thereare 
foure Marſhals for the whole Seigneury,cuecry one 
of which having charge in the quarters that areaf- 
ſigned them,where they areto command their Ar- 
chers to apprehendall vagabonds andother offen- 
ders which they ſhall meer in the country. The de. 
ceaſed. Prince of Orange of famous memory , was 
Gouernor of this Prouince,as of Holland and Zea- 
land,placed there by King Php, before his laſt re- 
eurne towards Spezme; atterthe violent death of the 
ſaid Prince, the vnited Eſtates did ſubragart Prince 
eHiurice of Naſſau his ſonne, Marquis of La Yere, 
and F/;Kingue,making him morecuer their Captain - 
General and Admirall of -allthe vnited Prouinces, 
as hcis atthis preſent.

JO man can denic but this Fr//oz Nation is very 
ancient; as itappeares by the ancientgreeke 
and- latin writers , as /Strabe , 'Plotomey', Plinit,

fame ſeat and the ſamename,whichthey gauethem 
and had before them: Seeing that in amanner al 0- 
ther Nations of Germany haue cither quit their old 
abodes,or ciſe hauereceiuednewnames:the which 


needes no farre fetchr proofes, ſeeing their neereſt 
-neighbours.do verific it. For the names of Holland, 


Vtrecht,  Oxer:(ſel, Weſtphalia and others, were ne- 


ver knowne by any of che aboue named Authors: 
© neither was the name of Ge/arecuer invic (the In» 


habirants whereof,and of Clexes,luilliers, Monti, & 
Berghewerethen called Sicambres ) but eight hun- 
dred ſeauemty cight yeares afcer the Natiuitieof 
our SauiourlIss vs Cuxrsr., Thatwhich they 


.now call the country af Saxony, was not the abode 


of the ancient $zxons,wherof Prolomey makes men- 
tion. Soas itis hard for moderne writers to iudge 
(by reaſon of the alteratis of names )if thoſe which 
be at this -prefent neighbours vnto Fri/land,bee the 
ſame Nations which in ancient time were wont to 
be, or whether they bee now more remote. But as 
for the Friſons there is no diſpute nor donbt, wher- 
ofro giue more firme- and ſolide reaſons. both of 
the name and of the Antiquity,the Reader ſhal vn- 
derſtand that the ſucceſſion of their Princes,the fa- 
milies,the foundation of rownes, caſtles and villa- 
ges,may in their regard, bee drawne,if nor farther, 


yet with more certainty then-any other Nation of | 


Germany. The Danes although they bee very anci- 
ent , and equal couching their beginning with the 
7 Friſons 
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Fr:/ons,cannot make a true exrration, nor giue a 
reaſon of the time , but fince their King Fr9tho 
the thirdzduring whoſe raigne our SauiourIezs vs 
Cux1sr was borne. The Frenconians likewilc al- 
though they bee very old/whatſocuer they pretend 
that their freedom: waspurchaſed in the ſeruice of 
the Romwarne Emperours) yet are they in doubr of 
their firſtbeginning, iſſue and denomination : ſo as 
they cannot decipher their true and continned 
Chronologie, but ſince Chaylemargnes time. Bur 
the Friſons hauing to this day alwaies kept one 
name and one dwelling,may direQly and by a plain 
compuration of times, report their geltes from the 
beginning vntothe ending: ſo hauing taken begin- 
ning 3 13.yeares before Cnnrsr, and fincethat 
time foure times made proofe of the change and 
Eſtate oftheir Common weale:they may by aclcer 
computation of yeares , ſhew how long they were 
vnder princes,then vnd-r dukes.after vnder Kings, 
vnto Charlemaigneand fince vnder Poaeſtates, vntill 
their Azarchia ; how long alſo vnder the FatFions 
vntothe reſignation which George Duke of Saxony 
made vnro Emperour Charles the fift, and how 
long vnder the houſe of 4uſ?r/4 vntil their Emance- 
pation and liberty, w hich they inioy at this preſent, 
prouing from the beginolng of their Princegthe 
foundation and building of the towre of Szaxeren, 
which then was the cheefe of al the Realme of Fri/- 
land. By reaſonoi which Antiquity this rown harh 


had a prerogatiue from the Kinges of Denmarke, 
that 
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that in paſſing the ſtraight ofthe Sonde; their ſhips | 


haue priuiledge to go firſt beforeall others, cither 
going or comming out which muſt attend their 
rurnes, but not thoſe of Staverer, which muſt bee 
preſently difpatcht by the Impoſt gatherers. . 

To deſcribe the queſtions which are berwixt the 
ancient and moderne Authors,to find out the truth 
from what place me and his two bretheren Bruno 
and Saxsare firſt deſcended, were in my opinion a 
tedious and endlefſe labour, ſecing they can deter- 
mine nothing that is certaine , no more then of the 
Anceſtors of theſe three princes;which ſome main- 
rained to be deſcended from Regau,fonne to Sem, 
the ſonne of Noe: But it appeares plainely that they 
were of the reliques ofthe Macedonian Armie, ha- 
uing ſerued Lexardey the great in his conqueſt of 
Afia and the Indzes, who placed themin garriſon in 
the Emodian Mountaines. But the Indens after the 


death of Hexondar, beeing perſwaded by Sandroce- 


tus to rebellz Fr:ſo with his rwo bretheren andall 
their friendes imbarked in three hundred ſhips in 
the yeareof the creation, 3 642+ & before the Nati- 


uity of Chr;ft,three hundred twenty one , 8 ſo pur 
to ſea, ſailing from one country to another, ſceking 


ſomenew dwelling,but they wandiedvpand down 
eight yeares and could not bee receiued: In the end 
of ſo many ſhips ( whether that the Seas had (wal. 
lowed them vp , or ſpoyled withage,or otherwiſe 
loſt) there were bur filty foure which arriuedat a 


fate Port,wherofeighteen landed in Pruſſia , twelue 
in 
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m-Ru//ia,and twenty foureſin the which were Friſe 
and his bretheren ) entered by the Fhe about Aus 
tome into theſe quarters-of Fr/fand without any 
. kror oppoſition of the Swedens , whoart that time 
(for feare oftempeſts and Inondations ) where re- 
tyred into the higheſt part of the country. 

Hauing taken land they preſently built a Temple 
to Tupiter,which in their language the called Stave, 
and therethey built a towne, which of the name of 
their God they called Stawora , which js now the 
towne of Szaweren ſtanding vpon the Fre/oxs ſea,the 
which they fortified: wherby they defended them- 
ſclues not only againſt the Sedezs,but alfo againſt 
the Daxes,Brittons andothers, getting their liui 
as well of pyracie at ſea,n45f tilling of the —_ 
vntill the people beeing multiplied, and ens 
growing daily among them by reaſon of the ſtrait- 
nes of their country , which-was not ſufficient to 

feed al their cattel:Prince Friſo fearing that this c6. 
cention ofthe Commons (he being the elder of his 
brethren ) might breed ſome diſlike betwixet them 
three,propounded a meanes to maintain loue & a- 
mity betwixt them ; who hauing imparted it vato 
the people ; this was found the moſt expedient: 
That Bru and Saxo With their families { leauing 
this part of Frs{ard) ſhould ſeeke forth ſome new 
habitations ncere vnto it , as well for themſclues 
as for their ſucceſſors : So as becing neighbours 
one-vnto an other, they might not onely enter- 
tain themſelues-in the Diſcilpineand Ig: of 
| their 
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their Anceſtors, but alſo ſuccor one another wirh 
their common forces,-gainſt alt incurſions of their 
enemies So three hundred years beiore Cuntar, 
Saxoand Bruno parted from Staveren,and paſſing by 
the Fye, they ſayled rowardes the Eaſt, vntill they 
came to Haldrccht,or Srxeny neere vnto the G:1mg- 
#ne Sea , whereas encring into the guiph of lbs, 
they landed by little and litttle, and hauing chaſed 
away the Inhabirants by force, they wonne a great 
country. Bruno ( for that hee would nor diſcontent 
his brother)went rowards the Welt,by the YViſarge 
or Wezey , Where hee founded a Cittie of his owne 
name called Brunſwick. ( V Vhat this word of ich 
ſignifies wee haue ſhewed before ) the which al- 
though it hath beene often deſtroyed , built againe 
and augmented,yer when as the poſterity of BYuxo 
came once to faile, it hath alwaies retained the ti- 
tle of a free towne: So as in the time of Chariemarign 
it was wholy deſtroyed, bur in the yeare eight hun- 
dred (ixtic one it was re-cdified againe by Brs'0 
Duke of Saxony, ſonneto Ludeph;wherot I thought 
good to make mention,for that Albers Cr-#t2 doth 


maintaine , that the towne of Branſwick was firlt 


founded by this Br#»oſonne to Lud-/ph. Touching 
the geſts of Brano and Saxo, and oitheir ſucceſſors 
Saxons and Brunſwickains , wee will leaue them to 
ſuch as haue written the hiſtories of Saxony and 
Branſwictand will onely ſpeake of our Friſe : who 
becing the firſt Prince of the Fre/ovs, after the de- 


parture of his Bretheren, retained al Fr:/ana for bis 
inheritance 
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inheritance, the which did extenditr ſelfe along Is 


North-ſea coaſt, from the riuers of Fe and Emrs(or 
Ameris ) on the Welt {ide on the riuer of Zidore to 
cheEaſt , which is the length and breadth from 
the North and the #riztefh fea, vnto the Bettauians 
or Hollanders,:nd to the Sicambrians: which arethe 
Geldrors on the South fide. Al which country Bre- 
xo diuided into ſeauen parts , according to the 
number of his ſonnes , which he called Zeelandes, 

for thar they are all vppoa the ſea,moſt part Ilands 
or Peninſules ioined to the continent:his ſons were 
Adel his eldeſt, and the ſecond Prince of Fr:/land, 
Witte, Hetto Hayo,Stholto,Gatlo & _A:ſgo : ro whom 
he gave by his Teſtament certain precepts of that 
which they ſhould do or not do to cntertaine ami- 
ty and correſpondency wich their neighbour Prin- 
ces:he him-ſelf left vnto his ſons theic portions in 

writing,and alſo a certain treaty of allyance which 
he made with the Princes of Germany:who by a c6- 
mon Accord and conſent made him and his ſucce(- 
ſors Gardiens of the North ſea,to defend the whole 
country from the Inondation ofthe ſea , as alſo of 
the publike waies againſt robbers and theeues , to 

that end that Marchants might paſſe andtrafficke 
freely vnto theRhyze : and in this reſpeRhe was al- 

lowed to take cuſtomes & impoſts of marchadiſe at 
divers paſſages :he had alſo an Immunity of Armes 

anted him,which was a priuiledge,whereby nci- 
ther he nor his were bound to goto the war when 
as the other Princes and Prouinces went to defend 


Q_ the 
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the liberty of Germany. The Friſons had many other 
good priuiledges,of their liberty & freedome, the 
which were giuen them by Ceſar Auguſtus , Charle- 
»#4igne and other Emperors,andratified by Char/cs 
the fift., which they baue alwaies maintained. 

Theſe ſeuen parts of Friſlard called Zeeladts,were 
diuided & compaſt in by certaine riuers,wherof be- 
twixt Elzere and Flyewere fine that is, Lanwey, Eems, 
wezer,Elbe;and 1adua. Berwixt the Flye and Eems 
there were three of theſe Zeelardts, very wel peop- 
led vpo the South {ide,for thac the North part was 
not habitable by reaſon of 5 lakes,moors, & bogs, 
which were inacceſlible,8 for want of banks to de- 
fertd them from the Lnondation of the ſea.wherfore |» 
the places moſt fr:quEted were that of Sraweren,the 
ſeauen forelts,Strenwick ,Fwent, Drent,a part of the 
Territory of Gron#ng , Benthems and Oldenburch , all 
whichlay togither vponthe maineland: All which 
vnrtil Charlemazgnes time was called High Fri/land, 
as it may appeare by the writing cf ſome Saints 
which haue preacht the Wordof God there. But 
120. years before Curtsr, Friothe yong(whem 
they alſo cal Fri{as)fon to Grannixe who was foun- 
der of Gro;ng, ſonto Gay/othe ſon of Hagothe 4. 
ſonne of t r//o the firſt Prince of the Friſons , made 
anew Collony of Fr:/oz5.not far from the reſt; has | 
uing had to wife the daughter of Y#bothird Pringt 
of Fr:ſons who was named Frou,which ſignifies La- 
dy,by which name Oppiznus ſaith,the Emperor Se- 
werns wie was called. This Fr:/o obtained _ - 
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father and fatherin law, C_ of men, with the 
which hee paſtthe Fe on the VVeſtpart, intoan 
emprtieIland, where hee ſtayed,and x xo made his 
aboad,calling itnew Fr:/and, whereof the Inhabi- 
rants were called Fri/zabenes: Andon acertain place 
(where 8s ſince the towne of A/anay was built) he 
ſeated arowhe which by his wiues name hee called 
Frougaſt:But as iri the Friſozx tongue as wel as inthe 
Germaine , they do viſually pronounce aF. conſo- 
nant for an F. In ſucceſſion of times this word is 
changed into Y:ougaſt or Yroulegaft , with which 
word Geyſt there are many places endin Fr:/land. 
This towne of Yreugaſt became afterwards, great, 
and of good trafficke : The which the Romazrnes ma- 
king warre againſt the Bat/euiars and Friſons , for 
the affinitie which this name had with their cowne 
ofYerena in talie , they alſo called it Yeroxe. Of 
this YYVeſt-Fr:ifland is that to be vnderſtood which 
Tacitzs Writes was done by the Fr:/opns for their 
neighbourhood with the Bat?auzans. Inthis Eſtate 
was Fri/land maintained fince the comming of Fr. 
ſo their firſt prince the ſpace of one hundred ninety 
three yeares,wherof Staueren was the chiefe town, 
whereas the Princes kept their Court, 2ouernirg 
the other quarters called Zee/anats by their Lieus 
tenants. This Towne of Staweren grew ſoproud 
by their wealth and Nauigation, as they ſeemed 
all gold , gilding the poſts of their houſes , and 
their vanitie was ſogreat as a rich widdow hauing 


commaunded the Maiſter of her ſhippe to bring 
Q 2 her 
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her: the beſt Marchandiſe hee ſhould finde in the 
Eaſt Countries : For that hee brought nothing 
backe but VVheat , which hee held to bee beſt; 
This v.ine woman commaunded the Maiſter, that 
if hee had laden it onthe larboord fide, hee ſhould 
caſt it into the Sea on the ſtarboord fide. which ha- 
uing done,God ſent a tempeſt which did ſo moue 
| the ſandes of the ſeazas in the ſame place where the 
'V\ heat had beene caſt forth, there did riſe a barre 
or banke of fand , which hath cuer ſince ſpoy- 
ted the Hauen of the ſaid Towne, which hath de- 
priued them quite both of their Nauigation and 
wealth ;, ſo as fince the Inhabitants ( hauing 
beene often ſpoyled ) are now growne more 
modeſt. 

All that Prince Fr//o had left in writing, was not 
done inthe Fr:/oz tongue, but in Greeke letters:ha- 
uing _ ſixtic yeare hee died, two hundred 
twenty feauen yeares before Chri#t: Adel his eldeſt 
fonne ſucceeded him , who raigned ninetie fourc 
yeares,and dyed one hundred thirty one yeares 
before Chriſt. After him came Ybbo his fonne who 
gouerned cighty yeares , and died fifty one yearcs 
before Chri#. Frifo or Friſius ſon to Grannius who 
built the rowne of Gro»ing(as wee haue ſaid ) mar- 
ryed the Ladie Frow ;; To whome ſucceeded his 
fonne Afnigx Aſcon 4. Prince of Friſland, who raig- 
ned 82. ycares, anddied 31. yeares after the birth 
of Chritt : Diogarus Segon was 5. Dibaldus. Segon 6, 
& T abbo ;.al which together liued 44 3. yeares:the 

had 
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had they as many Dukes, whereof 4/cox was the 
firſt , who had foure ſonnes, whereof Adebboldthe 
eldeſt ſucceeded him , and was ſecond Duke 'of 
Friſland; dying without children hee left his bro- 
ther Tito Bocaial his ſucceſſor , who dyingalſo 
without children , had Ybbo ſonneto his brother 
Richola, Nephew to Aſcon for his heire, who was 4. 
Duke of Fri/land : To whome ſucceededhis ſonne 
Haron fitt Duke , who dyed in the ycare of Chrift 
three hundred thirty five. Afrer him came his ſon 
Oaibald fixt Duke , then Ydolph Haron ſeauenth and 
laſt Duke. For after him vnto Charlemaig ne Friſe 
land had nine Kings. Theſe feauen dukes altogether 
raigned rwo hundred fixty twoyeares. Then came 
Richold Vito who was firſt King of Eaſt Fr//land. 
(wee call it ſo in regard of YYeſt-Freezeland |, into 
the which Fr//othe young ſonneof Grunxius ledde 
thefirſt Collonies.) To him ſucceeded Odibaldus, 
ſecond King of Friſlend: Then Richold third King. 
And after Rim Brroald ſonne to Yalck fourth King 
of Friſlend,in the time of Clotazre King of Fraxce,and 
by himſlaine in barraile. _44gil was fift King of 
Friſland : Radbod the firſt of that name, 6. King of 
Friſland: Afcer whom came Adg// the 2.the 7. King 
who had three ſons,Gombasld the 8. King of Friſons 
John called the Prieſt,8 Redbod: Gobenld was a good 
Chriſtian, & went to ſerue Charkmaigne, where he 
was (lain with Reflandand other peeres of France,at 
the battaile-of Revſeuel. 1ohn called the Prieſt { ſo 
called for his holynes of life)followed Charlemaiene 
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tn his voyage to /ereſalem: rom whence (as Sufs | 
fridus Petria Friſon writer ſayeth ) hee paſt on with 
a Collonie tothe Eaſt Indies , where heeereteda 
Kingdome,the which was called by hisname , the 
Kingdome of Preſtre 122n : whoſe ſucceſſors which 
cameaſrerwards into Af#:cte, into the Kingdome 
ofthe 2b:ſſens,areat this day called Preftres Trans, 
Radbeathe third fon of Aderil , the ſecond of that 
name , was King of Fri/laed, a greatperſecuter of 
Chriſtians,he was twiſe vanquiſhed by the French; 
It was he which retyred from thefont,being ready 
to be baptized , vppona fooliſh anſwer which the 
Biſhop of So//oxs made him,going ro baprize him, 
He didgrea: fpoyles vato Chriſtians , as farre'as$\... 
Ptrecht +, the which hee ruined aud deſtroyedrhe 
Temple of S. Thomas , which King Dazobert hal 
builr.

ofhis couſins , the which at thartime by reaſon of 
the multicude of Ilands, Moores, Lakes, and other 
ſtil waters,was not yet inhabited: yet with that aid 
and the intereſt he had by his wife, he made this ſe- 
eond part(which atchis preſent is Water/andt)habi- 
table and fertil,in the which are Edam, Monikendam, 
Purmerends,Woormer,Ryp,Graft and other good vil- 

es,ſoas oftheſetwo parts ioinedtogither, with 
that v hich he added afterwards on the weſt part,he 
made an Eſtate , and built a Pallace at Medezb/ike, 
which he made the cheefe rown of the whole coun- 
try. VVho pretending to make it a Kingdome, Hz- 
ron his Couſin, Duke of Eaſt F r:/a»d hindred him, 
for the which they were long incontrouerſie,til in 
the end Haro forcedhim to content him-ſelte with 
the title ofa. Duke. 

This Thierry Duke of weſt-Friſland had one 
ſonne which.ſucceeded him , named YY-/lamthe 
firſt, who had Dibaulds , Dibauid had YVillam the 
ſecond, who had El», hee dyed without heires 
male , andin him fayled the lynewof chis Thierry: 
Hauing before his death adopted Beroald ( bee- 
ing hut ſeauen yeares old ) the ſon of Richo/d che e- 
cond of that name;the third King of Fr://laxd : ſo as 
al theſe Dukes of #eſt-Fri/laxd ſucceſhiuely raigned 
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two hundred thirty three yeares, fiue and rwentie 
; yeares after the death of E/zm,, inthe yeare of Chrif | 
- five hundred rhirty three, Beroald afcer the death. . | 
of Richold his father did inherit the Realme of Eaſt 
Friſland. Thus were the' two Frilands vnited to» | 
gether ; |the which Beroz/dinioyed fixtic yeares: 
whereof he was afterwards depriued, and of his life 
alſo , by Chotarre the ſecond of tharname King of 
France,father to Dagobert: Notwithſtanding Aadgiff 
the ſecond ſucceeded him,and after him Gombauld, 
then Radbedthefecend , whome Charlemaigne van- 
quiſhed , and freed the Fr:ſozsfrom the yoake of 
Kinges:reſtoring them to their liberty, to whome 
hee gaue goodly priuiledges , the whichthey haue 
long maintained with the priſe of their bloods. 
Since the Friſons were long vnderan Arifto- 
craticall Gouernment , ſometimes vnder Poteſ- 
tates whom they did choſe them-ſelues , and not 
able to agree vppon the eleQion by reaſon of dan-. 
gerous factions , the Farles of Holand hauing in 
ſucceſſion of time and long warres, ſeazed vpon- 
that part, which they now call Feft-Friland and. 
Waterlandt , the which che Hollanders will have, 
(but the Inhabitants ofthe! country cannot indure- 
it)called Northo/land. On the other ſide;the dukes 
of Brunſwicke, we Hans rownes of Bremeand Ham- 
bourg , the Earle of Ol/denbowrg , Schowrnbourg and 
Embacn have vſurped much ot Eaſt Fr://ad,even vn- 
to the Territory of Grozing : the which alchough it 
bean Eſtate & terricory apart,is coprehended not- 
E withſtanding 
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withſtanding vnder the territory of that which: 
hereafter we will ſimply call Fri/and, incloſedbe- 
. twixt the Flyeand Ems , to diſtinguiſhit from E4/e- 
Friſland' held by. the Earles of Embaden, and ve/f- 
Friſland, anexed to the county- of Holland. 
That then which we will ſimply call Fr:/and,and 
che Inhabicants F7iſons , as Tolomey and T acttus 
rearme them , ſaying that they are Germarnes, and 
people from beyond the Khine,, whom Pliny calls. 
Cauches , the great and the leſſe ,are Aborigines, or 
originally comefrom that place : who aboue all the 
people of Germanie retaine their ancient appellati- 
on, keeping in their ancient and firſt ſeat, hauing 
the ſame language they haue alwaics had. True 
itis that in the chiefe rownes they vie the Dutch- 
| tongue, bur in the champian country they keepe 
their Fri/on language , which the gentlemen take 
leaſure to entertaine in regard of the antiquitie. 
Althoughl bee well acquainted with the highand 
low Dutch tongue , yetI muſt conteſſe that in this 
ancient Friſor rangnage vnderſtand nothing. 
Wee haue ſayd before that the Fr:/ons did for a 
time entertaine themſelues vnder fations, wee 
maſt therefore relate ſuccinaly the beginning 
thereof : vu hich was that in theyeare of our re- 
demprion. 1390. there did riſe two fations inthe 
country of Fri/lanl, the one —_— which ſige 
nifies in their vulgar tongue , marchants of greaſe, 
that is to ſay , marcbant; of far oxen, which th 


hold toran honeſt kinde of marchandiſe', and of 
Schyer- 
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- end. 


Schyeringers , which are: butchers and ſellers of 
tripes , Which.is baſckinde of trade, which faQi- 
ons they:fay came-from-Eaſt and Welt Fri/and. 
The firſt ſpring and beginning thereof was; that all 
theſe marchants of catrell and the butchers bee. 
ing togither at a publick banker according to their 
cuſtome, there was a gueſt to chooſea Prouoſt , a 
Deane or.a King amongſt them, whoſe charge 
ſhould bee to looke that no diſorder ſhould bee 
committed , which might trouble the companie. 
There was amongſt them of either of theſe two 
companies,one thar exceeded the reſt , and both e; 
quall inwealth , in reſpe& and louetowards all the 
gueſts . Whom both the one and the other partic 
contendcd to chole,their Deane, Prouoſt or King: 
the one and the other- maintayning that this digni- 
ty. & authority atthe table, was moſt befitting him 
that had the honeſteſt trade. Wherevpon a queſti- 
on.grew among them, which of thoſe two marchan- 
diſe was the honeſteſt: the one pooning the mar- 
chants of cattell, the other the butchers. Vpon 
which diſpute their braines being het with winezin 
the endthey fell from words to blowes one againſt 
an other,parcy againſt party,cuery one with his Al- 
lies and Kinſmen , meaning to maintaine the one 
quarrcll or the other : ſo a+.in che endthere was a 
reat fight, inthe wiiich many wereeicher hurt or 
CE In revenge whereo! , cither party holding it 
ſelfe wronged, they beg1 ro make ſactions,and ro 
band:cone againlt an vtizer - {o as this cauker eat- 
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ing more and more; ftrangers(who had no intereſt, 
nor wereany. way wronged) ingaged themſelues, 
ypon hope of bootie of the one or the other par- 
tie : cuerie. one wreſting what hee could from 
his Aduerfarie , without cither: lawe or juſtice 
(fo confuſed were things thenarid full of diſorder) 
but ſuch-as rhey made by:che ſivorde , where as 
the ſtrongeſt carried it .. Thefruits of theſe facti- 
ons were ſuch, as they not onely rained amongſt 
riuate. perſons , but amongſt whole fam lies, vil- 
hg , bourrougs and rownes, yea among whole 
Prouinces,ſfo-as the-wholecountry was ful of thefts 
and murthers , and no man was free from their 1n- 
ſolencies. In like maner abour that time Hol/Zd was 
afflicted with the factions of Hoerks aid Cabillanx 
that is to ſay, the Hameſons and the Merius,whierof 
wehaue made mentio hererofore : which was,thart 
the one party (as the Merlus or Codd:s bee fiſhes 
which prey)did chreaten to deuower-the other:and 
they of the Haxcſons did threaten torake the others 
by che throat : whick to ſpeake truth were quarrels 
ſcarce fit for children ; And ac that rime were the 
fagions of Gelphes 8 Gibelins in Nal:Ot the diuer- 
firy of co}loured caps in Flanders, & of thoſe of the 
ſtarre inEFraxce, al whieh were fations raiſed from 
the diuill . This miſchicte proceeded fo farre-in 
Fr-/and, as fromthe lefſe it came tothe greater, 
and from Marchants and Bourgerstothe N-biliry 
and Clergie: The gentlemen ruining the houſes & 
caitles oneof an other; and the Abbots and Monks 


doing al the miſchiefthey could one vatoan _ | 
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Noblemen,the Emperor Maximilian the firſt,ſent 
Otto van Lengento perſwade them ro chooſe a Po- 
tceſtat amongſt them, which ſhould gouerne the 
country according to their preuiledges, vnder the 
authority of the Empire. But their ſplene was fo 

reat , as cuery one ſecking to chooſe one of their 

ion,the ſayd commiſſioner preuailed nothing, 
but returned as hee came. So asthe Emperourto 


force them to an accord, tooke occaſion'to giue - 


the goucrnment hereditary of all Fri{andand Gro- 
ning tothe houſeof Saxony, toholditin fee ofthe 
Empire. 

- Forthe attayning whereof, the Dukes of _ 
having ſpent a great part of their means with ſina 
profit, finding this people ſo impatient ofa ſtrang. 
ers yoake, inthe end Duke George reſigned all his 
intereſt vnto the Emperour Charles the fifth who 
enioycd it et: his ſonne Philip King of Spaixe 
alſo did , till within theſe thirty yeares that they 
freed themſelues by their 2diun&ion vnto the ge- 
nerall vnion of the confederate Prouinces of Je 
Netherlands. Thus much we haue thought good to 
ſpeake of the beginning and Eftate of Friſland in 
generall 3 Now wee will deſcribe the townes in 
particular. 
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to bee )the chiefe towne of Friſland, firuared, al- 
moſt in the-center of the countrie, called in anci-. 
ent time during the Paganifine, Cv/s Detzand in 
the vulgar tongue Godts-hoff: that it co ſay the. 
court of God,in the which was a colledge or ſchole 
for the Dr#ides , Philoſophers and wiie men of 
that time, which were comeout of Fraxce to plart 
their colleges there. In witneſſe whereof , there 
are yet in this towne two Temples,the one named 
the ancient court, the other che new , whereof the 
gentlemen of the country. were in former times 
called Hovelinges , that is to ſay courtiers; for 
that they were conſtituted publike defenders of 
this houſe of God raughr by the Dr#ides. Andin 
truth this towne hath. more:gentlemea in it, thena- 
ny other in Fr///ad. Of this {choole of the Druzdes, 
Synard the wiſe , adiuine and councellor to Redbod 
the laſt King of the Fr:/ons was Rector, whom hee 
councelled to perſecute the Chriſtians; hee cenſu- 
red and cauſed Tullies bookes of the nature ofthe 
Gods to bee burnt,condemning them as full of er- 
rors and contrarie to. the docrine Which the 
taught , of the falſe Gods of the gentills.. This 
rowne in procefſe of time having taken the name 
of Leewarden,and the country becing conuerted to 
the chriſtian Religion, this ſchooleof the Drazdes 
was changedinto a cloiſter of Nunnes , by Fboalt 
intheycare 1 2 3 3-the which Dodo the fourth Ab- 
bor of Flewrencampwould haue alſo called, Awe 
Dez,for that he would not hauce the memory of that 
name 
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hath euer beene the chicfe of all Fr//land.Vncil that 
within theſe 2 0. yeares,the Eſtates of the Prouince 


haue erected an vniuerſicy in the town of Fraxzker, 


ewo leagues fromthence;for the entertainement of 
which ſchoole; as atthis preſent of the vniuerſitie, 
and of the learned profeſſors which arethere, in all 
faculties, the magiſtrates of Leiwarden haue neuer 
ſpared any charge. 

In this towne' is the court of Parliamentfor all 
Fri/land , which doth determine of all cauſes both 
criminall and ciuill : whetherall cauſes come and 
aretobee decidedaccording to the ſincerity of the 
Romaine lawes , the which are obſerued there with 


thelike purity as they were made by the Eraperor, 


Iuſtinian, andas they are taught in vniuerſities;ha- 
ing not abouc twenty municipall lawes or cuſ- 
tomes, derogating from the written law . All pre- 
cecdings and other publike a&s are made inche 
Dutch tongue, their ſtile of writing,and the forme 
of their letters and caraGters,as wel printed as writ- 
een,areas pureand neateas in any othercourts of 
Brabant,Flanders, Holland,Ytrecht,and other places 
of the Netherlands: So as the naturall Fri/onsas 
alſo the Brabarnſons, Hollanders, Fleminegs ang other 


Dutche , may caſilie execute all Offices of Magi- 
oh, ſtrates, 
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ſtrates , Secretaries and Notaries, as well in one:

conntrie as in an other , depending vpon writing,

This town of L-uwerden is ſeated in the quarter 


of Oftergoe,being great and ſpacious, and contey- 
ning in circuit neere halfe a-French league; the 
flreetes are faire, larpe andGraight, in the which 
itisnot lawfull co leaue any filthineſle,cuery houſe 
hauing a boate , into the which they caſt itz ihe 
which beeing full , they tranſport it by barkes 
into the fieldes : the trowne. beceing fo diuided by 
navigable chanells ( waereon there are manie 
bridges )to ſerue as well for the trafficke of mac- 
chandiſe, as for other commodities , ſo as moſt 
houſes maie bring their proviſions vppe. to their 
doores, or not farre from them : The which doe 


alſo ſerue greatly for the clenſing of the ſtreetes, 


the raine waſhing awaie all the filth ( ifany re- 
maines in the ſtreetes ) into the chanelies. The 
ayre is cleere, but ſome-what brackiſh by reaſon 
of the exbalazions of theſca which is nere : which 
is the cauſe thar it doth not lightly ingender any 
putrifaQion, neitheris it often infeed,, with any 
contagious diſeaſe. | 

It ſtandes in a verie pleaſant countrie., full 


of poodlie Medowes , even vnto the towne- 


ditches , becing a pleafant ight on Sundaies 
and Feſtiuall_ dayes , to beholde the Bourgers 
walking and ſupping. vppon:- the greene graſſe 

wy 
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by troupes. It hath alſo many pleafane vlog 
round about the towne, which ſecmeas walkes for 
the Inhabirants. The ſicuatidn is(as we haue ſaid)in 
the mideſt of Fr:/{ana, ſoas on a ſommers day they 
may goe either in wagon, or horſe-backe or on 
foote on which fide they pleaſe, either to Oftergoe 
rFeſtergoe,or the Seaven Foreſts , out of the country, 
where they haue good meanes to gocand tran. 
port their marchandiſe by ſhipping either great 
or ſmall. 

In regard of which commodiries and the good. 
neſſe of the ſeat , Mbertus Duke of Sexony and 
George his ſon,hauing obtained the hereditary go- 
uernment of Friſland from Maximilian the Empe. 
ror, did there ſettle the Parliament for the whole 
Prouince,which theEmperour Charles the fifth and 
his ſonne King Philippe, haue fince allowed and 
confirmed ; moreouer Fri/e/and hath good ha- 
uens' on cuery fide, by the which they may cont- 
modiouſly and ſpeedely bring all ſorts of marchan- 
diſe and commoditics vnto the town, which makes 
ie cheape lyuing there. 

This cowne hath vnder his Griteny, that is to 
ſay , Baylewicke or Iuriſdiion , which they call 
Leewarderadeel ſeauenteene good villages depend- 
ing thereon : for in all the quarter of Oftergoe, 
whereofthis rowne is the chiefe, there are ten Gri- 
renics , cuery one of which hach his villages de- 
pending thereon, ſome more, ſome leſſe , contey- 


ning alltogither one hundred thirty and two vil- 
lages 
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lages inthe ſayd ten Gritenies: befid@the towne 
of Dockum which is the ſecond rowne of that 
quarter of Oftergoe,wherof we wi | preſently ſpeak. 

In this towne doth commonly-reſide the col- 


ledge of deputies for the Eſtates of the whole Pro- 


uince,conſiſting of the nobilicy and townes, which 
gouerne the whole Eſtate, as well for matters of 
policy and warre,as for religion, v bo with the voi- 
ces of the Gritenies , diſpoſc of all Eſtates and Of- 
fices, both of [uftice, treaſure.and demains,as alſo 
of capraines places, and others concerning the war 


andthe Ecclefiaſticall Eſtate. 


There is alfo the minte for money forthe whole 
country, both for gold and filyer according tothe 
order which the depuries for the Eſtates ſhall fer 
downe: the which notwithſtanding ts ſubie&ro the 
generalls of the mints of allthe vnited Prouinces, 
when need requires. - MEET 

| The people there areas courteous , humbleand 
affable, yea more then in any other rowne of the 
whole Province, or in Holland & Zeeland, akhough 
the Fr:ſens haue beene held to bec fome-what rude 
and inciuill; the which appeeres contrary by the 
frequentation of learned menatſthe court of Parli- 
ament,& by the exerciſe of learning: for that there 
is not a Bourger.at he have any meang,but he ſends 
his children;toſchoalc; The which is fegqne at this 
day by many jearnedioep, whom þ wil totnow flat- 
ter, for that they arc yotlyuing,, as alſo'/bythoſe 
which for their knowledge hauc beene of great 
R | authority. 
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authority : Amongſt which was George Rataldey, 
councellor to the King in the great councell at 
Macklin,do&or inthe lawes,and a good Poer,who 
in the yearc-15 66. was ſent by the Dutcheſſe of 
Parma, Gouerneſſe'of the Netherlands, in Ambaſ 
ſage co the King of Denmarke,tor the affaires of the 
ſfa'd countries, And fince inregard of: his vertues 
and ſufficiency,he was choſen Preſident af the Pro- 
ninciall councellat Yrrecht. | 
A league from this towne is the village of Zuy- 
chem , famous at tis day by the. memory of Yzglus 
Aita Zuychemus, in his life time Preſident of the 
councell of Eſtare for the King of Spazne at Bruſſels, 
whoſe wife being de:d,he was madea Biſhop and 
Prouoſt of Saint-Bewor at G:nt : where hee built a 
oodly houſe, where one of his heires lives whom 
| vs viſited within theſe ten yeares : Hecalſo 
ercteda free ſchoole for a certaine. number of 
poore children and a ſchoolemaſter,, and beſtdes it 
an Hoſpital! for old men and women of that village, 
the which are well lodged and entertained accor- 
ding to the capacity of the foundation. |

'Sthe ſecond ctowne-in all that quarter of Ofergo2, 
having a chanell which goes vnto the ſea,;and an 
ether which leads vnco. Groning , which is fiue 
leagues diſtant from thence,and eight from Fravr- 
yr , whereas commonly the councell or college

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of the Admiralty for the whole Prouince of Fre/e. 
kind doth remaine . This'towne hath ſuffred much 
during the firſt troubles, as well in the Duke of 4/- 
ves timeas afterwards, being ſometimes forced to 
obay the one party and then the other; ſoas yer to 
this day thereappecre ſome ruines of this inteſtine 
warre. Ihaucnotbeencin any towne in Holland, 
whereas they liue better cheape in theic Innes 
thenhere,wherby we may Iudge how the Burgers 
do,which make their prouiſions-at the beſt hand. 
Ehaue found there learned men and very courte- 
ous, and it is famous tor that i is the place where- 
Gemma Friſius was borne, whom in my youth I 
knew at Lowaaina great Phifition and Mathemari- 
cien,whereof his workes giue ſufficient reſtymony, 
Hedied at Louna/nintheyeare I 5 55. leauing one 
fon called Cornelius Gemma Fri/ius, ot the ſame pro- 
feflion that his father was . In this cown 1s cnallilly 
kept and with great reuerence, the booke of the ha- 
lic Exengel:ſts , written by Saint Bonrface bimſelfe, 
who was betore called #e»frid,hee whoafter Saint 
Willebroard ( otherwiſe called Clement) did greatly 
augment the faichofIssvs Curisr in Friſlaxd, 
where afterwards he was made a martir,with 52, of 
his companiss,in Peſtfri/land:where they ſay there 
arc yet ſome of that race which maſſacredthe,who 
from their birth carry a white marke, or rather a 
tufrof white baire on their heads. They may go ea- 
fily from this ctowne by boat ynto allthe cownes of 


Fr:{/and,and by {ca toallparts of the world. - 
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FRANIKER. 


His is one ofthemoſtancient and*renowned(t 
townes it Friſland, inthe which not farce-from 
the port of Harl/npen, there 15a lirtle caſtle , in the 


which Henry ſonne to Duke albert of Saxony was 


for a time as it were beſieged by the other cownes 


of Friſland , which hee tooke-ſo difdainetully., as 


hee reſigned all his intereſt in: the-ſayd countrie 
ro his Brother George , who ſince ſold it'to the 


Emperour Charles rhe fifth-. Although that the 


caſtles of ZLewwarden and Harlingen, were during 
the warres ruined , yet this beeing of ſmall impor- 
tance ſtands ſtil]; for that it hathno meanes to a- 
noy the towne, hauing no paflagewithourjt wher- 
by chey mighr giue entry. vnto the enemy,but doth 
onelyſerue for a gentlemans lodging. The towne 
is ſeated in the quarter of #eſtcrg7e,which is the ſe- 
cond part of Fri/laxd, in the which befides Franiker 
there are cight townes more; which are, Harlin- 
gen, Bolſwaert,Sneck, Tiſit,Forcum, Hmdelopen, St4- 


weren and Sloten , vnder which quarter there are 


Gone Griteniesor Baylewycks,che which one wich an 
other haue 12 5. villages depending on them. It 
is a goodrowne, being three quarters of an houres 
circuit, in which many gent'emen of the champi- 
ancountry make thetr reſidence , and fome lyuing 
in the conntry durin>the Sommer, retire thether 
in the VWimer.. 6 $51fq | 
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The Eſtates of Fr:/end deliring to prouide for 
the inſtruction of rheir youth, haue within theſe 
twenty yeares erected an vniuerſity in the fayd 
towne,with great privileges,the which maks it the 
more famous, in the which they entertaine many 
profeſſors.inal faculties,with good penſtons,which 
drawes many ſchollersthether from all parts,cuen 
out of Poland and France: whereas the Eſtates of 
the couniry haue a ſworne printer, They of the 
Magiſtracie haue of late yecares built afairetowne 
houſe. Ir is two leagues from Lexwarden, and one 
from Harlingen,whether they may goe in Sommer 
both by water,aad by wagon, but in Winter onely 
by boate, 


BOLSW AERDT. 


FF a free Hans towne, ſituated inthe third diuiſion 
of the quarter of weſtergoe , in a good coun- 
trie, a league equally diſtant from Sneck, 71 and 

Worcom ya league anda halfe from Hzindeloper , and 

two leagues from Staxeren, Sloten , Franiker and 
A Harlingen : three from Leuwarden , and fiuefrom 
| Dockoms ,and ſo enuironed in a manner by all rhe 
h townes in the countrie, It is a good towne, wich 
| a chanell which goes to all theſe other townes and 
villages : whereby the ſtreetes are alwaies cleane 
from filthe , by reaſon that the rayne doth clenſe 
them: it is equall with Szeck in bigneſſe. The Inha- 
bitants for the moſt part liue of their handiworkes, 
R 3 marchandule, 
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marchandiſe, and nauigations , traffiking for the 
moſt part with the Hamburgers . Ithathapaſſage 
vnto the ſea by the Sluſe of the village of Mackum, 
2 league from thence, whereas the ſhippes ofthe 
ſayd towne lie-asfſafely as in a good hauen. The 
Goucrnors of the Eſtare of this rowne are called 
Bourguemaſters, Aldermen and Councell, The 
Bourguemaſters and Aldermen haue the admini- 
ſtration of Iuſtice, beeing ſixc in number . Two 
which areof the councell haue care of the works, 
reparations aad- entertainement of the fortifica- 
tions and gates of the rowne, and medd'e nor with 
the Inſtice,, bur their charge is alſo to looke vnto 
all crimes that are commuted, and to deliuerthe 
offendcrs to the Oificer,to bee punithed according 
to the exigence of the fat: which Regeats and 
Adminiitrators receiue-their authorite and com- 
miſfon yearely from the Gouernor and councelof 
the Prouince. There was in old time three. Monaſte- 


- riesin the town. The pore haue good entertaininer, 


the Orphins founded by Rherme , Bourguemaſter 
of the towne;che which was indowed with mare ly- 
uing by Hyde the daughter of Hero, being a widow. 
Then theritch Hoſpitall , whereas many poore 
people are fed. all ar one table, with their lodging. 
Then the poore Hoſpitall , whereas many poore 
old people haue enecric one-a chamber a part and 
are entertained there with bread, beere, butter and 
firing , fram whence the poore people of the 
towne haue once a weeke relecte. This 1p" is 
ncec 
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ſince the yeareof our Lord r 5 7 2. much increa- 
ſed , and well fortefied as well inportes, rampars, 
bulwarkes, as otherwiſe . The Burgers haue endu- 
red much,as well in their trathickear ſea,as in lodg- 
ging of ſouldiars. This rowne hold a market cue- 
ry Saterday, whether the inhabitants of all the ne- 
reſt to.vnes and villages, Gretzznes or Bayl-wycks 
come and br.ng their marchandife and vitualls, 
with greatſtore of wi!d-foule & veuiſon:they want 
no fiſha!{o,both from the ſreſh water and ſea. The 
Bayliffof Wouſeradeelcomes thither euery market- 
day,to hold his ſeat of iuitice,andto do right to all 
men of his iuriſdition,where the Gr17-temman or Bat- 
tife doth preſide,withhis Aſſeſſors & Lurars,hauing 
vnder them 29. villages, and two monaſterie«s,that 
is the Abbay of Fexrecampe of men.and one of u 0. 
men called Oogecloefter , now ruined in theſe laſt 
wars,& their reyenue applied tothe comon cauſe, 
Nere vnto this town 4s a village named #omels,fa- 
mous for'the birth of that lcarned man Cyprianas 
#omelius a doQor of the law and a great Poer,coun. 
cellor in the Imperiall chamber at Spyey . Thele of 
this rowne of Bol/wart did many years ſince ioyne 
theſcelues to the Harps towns of Germany, with whom 
they are confederate, and are regiſtred among the 
members thereof, inioying the like p11uleges tree- 
domes and exemprions of impoſts and cuſtomes, 
as the other townes of Dexm arke,Sueden. Norwate, 
Linonie,Pruſſta, Exft country,and other Principali- 
tics and common-weales, | 
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Hauing alſo their chamber or lodging of Eſter- 
lings in Aztwerp , and at the Stylliard in London,the 
which i; now out of vic, which priuiledges the in« 
habitants of the ſaid towne inioye, bringing onely 
a certificate of their Bourgeſic vnder 8 ſeale of 
the towne of Bo/ſwaert : The which was wont to 
yeeld them great profit in nauigation and traffick: 
It was practiſed generallie throughout all the 
Hans townes, the better to entertaine their com- 
merce, and mutuall correſpondencie,and to traine 
vppe their youth in the trade of marchandiſe,trom 
one Prouince toan other, no married men beeing 
admitted in thoſe places of London and Antwerp, 
onelie young men coing their owne bulineſle or 
their Maiſters,ſo as they bce membe' s of this com- 
panie . As for the foundation of this towne of Bol/- 
waert wee finde that it was built by the Ladie Bol/- 


wzne daughter to Radbod King of Friſland, in the 


yeare 7 1 3. which Ladie was married to the Sieg- 
nior of Teekenbourg , iſſued fromthe Noble houlc 
of Dockenburg, the which of a caſtle was madea 
towne,and isnuw cailed Dockwn. This Ladie being 
a widowe, retired her ſelfe from Teekenbarg , into 
this quarter of Fr/ſland whereas King Radhod her 
father gaue hera houſe of pleaſure, and there ſhee 


built a {mall rtowne, which ſhee called by her owne 
name Bolſwaert, for that it was ſeared ina halfe 


Iſland : the which the Danes and Normans did of- 


ten ruine, yet inthe end it became a good rowne.

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Becing in that towne it was told mee that at that 
tine. of the foundation , the ſea came vp vnto it, 
but fincethe land harh wonne much of the ſea, ſo as 
it ſtaies at the village of Mackum. 


STAYVEREN,. 


FTis the moſt ancient, and was in former times, 

the cheefe towne of all Fr;/lard, wherof we haue 
ſufficiently diſcourſed,of the ſame ſociety and com- 
pany , but more ancient then that of Bol/waert, 
whoſe priuiledges (eſpecially their precedence at 
the Sod in Denymarke beforeall other ſhippes) wee 
haue made mention of before, being need!efſe now 
to make any further re-etitis:it ſtands vpon the ſea 
on the South {ide,on the entry of the gulph of Zuy- 
derzee,atthe point which lookes towards Holland, 
almoſt oppoſite tothe paſſage of Enchny/en, halfz a 
league from Hizde» open vppon the ſame ſhoare. Ir 
ſeemes that this is the placs whereas time the peo- 
plekept,whome Plxze cals Sturs,of which name all 
Fr:ſland was ſometimes called Regnum Staurie: 
Which Kingdome did extend to Nymegen , where 
was wont to be ingrauen on the Eaſt Port, hic {imes 
Imperii,Heere is the bounds of the Empire,and on 
the W eſt gare,Hic finis Regni Stanrie, Heere is the 
end of the Stauriens Kingdome : ſoas there isno 
doubt but heretofore it hath been a rich and migh- 
ty Towne, bur the tempeſts and Inondations of the 


ſcahaueoften annoyed it, and driven it farther into 


the 
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the country , becing told mee when] went to view 
it , that the old towne was a League nererto the 
Sea , andnow inthe botrome of the Sea: Beſides 
certaine barres of Sand haue ſtopt the Hauen , and 
taken away their nauigation,as wee haue formerly 
obſerued. There was wont to beea ſtrong Caſtle 
at the end of the towne, looking towardes the Sea 
and the Hauen:Burt during theſe laſt rroubles , the 
Captaine which was put in gard there witha garri. 
ſon,beging beſecged by the Eſtates, growing wil. 
ful and reſolute to keepe it,his ſoldiers hauing ſmal 
hope of any ſuccors,yeelded vp the place, and deli. 
uered their Captaine to the Eſtates 3 who cauſed it 
to bee preſently raized, as wee may ſee by a great 
part of the ruines. The towne is long and-narrow, 
inlarged and fortified with rampars 2nd bulwarks, 
but of ſmall importance and- ill intertained , as 
beeing held at this preſent -time not greatly 
nceſiie : The houſes in thegreat ſtreete are 
reſonable faire and well built , the Inhabitants line 
by their handy-workes and by che Sea , bur not of 


ſuch nauigation and'trafficke as they were wont 


to hauc. 
HARLINGE I. 


FF is now a good and ſpatious towne , and of 

good trafficke , ſince evokes, Robles Lord of 
Billy,Gouernor of che counrry of Freſlandand Gre- 
ning , tor the King ol Spaine cauſed the bankes 
| behinde 
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behinde the Caſtle, to bee repayred and:inlar- 

ed, with great labour andcoſt , which doth now 
F-fend it from the tempeſts and waues of the ſea 
which beate againſt it , which worke the Inhabi- 


rants ( oy the hard gouernment of 


the ſayd Robles ) cannot ſufficiently commend. 

The Eſtates of Fri{azd hauing fince- theſe laſt 
troubles reſt,med their liberty , have cauſed the 
ſaid Caſtle to: bee ruined ſo farre as it did ouer- 
looke the Towne , retaining the fortification 
which lookes towards the Sea and the Bankes, 
hauing in-che ſame place where: the ditch was 
drawne a goodly new Hanen-into the Towne, 

which paſſeth vnder a great draw-bridge , to go 
vnto the Port and not farre fromir, whereas a 
great number of Shippes may lye _— The 
reſt ofthe Towne thart is inlarged , is fortified with 
good rampars and Pulwarks. There are two cha- 
nells which comming trom the ſeatotheolde ha- 
uen,paſſe throughthe rowne, whereof the one goes 
to Franiker a league from thence , from whence ar 
all houres of the day Boates doe go with paſſen- 
gers,at an calte rate, This condos thus Gtu- 
ated vppon tht Sea , hath the beſt hauen and nee- 
reſt vnto the ſea of any other in all Fr://and, where 
they arerich Marchants , who beſides their ordi- 
nary trade in the country , aduenter much in long 


voyages,for the which they make goodly ſhippes,

Sxwecke, 
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Sneeke , and vppon the Nortweſt a League from 
Bolſwaert,on the South fide-as farrefrom S/oten: It 
isan opentowne,yer hath it municipal lawes , itis 
inuironed with alarge ditch, which may defend ic 
from che incurſions of the enemies,or of anyother 
inſolenr perſons. It conſiſts of two long rankes of 
faire houſes,from the Eaſt vato che W >: through 
the which doth paſle achanell, the which on either 
banke is planted with high trees,which do heaurifie 
thetowne.

Ir appeares by the Antiquities of Fr:{{and, that 
in the yeareone thouſand two handred f1xty three, 
this town was one of the moſt ancient of the coun- 
try , famous for their Nauigation and trafficke, 
Now itis the Store-houſe for ſhip-timber, for ſuch 
veſſcls as paſſe from one place vnto an other with- 
in the country , more then toany other rownein 
Fr:ſlend. Albert Duke of Saxony, according to the 
Donation made vnto him by the Emperour Max#- 
willian the firſt of the Hereditary gonernment 
of Fr./and , tooke pofleſhon of that towne, as 
the whole Iurifdition of /VeFHergoe and moreo- 
uer beeing neere- vnto that of: the ſeauen Foreſts, 
after thar bee had raized theſiege and freed his ſon 
at Franikey , hee became in a manner Maiſter of 
all Friſland.

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. Having deſcribed rhe two principal quarters of 1

THE SEAVEN FORESTS. 


His quarter ſo called by reaſon of the ſeauen 
Foreſts which were wont to bee there , bur 
now turned for the moſt part into paſture and 
land for tillage , which make the third quarter of 
Friſland , conlifting of cight Gretenies or Bayly- 
wicks , all which together haue ſeauenty fiue vil- 
Jages,among the which there are good Borroughs, 
the which ioynely have their Deputies ( bee they 
Gryctmen or others )at the ordivary Aſſemblic of 
the Eſtates ofthe ſaid Prouince , in the towrie of 
Leawaerden, Theſe names ſhould bee troubleſome 
ro the Reader, by reaſon of the ſtrangeneſſe therof, 
to ſet downe in writing the appellations of all the 
Gretenies of the three quarters of Fr://axd , becing 
in number 28. the which I cannot terme more pro- 
perly,then Bailywicks , & their Grietmen Balliffs. 
| There are ſome Ilandes depending vppon Fre/- 
4x4 ', among the wich Amelandr & Schellinckare 
\ the chiefe, thefirſt belonging toa particular Lord, 
who during the troubles hath keld it freeand neu- 
ral paying ſome contribution vnto the Admiralty, 
of Duakerke,ſo as the ſhips of the ſaid Iland might 
ſaile freely ro al places,as alſo the Duukerkers might 
go and reireſh them-ſclues in - the-ſayd _ 
cre 
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there are tliree good Villages in the faid Iland, be. 
ſides Amelandt(whereas the Scignior hath his lod. 
ging)recouered from the ſea- The Eſtates of the 
ſaid country hauec alſo within theſe thirty yeares a 
good portion of ground which they call the B/at, 
which is now wel defended with Dikes,and is made 
the fertileſt quarter in al'Fr;/a,d , where chey baue 
appointed a Bayliffe or Receiuer , for it isof great 
proffic and reuenue. H Wo 
There arc in diuers parts of Fr/{:#4turfes ſome 
hard and firme,others more light , which make not 
{o good coale as the firſt : and wheras they haue no 
turfes,the Peaſants vſe the dung of their cattel, with 
which they curte reedes very ſmall , and mingleir 
together,and then they dry it for the Winter:they 
ſay that bacon dryed with this fire , is more firme 
then any other. This Country yeeldes many good 
and ſtrong Horſes,which are tranſported through 
all Europe:as alſo great Oxen and very fatte. Their 
Kineare very fertill,the which do often bring forth 
twocalues at once z& theewes two or three lambs, 
and ſometimes foure together , where the Sheepe 
are very bigge of Cake Fe not ſo ſweete and ſauo- 
ry as thoſe of Berry, Arthotis , Cempenie in Brabant, 


which baue adry feed,and are 1-1le. 
OVERTSSELL. 


His Conty of Owerye/ in former times vnder 


the Principallitic of the Biſhops of Vzrechr, 
Was 
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was then called the high dioceſe , But ſence that 
the Emperor Charles the fifth 'obrained from the 
biſhop the temporality of both dioceſes the higher 
and the lo'wver; hee made two Prouinces, one of 7 
rrecht and the other of Oxery/el, the whicharenum- 
bred among the 17. Praninces, andnow vnder the 
vnion' of the Generall eſtates of the confederate 
Prouinces : who by armes haue ſhak't of the Spa- 
niſh yoake , and haue purchaſed their liberty, 
which they enioy at this day. This country is fo 
called for: that ir lies beyond the rine of T//: this 
Duch word Ozer,fignifying beyond, and in Latin 
Trans,lo as it was called Tran/i//alans. On the north 
ſide it hath Friſeland, and a partof the country of 
Grontng; on the South the Conty of Zurphen : to 
Eaſt the country of Fe#-phalia,and vpon the Welt 


the Zwuyderzee.lt is watred by many riuers,the T/{+/, 
Vidre,Regge, Dan-norre and Wahal,beſids the chanels 


which are kept in by the Sluce : A good and fer- 
till ſoyle, and fart paſtures, wherethey doc yeare- 
ly feed many fatte cattell. There is abundance of 
good butter and cheeſe and all -other forts of 
vicuall. * HO 4 hot 

The whole Pronince is diuided into three great 
Bavlywicks; that is of Salanat,of theold Saliens : of 
Twent, fo called of the ancient Twbanrims ;:and of 
Vollenhowen, which is in the mideſt of the other two, 
whereofthe onebendsto the North and the other 
to the South. The quarter of Sa/anafr compre- 


hends vnder it many good townes among the 
S which 
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which are theſe three Imperiall Hans townes. De- 
zerter ,Campen and Swolle:the leſſer are Haſit/t,Conn- 
erden, Genemnuidey , Ommen, Hardenbourg , Wilſon 
and Graff-borſt : That of T#ent hath thetownes , of 
Oldenzeel, Otmarſon , Enſchede, Ghoor , Dizepenham, 
DelZen, Rijſen, and tAlmeloo: The quarter of Yol- 
lenhouen hath a towne of that name witha Caſtle 
which was wont to be the Biſhopof F!rechts Pallzce 
when they cam into the high dioceſe: then the 
towne of Strenwicke , to which the Cayndert didbe- 
long,which was wontto be famous for the ſtrength 
of the Caſtle, the which was ruined in theſe Jaſ 
WAarres. 

Among the fortefied rownes , beſides the three 
Imperial! Hans. townes of Dewenter, Campen and 
Swolle , are thoſe of Haſſelt vpon Yiare{ to diſtin- 
guiſh it from Haſe/za good towne inthe country of 
Licge )Oldenzeel,Stcemwick, Otmarſom and Exſcheede, 
There are alſo a great number of caſtles and aboue 
I20.Borrowughs and villages. | 

The ſouerainty ofthis Province,before the trou- 


bles in the Netherlands, did oiooy vnto Phillip the. 


ſecond King of Sparine , who ſucceded the Emperor 
Charles the fift his father , who had the intereſt 
(confirmed by the Pope ) from Henry of Bavaris 
Biſhoppe of Vzrecht ,” vpon certaine conditions, 
the cheefe whereof was, that hee ſhould main- 
taing their priuiledges; for want whereof and to 
free them from the oppreſſion of the Spaniards, 
they haue(as allthe other vaited Prouinces) freed 
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them-ſclues and recouered their liberty : where- 
of the people ( as well as the Friſons ) are wonder. 
fully defirous,and impatient to beare the yoake. 
The ſayd Prouince hath ncuer acknowledged 
but two members in their gouernment,that is, the 
Nobility , ofthe which are choſen the particular 
gouernors,and high officers, and they three Impe- 
riall townes, Dewenter, Campen and Swoll, and no 0- 
thers.By the voices & ſuffcagesof which ewo mem- 
bers,all difficulties in the Eſtate are decided : And 
whatſoeuer hath bin decreed by chem according to 
the conſtitutions of the country , ſhall remaine 


 firme and ſtable: And as the nobility ia precedence 


yeeld not troanyzno more do thetowns,but in their 
order and degree: whereof Dewerter is the firſt, 
then Camper, and laſt Swoll : euery oneof which 
townes iudge by decree as well in ciuill as criminal 
cauſes; and either ofthem hath priuiledge to'coine 
money . Let this ſuffice for a breefe deſcription of 
the Eſtate of the country of Ozery/el/ : Let vs 
now come to a particular deſcription of thetowaes 


DEVENTER. 


HE firſt of the three Imperiall Hays townes - 


is ſeated vppon the right banke of the riuer of 


' Tſellthree leagues from Zutpher, and fourefrom 


Swoll, It wasa goodly great town,and ef great traf- 
fick before the laſt troubles : But the two 1ieges 
which chey hauec "—_ forced ro endure with 
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in theſe chirty yeares by the vnited Eſtates , hath 
much decayedit. Thefirſtrimeintheyeare 1 57 8, 
when it was yeelded tothe Earle of Rexebere, Licu- 
tenant forthe ſaid Eſtates and the country, ſince 
the earle of Leceſter gouernor for the Queene of 
England ProteQtreſle ofthe vniced Provinces, gaue 
the Gouermnent thereof to Sir #1/1am Stanley an 
Eng'iſh Collonel , who fold it ro the Spanzard:So as 


it remained ſubiect to the Spanzſh inſolencies, from 


the yeare 1587, vntothe yeare 15 9 1, Whenas 
Prince Mawrice went'to beſcege it with the ſaid 


Eſtates , inthe which Cont Harman Vanden Bergh, 


Couſin german to the Prince commanded, whome 
hee forced to yeelde by compoſition , after a 
great battery;the ruines whereof will not be eaſily 


| repaired in many yeare;, eſpecially towards the 


kaye. | 

Bur whereas the cannon could not anoy thern, it 
is well built, with faire high houſes, the ſtreets 
broad and cleane with a faire market place, in the 
mideſt whereof is the houſe of the ſworne com- 
panies, whereasa gara is kept day and night, be- 
fore the great Collegiall Church is the tov ne- 
houſe which they call &ard h»ys thar is to ſay , the 


. councell houſe , whereas the Bourguemaſters and 


Senators doe aſſemble dayly to doe iuſtice to cue- 
ry man. The Magiſtrats there ſhew them-ſelues 
modeſtly graue, and the Burgers ciuill, among 
whomethere arerich Marchams, by the trafficke 
which they haue of all forts of Marcbandiſe, ox 
we 
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of marchandiſe, as well by Land into #eft9balie 
andother places of Germany , as by the riuer of rf 
ſel,which on onefide mounts vp the Rhinvnto Cole 
gnc,and deſcends downe before Campesxco the Zuy- 
derzee, vnto Amſterdam, Herne, Enchwmſexand other 
Towns of He/landand Friſeland, Since it was laſt 
yeelded , it is wunderfu'ly fortified with ram- 
ars and 200d Bullwarkes, beſides that it hath al. 
waies had adouble wal of Bricke round abour it. In 
ou'id time when as matters ſuceedednor well in the 
dioceſe of Ytrecht, the Biſhops retired chem{'elues 
to Deuentey ,as We read of Biſhop Baldric, whorto 
fly the fury of the Normans and Danes which ruined 
the towne of Y7recht , retired with all his clergy ro 
this towne: then the Danes being chaſed away , he 
returned and repared the Cathedrall Church, 
which they had madea ſtable for their horſes. In this 
towne doth vſually re{ide the Droſſart(or great Bay- 
af) for chequarter of $a/avdt, whereof chis is the 
chicfc rowne,and in the which chere is great ſtore 


of gentlemen. 


CAMPEN. 


His is the ſecond of three Hans townes inthe 
Prouince of Oxeryſe!/, although it be nor like ro 
allrhereſt, on theocher ſide of the river of Tſe, 
but on Geflers- ſide , it is a'faire great rowne, 
of mors length then 'bread/h , the which after 


that it had beene yeclded vnto the Earle of 
S 3 Remeberg 
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Reneberg in the name of the Eſtates , it was 
much þetter fortified then before, It hath a- 
goodly bridge vpon the river, atthe end whereof 
they did then build a good fort to defendit ; by 
which bridge they may goe both on horſe-backe, 
Wagon and foote, toall the townes of Owery/e/, 
Friſcland and Groning , or elle if they will by the 
chanells which rune th:ough the country. Hauin 

paſt this bridge, going towards Yolenhouen & dns 


muden, you enter intoa goodly great and ſpatious 


paſture, full ofdiches,which they cal 2daefter brouk, 
which yeelds as good butter and cheeſe as any part 
in Hold: befids, that ina ſhort time it fats a great 
number of goodly Oxen . This paſturehath at the 
teaſt foure leagues in circuit, from the bridge of 
Campen vato Geelmuyden along the riuer of Y:ave, 
paſiing before the towne of Hſſelt , then paſſing on 
to Swol , it returnes fromthence to Camper,which 
' Circuit is a halfe dayes jorny, It is good cheape 
lyuing in this towne, there is aboundance of freſh 
water fiſh and good cheape, asSalmon , Sturgion, 
Carpes, Barbels and Pikes. I didonce buy three 
Carpes there, either being a foote and a halfe long 
for fixe Patars a peece, the which tideto the barke, 
and fwimming .in the Z#yderzee, I brought aliue 
to 4miterden, All ſorts of victuallare good cheape 
there , eſpecially foules and Ducke and Mallard, 
This towne is Full of Gentlemen and learned men: 
the houſes are faire and high built , amd ſtreets 
very cleane. Ic is much i and , ſs 
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Magiſtrates are affable and the people ciuill and 
courtegus, tens thoſe that _ fled thether for 
relligion: are kindly entertayned, yea they are 
Fen therher to ſer vp their trades , bale Ve- 
ry fit for jt,” for that the Marchants and worke- 


within theſe twelue or thirteene yeares . The 


men may goe in one we with agood wind to 
_nſterdem , and going from thence atnight, af- 
ter the diſpach of their bufines, they may bee the 
next day againe at their owne houſes, which isa 


great commodity. This towne hath,priuffedgeta 


coynemopy, and they carefully enterrgine a free 
{chole,

lk a land towne, of a round forme , ſituated yp= 


on alittle Brooke running into the riuer of /7dre, 
and from thence by the blacke water into the 
Zuyderzze : It is held to bee ſtrong, hauingcuer 
had double walles and double diches : ſince theſe 
troubles it hath beene fortified with new rampars 
and Bulwarks. In former times: it was wont intime 
of daunger to bce the-tetreat of the Gouernor 
and of the Councell of that country, who made his 
reſidence at Yellewhouew. It is good cheape li- 
uing there, butthe ſtreetsare not ſo cleane kept 
as at Camper , by reaſon of the Catrell which 
they keepe within the towne and the great 
mulcitude of Wagons which come therher

It hath-not bene any way anoyed by ſiege du- 
ring theſe troubles, like to Dewenter and Campen,be- 
ingfallen into the Eſtates power, by the preuention 
of the well affeed Burgers,who chaſed away them 
ofche Spanrſh faction , whereby they are become 
rich. It hath rwo chanels which paſſe through ic,

1s our Ladies Church.In honor of this Town theſe 
foure latinvcrſes were made.

Inleſſe then twenty years it felt twoſieges,the one 
by Charles Earlc of Manſfeldt for the Prince of 
Parma,who was forced to retire, the rowne beeing 
victualed by Count wi/l:am , Lewisof Naſſau, Phr- 
lppe Earle of Hohenloo and Generall Norres. Being 
afrerwards ſurpriſed by the Spa»rards, Prince Mau- 
rice went to beſiege it in the yeare of our Lord 
1593. the which hee did ſo importune both by 
batrerie and myne , as ( notwirhſtanding the great 
lofſe ofhis men, he himſelfe being alſo (hot ,in the 
checke,)hee forced them toyeeld by compoſition, 
It is nor ten yeares ſince the Spaniards made an o- 
ther enterpriſc,but ir ſucceeded not. It was much 
defaced by theſe two fieges , but itnow begins to

country . It is mid-way begwixt Cormorden and Om- 
men, boththetowne and caſtleare to this day al- 
molt ruined by theſe laſt warres. 


COEW ARDEN. 


Efore the laſt ſiege which Prince HManrice of 
Naſſau laied beforeit , the which hee rooke by 
compoſition, it was buta little baſe rowne, com- 
manded by a great and ſtrong caſtle. The Droſ/art 
hearing of the Princes approach , cauſed the ſayd 
towne to be burnt and ruined, tothe end the enemy 
ſhould hane no commodity to lodge there: yet hee 
did ſo prefſerthis rowne both by battry and myne, 
as the Dro//art was forced to yeeld it 3 ſome two 
monerhs after the taking of Strenwyck by the ſayd 
Prince, lying in the ſame countrie of Owery//et, In 
the yeare-1593. Cont Herman wvanden Berghe and 
Verdugo went to þbeſfiege it, but when as they ſaw, 
they could not prevaile any thing, neither by bat- 
terynor myne , hauing changed their firſt reſolutj- 
on, and thinking to fa:1iſh ic in time, they ſtopr vp 
all the paſſages with forcs, fo as nothing could 
Elcr 
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enter into it: yetthe Princes men that were in gar- 
riſon within the caſtle,mainrained themſclues with 

reat conſtancy and reſolution a whole winter; vn- 
till the Spring , when as the Prince came witha 

ood army to vicuall it in deſpight of all theſe 
{Ai : which Cont Herman and Verdugo ſecing , a- 
bandoning all their forts or burning them, they re- 
tired: wherefore the Prince hauing victualed it at 
eaſc,and ſupplied it with freſh men, the ſame Som- 
mer,bcing inthe yeare t 5 9 7. hee wentto beſiege 
the towne of Groning, the which hee tooke,as wee 
wil ſhew hercafter. Since the Eſtates hatie giuen 
order for the repayring of thetowne, for that itisa 
good paſſageto goe by land into Fr;//ard,the coun- 
trics of Groning , Weſtphalia , Breme and other 
places, |

All this is comprehended in the country of 0- 
ery/ſel, which is the ſeauenth in ranke of the eight 
vnited Prouinces of the Netherlands , which haue 
recouered their liberty by armes,andacknowledge 
arthis day no Soucraigne Prince but the generall 
Eſtates of the ſayd vnion: which eight Prouinces 
are, the Dutchie of Ge/ares,the Earledomes of. H-/. 
land, Zeeland and Zutphen, the Siegneuries of Y- 
trecht, Friſland, Oneryſſel and Groning. Weſt-Friſland 
(whereofthey might make a Prouince by ir ſelfe)is 
comprehended vnder the county of- Hell: , who 
giue it the name of Noort-hol/and; which the Yeſt- 
Friſzs wit not willingly hearc of*for taey hauetheir - 
particular Eſtates, Admiralty, Oihcers and Mynte, 
Prince Maurice of Na//au hath this Proutnce of 0. 
weryſet.,vnder his goucrnment, with Ge/are, Holland, 
Zeeland, Zutphen and Pretht, 

Theaſſembly of the Eſtates of the ſaid Prouince, 
both generall and particular is diuerſly made, ac- 
cording to the ancient cultomes & ores 
lin 
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of cuery quarter , not tied in that regard to any 
townes , but according their orderand ranke; the 
deputies changing often.I haue ſcene them held in 
8 country houſe . Wherefore wee cannor ſpecefic 
any certaine place of their aſſembly, by reaſon of 
their often change. Yet there remaines a certaine 
forme of a colledge of Eſtate in the towne of De- 
nexter : But it cannot reſolue of any affaires of im- 
porrance, which muſt bee referred to the aſſemblie 
of the Eſtates for the whole Prouince,whereſocuer 
it ſhalbe held. Yer when as the affaires ſhall tend to 


 thegood or ' 27mvY of the generality of the vni- 


on, they muſt referre them to the aſſemblie ofthe 
generall Eſtates of all the vnited Prouinces, the 
which is commonly kept at the Hege in Holland.

"i He Eſtate of the towne of Groningue, andthe 
Ommelands ( which are country 1uriſditions 
conſiſting of many good Borroughs Villages, Ab- 
baics and Monaſteries) are ſituated betwixt the ri- 
uers of Ems and Lenwers, and make a Siegneury or 
Prouince, which is numbred among the 17. of the 
Netherlands , and the cight in ranke of the vnited 
Prouinces : which are repreſented and gouerned 
by the common conſent of the Eſtates of the ſayd 
Prouince. Beforethat wetreat ofthis Eſtate in ge- 
neral,we wil firſt ſpeake ofthe town of Groningue, 


which giues the name vnto the whole Prouince: 
Tl which 


a. 
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which name ſome hold was ginen it by Grunnius, 
;iflued from the bloud of the Kings of Frs/and,who 
was the founder , and not that Tro/an of whom Se- 
taſtian Munſtcr ſpeakes . This towne is ſeated in a 
pleaſant ſoyle , enuironed with goodly paſtures, 
ſome thinking thart it hath taken the name fromthe 
greenes thereof ; this worde of Greey ſignifying 
oreene , /ygez beingas an adiectiue which makes 
vppe the word, wheroftherc are many both in his 
and other Prouinces of the Netherlands , as He- 
fagbe,Finebagey & others in the country of Groe- 
ningue 3 Harlinghe in Frifland , Vleerdinghe in Hot- 
land , Fliſinghe in Zeeland, Poperinghe 1n Flanders 
and others els where. g 
This rowne with the dependances, was hereto- 
fore giuen to the Biſhops of Yerechtin the yeare 
x 05 7. by the Emperor Hezrythe third and others 
going before him, and by their ſucceſſors, (ſince 
that the Normans deſtroicd the. trowneof Yrerecht): 
whereof they gaue letters of Eſtate to the ſayd 
Piſhops,of the which they haue alwaies made vſc, 
yntill the end of the laſt age. The whichnotwith- 
ſtanding was often taken from them,as well by the 
Groningers themſelues , as by the Princes which 
haue ſeazed vponthat Siegneury : amongſt others 
Albert and George Dukes of Saxony , who had the 
iftfrom the Emperors Frederic and Maximilian, 
and Eadſard Earle of Embden', whom they accepted 
for their Lord , all which did nor acknowledge the 
Biſhops af Y7rec/}4, T his rowac is inticht with two 
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ſmall riuers , Huneſoand 4h4, comming out of the 
countrie of Drenthe, through the Ommelanisthe 
which compalling- about the towne , meete inthe 
ſuburbes which is called Schaytenayep , from 
whence paſſing by the towne of Dam, with other 
ſmall brookes which ioyne there, they fall by the 
Sluſes of De/fzyele into G Dullart , which is of the 
river of Ems : by the which all ſhips both great and 
ſmall take their courſe, to ioyne with the greater, 
which anchor ypon the Du//art,and foto goefrom 
thence to ſea whether they pleaſe . There were 
wont tobetwelue churches in thistowne, whereof 
three were pariſh churches : the firſt was Saint 
Martins , the ſecond Saint YWalburge (which Tem- 
ple hath the forme of a M/quee, which they fay 
was buiit by Pagans, the Pariſh beeing now an- 
nexedco har of Saint Xartin),andthe third is that 
of our Lady , ioyning to one of the Market places. 
Other five are Monaſteries,and the foure which re- 
maine Hoſpitalls:among the cloiſters that of Frax- 
ciſcatns,eing in the mideſt of the cown,is conuer- 
ted toa colledge for ſchollers, for the ſtudy of hu- 
manity,wherotat my bcing there, doctor Ybbo Ems 
was Rector, the other cloiſters & monaſteries are 
applied to better vſes,then to feed idle bellies. The 
foure hoſpitalls are entertained , whereof the firſt, 
which is great likea pariſh , is called ofthe Holie 
Ghoſt,the ſecond Saint Gheertrayde:the third Saint 
lemes.and the fourth Saint A n 
There are inthis town two goodly marker places; 
| che 
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the one for the greatneſle , was called Dat-brede 
marckt , very great and ſpacious , the like whereof 
is not be ſeenc in any other towne, beginning from 
Saint Martins church-yard,going toward the weſt, 
at the end whereof is the towne-houſe: nere vnto 
it is the other market-place not muchleſſe,which 
goes to our Ladies church,which they call Tey 4- 
ha,or fiſh market ; Ar whichtwo market places 
(which is a goodly thing to ſee ) there meet 17. of 
the greateſt ſtreets of the towne: whereof fix goto 
ſcueral gates,(bcing cight in al)that is to Poe/port, 
Ooſter port, Heren port, Ter Aa port. Botteringe port, 
& Ebbing port, which gates are called by thename, 


of the ſaid ſtreertes : lhe Sparieras in the Duke of ec 
Aluas time did builde a Girradel at Heren port, Je 
which the Burgers did ruine,when as Gaſpar of Rob- w 
les, Lord of Billy, a Spaniard,Gouernor ofthe town, : 
was deteined priſoner by his owne ſoldiars and the ſc 
rowne reduced vnder the vnion of the Eſtates,but ri 
afterwards it was trecherouſly yeclded vnto the E: 
King of Spazve by George of Lalam, Earle of Rhene- th 
berg , with the murther of the Burgue-maſter and pl 
ſome Burgers : vntill the yeare 1 5 9 4. thatPrince ſe 
Maurice of Naſſaudid force itby a ſiege and furi- b 
ous battery to ſubmit ir ſelfe vnder the obedience br 
of the ſayd generall Eſtates, as it continues vnto 
this day with the Ommelendes. This towne hath an 
berweene Poe/port and Steeneille port ,a goodly c 
fuburbes with a chanell, where the ſhippes arriue jo 
which come from Dams ; Delfzsell and other places is 
of 
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ofthe country, with turfes and al forts of prouiſion, 
neceſſary for the towne which ſuburbes are ſo for- 
ceficdas the Inhabitants thinke themſclues as ſafe 
thereas within the towne : it is called Schuytendiep. 
Within theſe ten yearesthe generall Eſtates / for 
ſome iclouſic which they had of the ſayd towne)as 
well for feare of intelligences of ſome Burgers 
with the Spanzzrds,as alſo to take away all occaſion 
for Eno Earle of Eaſt-fri//ardto atrempr againſt 
the ſayd towae,cauſed a cittadell to bee built,in the 
which they entertained an ordinary garriſonthe 
which keptthe murins in awe. 

There is yet an other ſuburbe rampared like vn- 
to a fort, at the Port Ter CA3anotherat the Port 
of Botteringe,and an other beyondthe Citradell,all 
which ſuburbes haue much endured during the 
ſiege, andin the laſtwarres;as many goodly hou. 
ſesof pleaſure, as well of gentlemen, cittizens , as 
ritch farmers,moſt part ruined doc yet ſmart for it. 
Finally the ſituation of this towne is ſuch, thatas 
they may carrie and tranſport whatſoeuer they 
pleaſe by water: ſo may they allo doe by land at all 
ſeaſons of the yeare,by the Drenth and other neigh- 
bour places to the fronters of Germany , which 
brings great proffit to the towne. 

As for the Ommelandes chat is to ſay,the champi- 
an country thereabouts, which conſiſts of many 

ood Bourges andvillages , although they bee nor 
ubie@ to thetowne, yet by a mutual accord,there 
js ſuch vnity among them, as in many things , they

hauz yeelded vnto the'towne zas the right of the 
market , the ſtaple of marchandiſe fold by great or 
by retaile,to ſell no ſtrange beerenor ale through. 
out all che country,but only ſuch as they doe brew 
within the towne: the which is ſer downe atlarge 
in the letters of the ſtature, in_the yeare of our 
Lord 1455. renewed and augmented in the yeare 
148 2. And the chiefe point wherein the Omme- 
lands haue yeelded vnto therowne, the which they 
haue cnioyed for theſe many yeares , is touching 
matters of Juſtice, by the which the wiſe men of 
the country are governed, Inferior Tudges kept in 
awe, the iuriſdition maintained , the pride ofthe 
ritch and mighty reſtrained, and the Edidts belong- 
ing to the common-weale,concerning their autho. 
ritie publiſhed. For the which the Magiſtrate or 
Senate of the rowne chuſe fiuc honorableperſons 
fir for thoſe charges to bee renewed euery yeare, if 
for their ſufficiencie and meritres they bee not con- 
tinued two or three yeares, theſeare called Hoft- 
mannem ,they are ſeldome choſen if they haue 
beene Bourgue-maiſters , Senators. or of the 
councell. 
Theſe fiue Hof#-mannem tooke knowledge of all 
things were it by themfelues alone or joyntly with 
the Senate. Their Court was called,their judici- 
all chamber, their authoritie was great ouer all the 
champian country:which by !ittle and little did ex- 
tend beyond the riuer of Lanwvvers:and then into 
Oftergoeand Veſtergor, two chiefe Cantons of _—

land,wheerby there grewe great quarrells betwixe 
the Groningers and Friſons: yea among the Friſons 
themſelues, diuided-into thoſe two curſed factions 
of the Schyeringers and Wetcoopers . To pacefic the 
which the Emperor Freaer:ck the 3. ſent Ofto var 
. Langhena Chanoine of Ments and his councellor 
into Fr//and: but hee returned without any effe&, 
by reaſon of the wiltulneſſe ot the Sthieringers. The 
Emperor Fredrick dying ſoone after , Maximilian 
the firſt his ſon, ſucceeded inthe Empire, who ſent 
the ſame Ozto var Langhen again into Friſlana,with 
an ample commiſſion , giuing them authority ( as 
they had before time)to chooſe a Poteſtate, (which 
1sas much to ſay as a Prouinciall Gouernor )and 
to ſettle the Fri/9ns in their ancient liberties: 
whereby the Groen/ngers had beene excluded from 
the confederation which they had with them of* 
Oftergoe and Weſtergoe . But although the Fri/ons 
were well inclined to. this Ele&ion of a Poteſ- 
tate, ( wherein they proceeded fo farre, as there 
was one choſen of the chiefe of their Nobilitie 
and well qualified ) yet oneof the factions held 
him for ſuſpect , either partie deſyring to haue 
one of his league, where-v3on tneir hatred did 
ſo increaſe , as O#to preuayled no more then 
at the firſt , which made.the Emperour Max/- 
miltzn to give the gouernment Hereditarie 
of Friſland and Groningue to Duke <Albertus of 
F351 zas wee ſhewed inthe deſcription of Friſ= 
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[Duke _AMbertus having afterwards broken this 
confederation betwixtthem of Groening and Friſe 
land; ouer whom hee held himſelfc halte Maiſter, 
ſecking to diſpoſe of all things at his pleafure, 
as well within the towne of Groerzne as in the 
Ommelands , where hee pretended an abſolute ſu- 
perioritic: which they becing vnwilling ro yeeld 
vnto, hee went to beſiege the towne of Groening, 
che whichafter along ſiege, having endured ma- 
ny Indignitics from Duke Alberrus , and fearing 
in the end a badde iſſue of this warre , they did call 
in and recciue for their Protector Hereditarie, 
Eaſard Earle of Embder, or rather of Eaff-Friſland 
(Lieutenant at thar ftege' to the Duke , but dif- 
contented with Collonel Y3r) vppon certaine con» 
ditions , amongſt others , to build a fort or block» 
houſe,the which was done. 

The Duke ſeeing himſelfe deceined by the Earle, 
and diſapointed of ſo goodly a prey, ment for the 
recouery thereofto imploy all his meanes,holding 


the Friſo;:5 to bee halfe vanquiſhed. The Groening-. 


ers ſecing the Emperour to imbrace the Dukes 
quarrell,and that there was a proſcription ſent our 
by the Empire againſt Cont Ed/ard, who could 
hacdly free himſclie 8 much leſſe prote@ them:ra- 
ther then to fal vnder the proud gouernment of the 
Saxons , they called in Charles Duke of Geldre, a 
Princethat waz ſtirring & high minded to vnder- 
take their proteQion, & vpon the ſame conditions 
that they had receiued Cont Edſardonely the _ 

which 
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which he had built ſhould berazed, the which the 
Geldrois (to augment his Signenries) would notne2- 
le&, ſending the Scignior of Oyez to take poſleſ- 
fion :and thus the rowne and ſtate of Groning fell 
intothe hands of the Geldrois which was the cauſe 
of gre \t warres betwixt the two Dukes of Saxony 
and Gelares. 
The Geldrois being put in pens of the towne 
intheyeare, 1 5 1 8.andof the Ommelandes, 1 5 2 1s 
(as ſuch an aGiive ſpirit cannot containe him-ſelfe 
within his bounds ) hee began ſoone after to at- 
temptas well ypon the rights of the towne asthe 
prevuiledges of the Ommelandes, The Groningers ha- 
uing diſcoucred his practiſes with nh taine Mets 
nardvan Ham , for the King of Dewmarke, vpon the 
towne of Dam, which is of their iuriſdition, the 
which hee pretended to fortefieto keepe Groening 
in ſubicion , and then to doe all things athis plea- 
ſure. They ſecing them-ſelues thus circumuented, 
and knowing the dukes intention, grew cold in their 
affetion which they did firſt beare him , rurning ie 
tothe houſe of Bourgongne, where-vpon having re. 
ſolued with the'conſent of the O7melanas they did 
write vnto George Schencke , Baron of Fautenburg, 
knight ofthe order ofthe Golden-fleece, pouernor 
of Friſeland for the Emperor Charles the fift accor- 
ding tothe 644, £3" which the Duke of Sax 
had made vnto him, to which effc che ſayd Seig+ 
nor Schexcke ( hauing recctued commiſſion from 
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the Lady Mary Queene of Hungary , iſterto the 
Emperor ) marched with all the forces hee could 
thether,where he centred in Tune in the yeare.1536. 
and there recciued their orh of fidelity , in the Em- 

erors name,3s Duke of Brabart,Earle of Flanders, 
Helland,Zeeland,coc.Lord of Friſe/andand Ouerrſſel, 
but vpon certaine conditions,that the members and 
ſtate of the Seigneury of G70x52g ſhould hold their 
priuiledges,right and ſtatutes,as they haqreceaued 
them from their anceſtors: that the towne ſhould 
hold their ancient Preture andthe foraine:that they 
ſhould build a pallace inthe rowne for the Empe- 
ror fit for a Prince, but without any fortification: 
the forts inthe country ſhould be razed, & noe new 
builr , ifneceflity did not require it for the defence 
of the country and of the rowne,out of whoſe reue- 
nues there ſhould be yearely payed vnto the Empe- 
ror & to his ſucceſſors 12000.crownes,vp6 which 
conditio Phillip K.of Spaine was receiuedin Tannary, 
1550, Among all the priuiledges of the ſaid towne, 
they haue one very notable, which came from their 
anceſtors , with an inviolable contynuation, which 
is : Tharnoc King, Prince, Effate nor common- 
weale, can call any Bourgey or Cittizen of that 
towne into iuſtice, nor cauſe him to bee cited or 
adiorned before any court, but onely before the 
Senat or his ordinary indge : more-ouer that noe 
man might appeale from any ſentence that were 

wen, either in ciuill or cryminall cauſes, neither 
from the court of Heffmayxs or iudiciall chamber, 
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in that which concernes their iuriſdition, from 
' the which no man of what quality ſo-euer ma 
decline : moreouer the towne is Lady and miſtriſſe 
of her ownelawes and ſtatutes, the which by a ſo- 
veraigne power they may make and vndoe, create 
and abrogate without the-authority of any per- 
fon, The Eſtates of the Ommelards haue alſo the 
like authority in their regard. The tovrne hath had 
apriniledge to coyne ft]uer and copper for theſe 
fonre hunderd years,and gold {ince the yeare. 1474. 
' The Magtſtracy of the rowne conſiſts as it hath 
done time out of mind, of foure Bourgue-maiſters 
and twelue Senators ( but of late daies, for before 
they were wont to haue 16.) which arethehead of 
the common-weale , all hauing equal voices, bur 
not equall in dignity and authority . "This Senat 
takes knowledge of all that concernes the towne: 
they haue power tochooſe the Hoftmansor Pretors 
of F country&to ſend ambaſſages wher need ſhould 
require:to conclude, their diity is to provide both 
in general & particular for the good of the common 
weale. Their charge is for two yearcs and they are 
created with ſuck order as eucry 1 eare eightarc de- 
poſed, and other eight ſubrogared in their places,a- 
mong the which Icomprehendthe Bourguemaiſter. 
After the Senat and Zoftmarns, there is within 
thetownea colledge of 24.men, choſen out of the 
beſt families, whici they cal the fworne councellors 
for that from yeare to yearethey binde them-ſelues 
by oth tothe Common-weale of Groning, withour 
 whome 
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whome the Senat cannot reſolue of any mattersof f 
importance,concerning the whole common-weale d 
as tovndertake a warre, or to giue it ouer;z tocon- ti 
trad alliances,make lawes or to breake them, build 0 
new fortsor other publike workes: change their f 
mony; bring the towne in debt or chrage itwith n 
rents otherwiſe :To treat of which things,the ſcnat rl 
cauſeth them to be called , which haue beene depo- c 
ſed, whom they call the old ſenat : and ſome-times ti 
they call ſome of the beſt cittizens ofthe rowne, as il 
the Deans or maiſter of the cheefe trades, men of ri 
great credit among the people. This colledg of a 

foure and twenty ſworne men, hath as it were a tri- 
umuirat,which ſpeakes for them all,and bind them- ſ 
ſclues by oth vnto the Senat,to procure the townes r 
 good,and to make a faithful report of all;the which r 
may properly bee called Tr:bunes of the people. V 
| Thercare many other offices in the towne, ſer- | U 

ning fortheentertainment and preſeruation there- 
of : as Prouoſts ofthe wacth, Maiſters of quarters: 4 
Heads,Captaine or Deaxs of the ſworne compa- © 
nics, whom the Senat doth chooſe for life:Maiſters S 
of workes,ouerſcers of the waights and meſures for e 
bread and beere. To conclude,it ſeemes there wants t 
nothing for a well gouerned common-weale. { 
The manner of choſing the Magiſtrart in that r 
towne is as followeth. One halfe of the councell 4 
which are fixcreene and of the twenty foureſworne b 
men arcycerely depoſed , whoſe places are filledby b

five perſonages well qualified among the twenty 
foure 
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foure Iurats whome the Gouernor of the Frouince 
doth name, which fiue do chooſe out of all the 
rowne eight new councellors , to fill vp the places 
ofthem that are depoſed , which eight newly cho- 
ſen,with eight old remaining,choſe toure Bourgue- 
maiſters, more-ouer the Gouernor names (belides 
the twenty foure ſworne men ) five other men who 
chooſe twelne among the commons of the towne, 
co fill vpthe place of twelue that were depoſed, ſo 
the twelue new Iurats with the tw elue of theold 
remayning, make vp the number of twenty foure, 
all which together chooſethe three Tribunes, 

There is alſo in that towne an ordinarie free 
ſchole or rather a colledge,which is very famous by 
reaſon of Doctor Ybbo Emmins, an excellent Hiſto- 
riographer , who was Re@2r and gouernedit : of 
whoſe writing we haue for the moſt part made vie, 
inthe deſcription of Freeſeland. 

The Ommelanas are diuided into three quarters; 
the Feuelingo, Himſing and the weſt quarter, cuery 
one hauing their preuiledges written in diuers 
Seign-uries, as places of judgement , which they 
call Redgerrechten, Gretenies Or Baylewths, whereof 
the bourguemaſters,and councel of the towne haue 
ſome, and the Nobles or proprietaries of the ſaid 
towne and Ommelands haue the reſt : in the which 
the Redgers , Gryetmays or Bayliffes take knowledge 
both of ciuill and criminall cauſes, and determine 
of themaccording vnto equity and juſtice, from 


which ſentences in ceuery iuriſdition & Seigneury, 
rouching

cowne which they call. 


couching the right thereof duties, Inheritances, 
morgages by writing or otherwiſe, they may ap- 
peale before the aſſembly , which they cal YVarwes, 
compoſed of a Lieutenant , foure Capirouxwith 
their Aſſeſſors, Redgers , Nobles, Propyiftaries, 
Grietmans or Bayliffs. In other cauſes nor concer- 


ning the matters aboue ſpecified,in caſe of appeale, - 


they go vntoghe Lieutenants and Captaines of the 
towne of Grenzne ,as the chicfe , and ofthe Omme- 
lands,whoin ſuch caſes iudge alſo by decree,(as we 
haue ſaid ) without any appealc , cuocation or re- 
miſſion : Being alwates to bee vnderſtood,that the 
ſaid lieutenant: whe is choſen by the Eſtates of the 
towne & country, aadthe 4.-Capitoux by the Bur- 
guemaſters and councell, may not meddle with the 


 ſuperintendency,nor thepolitik gouernment of the: 


Ommelands , but according to the commiſſion, oth 
and inſtructions which they have from the Eſtates 
choſen by the towne and county: In thename and 
behalfof the ſouerajgntyof the whole Eſtate , and 
Siegneury,they may adminiſter Iuſtice,according 
to F right & ancient. cuſtomes of the Prouince. By 
the which Lieutenant & Capicoux, in vertue ofa 


— certaine grant madeby theEmperor Charles the 5. 


in 1 538.vnto the of Fedde & weſtuveldinger-lanat, 
cuen in caſes of appeall all matters within the ſaid 


+ «quarters of Fedde and #eſtuuoldinger-landt,are de- 
' cided, without any further euocation,prouocation 


or reuiſion. Of this towne doth meerly dependthe 
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T His towne is two leagues from Groning, in an- 

cient time a good towne of trafficke, as beeing 

the Sluſe to goeto the ſea, the whichis now at Def 
feel (ipe that which they call Zyel or Damis all 
one, ſignifying a Sluſe) but ſincethe yeare 15 3 6. 

being raken by aſſaulr for the Imperialiſts, when as 
the Gelarors did hold it, the walles were demante- 
led: and then it was accorded that ir ſhould not be 
lawfull for the Groxingers to wall it inany more, 
nor to make any fort. The which notwithſtanding 
could not bee obſerued, for ſince the laſt warres,tt 
hath bin fortefied, and takenand retaken againe.

S atthis preſent a greatand mighty fort in forme 

of a towne, much greater then before : for many 
yeares ſince there was one, but ithath beene often 
ruinedand repaired againe: It was concluded be- 
twixt the Emperour and the Groenineers , that 
enis-fort ſhould bee razed , and that they ſhould 
notbuild any one there,or in any other place with- 
out the conſent of both parties, yet in theſe laſt 


watres they haue ſuffred both that and others ro

be built , whereof ſome are ruined as vnprofitable, 
ſome are yet ſtanding, which in time may beealſo 
razed. Bur that of De/fzyel, for the greatnes : num- 
ber of inhabirants, ſtrength and commodity, ſtand- 
ing vpon the Dullart, is likely to ſtand till, andin 
timeto become a good towne of traflick , yet vnder 
the ſubic&ion of the Groningers. | 
This is all we can ſay in breefe of the rowne, Ef- 
rate and commonweale of Groning and their Omme- 
lands; yer we may not forget that out of this towne 
are come great and learned men: among others 
Rodolphus Agricols , of whome that great Ereſms of 
Rotterdam,giucs an honorableteſtimony,forthar he 
was expert inthe Grecke,cloquent in the Latine,an 
excellent Orator 3 a good Poct, aſubrill Philoſo- 
pher, a perfe& Muſition, being able to make Mulli- 
cal inſtruments himſelfe as he Nd the Organs of the 
grexe Church and others, of whome alſo that moſt 
earned Hermolaus Barbarus doth make mention 
in at Epitaph which he compounded vypon his vn- 
timely death , wich was in the fourty yeareof his 
age, in the citty of Heidelberg , inthe yeare1 5 85. 
wherethe Preſident YVighus Aiteof Zichem paſſing 
that way,as one honoring the memory of his coun- 
triman, he cauſeda faire ſtone to bee ſet vpon his 
tombe , and the Epitaph of the ſaid Hermolawe gra- 
uen thereon, as followed. |

not all at their commandement; as there are ſome

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now alſo deſcribed the rownes and forts, which 
they hold in thoſe Prouinces, which are vnder the 
faied Archdykes, eſpecially inthe Duchy of Bra- 
bant ,and Conty of Flanders, gotten by armes, the 
which they keepe.

In the Duchy of Brabant. 
BERGENVP ZOOM. 


VV E place this towne firſtof all thoſe which the 

vnited Eſtates hold in Brabart ; for that it is 
made a Marquiſate, although that Bredz be one of 
the firſt Barronies of the Duchy : This towne hath 
a good hauen, at the mouth wherof there is a migh- 
ty fort which defends it: it 1s right againſt Ter;o/er 
one of the lands of-Zeeland. Before the towne of 
Aztwerp was in credit , and that Bruges began to de- 


cay, it had the cheefe trade for Marchandiſe. There 


were wont to be goodly buildings, thewhich being 
abandoned incheſe laſt warre by their proprieta- 
ries, and remayningas it were deſert, they haue 
ſerued tonoe other vſe but to lodge foldiars, and 
are much decayed, It hath beene alwaies a good 
gartiſon for ſoldiars , who went toſeeke there for- 


tunes farreandneare, to the gates of Antwerp , and 


as farre as Lyxembenrge,bringing home oftcu times 
very good booty , with. whome the Bourgers, 
Inne-keepers and Tauerners did fo well agree as 


they reaped great benifit by the ſgldiars. This 


tOWne . 
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towne hath conſtantly maynta 
rhe generall Eſtates of the vnired Prouinces, ſence 
the time that it was yeeided inthe yeare 1 5 77. by 
the Germaines, who deliuered vp their Collonal 
Fronſbergh with the towne vnto the generall' E- 
'ſatcs. In the yeare 1588. the Duke of Parmes 
came to beſecge it with a mighty army , thinking 
to take the great fort by praftiſe with an Exglfh- 
1x, buthee was diſapointed of his purpoſe, and 
was forced toretier with diſhonor and loſſe: And 
mtheyeare, 1605. the Marquis Spznela, Licu- 
tenant to the Arch-dukes, made two furious at- 
tempts,the which in a manner ſucceded , but they 
were repulſt'by the valours of the Rowurgers and 
ſoldiars with great loſſe. Although it bee vnder 
the obedience of the vnited Eftares, yet doe 
they retaine fill their ancient rights and preut 
ledges. 


BREDA, 


S a faire greattowne, with a pleaſant Caſtle joy. 
ning vntoit; which was wont to bee the Pallace 
whereas the Earles of Naſa held their Court , as 
the deceaſed #:{iam of Neſſau Prince of Oraxge,did 
for a time for it is but rwelue leagues: from Brw/- 
fells, It was wont to haue a goodly Heronrie in 
the great *Church-yard, but now they are dif 
perſed , yet there are ſome of them remayne 
ſtill bechinde the Caſtel. Tn. Foxcker _ 
2 is 


ned the party of | 
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yeare 157 7. heeretired into this towne, whereas 
Philip Earle of Hobenlos went and beſc:eged him, 
in the Prince of Oranges vame (the towne being 
his patrymony ) and for the Vnited Eſtates : the 
which the ſoldiars deliuered vnto the Eſtates, with 
their Collonel , as they had done Froyſbergh at Ber- 
ehenwp Zoom, vncer whoſe obedience it d:id con- 
tinue, vntill that the Baron of Fre/ix being priſoner 
inthe Caſtle having corrupted ſome (oldiars,tound 
meanes in the yeare 1580. to deliuerit to the Duke 
of Parma:from whome it was recoueredin the yeare 
I 5 9 0, by a hardy ard dangerous enterpriſe which 
Chaptaine Charles of. Heraugiere a gentleman of 
Cambtay, ſeruing vrder Prince Maurice , made with 
2. reſolute ſoldiars, who being hidden ina boare- 
full of turfes , in a thouſand fngery of their liues, 
hauingentred at noone day into the caſtle, without 
deſcouery the night following they ſurprized ir, 
cutting the Corps de gard in peeces, &piuing entry 
vnto the Prince and the Earle of Hohenlo, with their 
troupes,which lay not farre of:which the Captaines 
of the garciſon ſecing, fled , and the towne was alſo 
yeclded by compolition, ſince-which-time, the 
rowne hath continued vnder-the obedience of the 
Prince and the ſaidEſtates, who made Herauguieie 
gouernot asarecompence of his va;our, and gaue 
good reward vnto the ſoldiars with promiſe of ad- 
uancement , as moſt of them haue had vpon the firſt 
changes. | | Y KEEN.

TJ Ha is toſay #;/;amstowne, built within theſe 
2 30.yeares , by #il:am of Naſſau, Prince of 0- 
range Who gaue it that name. Itis inthe Iſland of 
Regheville,which is in the duchy of Brabaxt,a good 


anda ftrongtowne, at this time almoſt all built, 


It ſerues as a Rendezwuons to the Eſtates armie, 
when they haue any incurſion or enterpriſe to 
make; at it was atthe enterpriſe of Brede whom ir 
doth much import, as wel as the towne of Doydrec# 
to have it well kept : whereof che Eſtates doenter- 
raine a ſufficient garriſon there, witha Gouernor,

{| S a mighty fort ypontheriuer of /zau/t, within 
-three leagues of Aztwerp, not far fromthe gulph 

of the ſaid river, built within thirty yeares. It isa 
place of great importance, toſtoppe thenauigation 
to Antwerp 3 whichthe Collonels and Bourgers of 
the ſaid towne, (during the time they were vnder 
the ynion) did carefully (and to their great charge) 
preſerue. And when as the Duke of Parmadid re- 
{olue to beſcege it,they did re-enforcethe garriſon, 
and fent the Seignor of Te//gny,Sonne to Z{oun/icur 
ac la Noue to command thetr , and Collonel Godin 
to prouide for all' rhings-before the comming of 
Collonell Mondregon: Captaine of the Caſtle of 
Antwerp : who hauing boſeeged it, and ſeeing noe 
meanes to cut of their fuccors by water, after that 
he had ſpent ſome cannon ſhotte, hee rayſed his 
campe- and reryred.: It hath continued: cuer ſence 
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vnto this day vnder the obedicace of the vnited 
Eſtates, who in my opinion willnot ſuffer-it to bee 
ruined by the peace, but rather to conuert it toa 
good towne, the which in time, in ſteedof a place 
tor warre,may haue good trade of marchandiſe,and 
proue rich, being ſeated vpon ſo goodly a riuer 
and ſo neere the gulph thereof cowards the ſea, 
right oppolit to another fort which the Eſtates 
now hold 0:2 Flaxders fide called Lyefsken hook. 


TER-HETDEN. 


S afortatthemouth ofthe riner,the which com- 

ming from breda falls there into the ſea. It was 
firſt built by the Spanzards , but the towne of Breds 
being ſurpriſcd,and won (as we haue ſayed,) Prince 
Maurice (to theend that rowne ſhould not be brid- 
led on that ſide)went tobeſeege it vntill it was ycel- 
ded vnto him by compoſition , the which he cauſed 
to be preſently raiſed. 

For all which townes and places, together with 
their Brz/ewickes and iurifdictions, there is a forme 
of councel of Brabant at the Hage in Holland,before 
the which there is appeall fromſubalternall and in-

SLVCE. 


Histowne is a good port of the ſea, the which 
during the proſperity and trafficke of the 
towne of Bruges , ſome 10 ».yearesfince. when as 
rhe nations floriſhed there was their Magaſin or 
Stoor-houle , as their great and goodly Caues doe 
witneſle, ſeruing for the wines that came from 
Spaine,the Canaries and France. For Fliſimg(which 
is but three leagues diſtant ) was then but avillage, 
and Midadelbourg no great matter ; the whole traf- 
fickear that rime was either at Br»ges or at Berghey 
wp Loom,and ſince at Antwerp. Since the pacificati- 
 onofGazt,vntillthe yeare 1 5 8 7. this towne was 
vnder the obedience of the Eſtates entertained, 
with a good gariſon, whereof the Siegnior of Groe- 
nevelt was Gouernor.But the ſame yearethe Duke 
of Parma went to beſtege.it with all his forces , the 
which notwithſtanding his continuall battery, 
mines and furious affaults, was for along time va- 
Jiantly defended. Inthe end ſeeing no hope ofany 
ſuccors, which they had expected from the Earle 
of Leceſter ( Lieutenant for the Queene of Exgland 
inthe vnited Prouinces)and from the Eftates, they 
wereforcedtoyeeld itvponan honorable compo. 
ſition, for want of munytion and other neceſſaries, 
Since which time, this towne did much anoy the 


Eſtates - 
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Eſtates, eſpecially the Zetexders, by the meanes of = 
ten Gallies which Doz Ieromino Spinola, brother to 

the Margwis Spinola brought out of Sp.4i7e,with the 


which he did often affront the ſhips of Holland and 
Zeeland,vntill in the end he was flaine in a ſea fight, 


with great loſſe of his men & ſfoyle of his Gallies, 
the which being repaired, ſought ſtill ro cut off the 
victualls and ſuccors which the Eſtates ſent ro O/7- 
end,during the time ofthree years &three months, 
that the Archduke _Abert and the Marquis Spino- 
{aheld it beſieged, the which in the end hee tooke 
by an honorable compoſition: after that by an o- 
ther ſiege Prince Aſaurice had forced them ofthe 
garriſon of Stuſe to yeeld by compolition, beeing 

reſt by famine : which towne hee tooke withour 

attery or any other force, with all the Gallies and 
other ſhips,ſctting the ſlaues atiliberty, with many 
other forts of importance,as you ſhall heare,wher- 
as the Archduke on the other fide got nothing but 
a heape of ſtones and earth, there remayning no 
forme ofa towne at Offed, bur onely the rampars, 
Thus was Slaſe reduced vnder the Eftates com- 
mand, much againſt Spinmo/as minde , who attemp- 
ted twiſe to releene it, but in vaine . It was yeelded 
vnto thema month before Offexd,which from thar 
time was vnprofitable vnto them and of great 
charge,ſeceing they had S/u/e , ſo as their gaine was 
much greater then their loſſe . For they did winne 
at one inſtant the Ille of Cad/arar,andall tht other 


torts oppoſiteto the hauen of that trowne,then

As wont to beea prettie country towne, a- 

bout the which and inthe Iſland of Cad/axr 
they did breed good horſes , whereof there was 
ewiſe a yeare a faircat this towne. But theſe cjuill 
warres by the breach of dykes and inondations, 
haue ſpoyled much of the country . Prince Man- 
rice beſceging $Sl#ſe,did alſo beſtege this towne,the 
which was ycclded vnto him , and is now ſtronger 
then euer. | 


TSENDYCR. 


JS a mighty fort on Flanders {ide,right againſt F/;/- 
zngue,ttanding toward the Sas of Gaut & Bocholat, 
whereas the: Archduke, for the importance of the 
place, did continually entertaine a great garriſon 
| both of footeand horſe, ro ſtop the incurſions of 
them of Fl/;{:ngue & Berghen vp Zeominthat quar- 
ter of the Walt of F/anaers. And although hee did 
much rely in his foxr, imagining it could not be eaſi- 
ly taken: yet notwithſtanding that there were 800. 
men in the fort, Prince Maurice beſicced it,batired 
it,and forced it ctocome to compoſition inleflethen 
cight daies,before he gaue any aſſault. Since the E- 
ſtates haucinlarged it,& it is now like vnto a town; 
likelyin time wks of good trafficke, for that the ha- 
uen is able to containe many ſhippes of 4. or 500. 
runsa peece,being well ficuated vpon the ſea,wher- 
fore in my. opinion the Eſtates will not ſuffer a to

T His fort was built at one inſtant with that of 
' Lilloo, becing oppolite vnto it vpon the river of 
Eſcault, ſo as all hips that come from the ſea to goec 
to Antwerp,mult paſſe betwixt theſe two forts: But 
it could not reſiſt the enemics attempts like vnts 
Lilloo: tor in the yeare 1 5.8 4,the Vicont of Gaze 
Marquis of &eubay beficgedit, and tookeit by af- 
faulr , by a ſtratageme whictrhe made with a heape 
of ſtrawe and haie, which he cauſedto bee burnt on 
the dicke-fide where hee gauethe aſſault, ſo as the 
ſmoake being driven with che winde,did fo trouble 
their ſights that defended the breach, as they were 
forced with great furie,the Viconckilling Collonel 
Petain , (who commanded. there ) with his owne 
hand, in cold bloud , and cauſing many Burgers of 
Antwerp to bee hanged: the which was afterwards 
reuenged vpon the Spen/ards and other priſoners 
which they held in the vnited Prouinces . It was 
ſince recouered by the Eſtates, vnder whoſe obedi- 
ence it hath continued vntothis day . Yet it is not 
like to continueas Zz/{oo,but may well be razed vp- 
onthe concluſion of a peace, becing of n6 ſuch im- 
portance as the other,

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I $a good village of that quarter of F/anders,which 
hath a Baylite, Alderman and other officers, 
whereas:the vnited Eſtates did long ſince build a 
fort,and entertained a good garriſon : it is ſituated

_ Steelandt great Bayliffe of the ſaid country of wes 
delivered vnto the Spanizrd, whenas the Duke of 
Aniow was retired , after thatgreat folly commicted 
at Antwerp.” Six or ſeauen years after Sir Phillip S:d- 
ney Gouernor of Fleſſingue , and Collonel Thop Peron 
ſurpriſed ir,and delivered it vnto the Eſtates in the 
yeare, 1587.the whichthey much fortefied {ince,by 
drowning of the great part of the country , which 
makes it 7 accelfitle , Whereof the ſaid Peron hath 
 recouered a good part, during the time that the E- 

_ flares, lefthim gouernorof the place.

the Eſtates haue made a fort to detcnd the county

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ofLioges : yet isit not ſowellforceficd, burir muſt 
yeeld tothe firſt enemy it hebe Maiſter of the field, 
As for the other forts diſperſed hereaad there- 


,vpon rivers, fronters and paſſages; beeing many in 


number , throughout all the vnited Provinces, I 
haye thought ir ſuperfluous to defcribe them here 
particularly,hauing onely vndertaken the chiefe. 


-By this deſcription may be ſcene, that in the ſaid * 


eiphrvnited Prouinces, which make the Eſtates of 
the Belgtke Common-weale, there are aboue ſixc-

ing to the neceſlitie of their affaires : they haue 
ſome-times a hundred andewenty ſhippes of warre 
in paie , well armed and appointed with men and 
munition. Their nauigation and trafficke of mar- 
chandiſe extends to the Eaſt , Weſt, North and 
South .. I dare boldly ſaic,that the Common-weale 
of Venice, which is held fo ritch and mighty an E- 
ſtare, Huld not haue continucy ſucþinceltine os 
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three years,as they haue done many,and doyer like :
